When that time comes, there are three important things 
to remember if you’re to make a sound decision. 


1. Use your best judgment in selecting a dependable 
and competent heating and air conditioning contrac- 
tor—a common-sense safeguard. 


2. Be sure you're getting quality equipment made by 
a reputable manufacturer. Some of the leading firms 
are listed here by name for your guidance. 


3. Don’t look for so-called bargains. Aninadequate sys- 
tem won't give you the comfort you expect. 


These three points, taken to heart, will just about guar- 
antee you long-range comfort and satisfaction from any 
central air conditioning system you might decide to install. 





Definition 


Q. Doesn’t “central air conditioning” merely mean some- 


thing that provides cooling in hot weather? 


A. No, there’s more to it than cooling. From a single unit, 


air is cooled, dehumidified, cleaned and circulated through- 
out the house. When the unit is teamed with heating, the 
result is year-round central air conditioning. 


Q. What is meant by a reference to “tons” of cooling? 


A. This is one of the ways of rating the size or capacity of 


cooling equipment, in terms of the amount of cooling

you'd get if you melted a ton of ice during a 24-hour 
period. Another way: British thermal units (BTUs) of 
heat removed per hour. A cooling capacity of 12,000 
BTUs per hour equals one ton of cooling. 


How does this relate to the amount of cooling a house 
might need? 


A home of average size in an average climate needs two to 
three tons of cooling during a normal summer. Roughly, 
you can figure that one ton of cooling might handle up to 
600 square feet of space. For example, a one-story, six- 
room insulated home measuring 28 feet by 40 feet would 
probably use a two-ton system in most sections of the 
country. 





Costs: Buying, Installing 


About how much would a central system cost? 


A. This depends, of course, on where you live, brand and type 


Ps 


of system you buy, local labor rates and your home’s par- 
ticular requirements. In general, though, an installed sys- 
tem for a new house should cost from about 50 cents to 70 
cents per square foot added to the cost of central heating. 
For an existing house, to add central air conditioning, the 
cost will vary from about 60 cents to a dollar per square 
foot. Your heating and air conditioning contractor or fuel 
supplier can give you specific facts to fit your situation. 


Costs: Operating 
Isn’t central air conditioning expensiye to operate? 


Here again there are pretty wide variations because of local 
conditions, but when compared to the cost of a good 
central heating system, the answer is no. A six-room house 
in a cool dry climate might be cooled for an entire season 
for less than $40; ina hot humid climate the cost may be under 
$120. When considering air conditioning operating costs 
be sure to subtract the money you now spend for tempo- 
rary relief from the heat—operating electric fans, extra 
weekend trips and extra entertainment away from home.

Financing 


What’s the best way to pay for air conditioning? 


Most families buy air conditioning as they do other major 
appliances—with cash or with small payments spread 
over a period of time. In a new house, it can become part 
of your FHA, VA or conventional loan. In an existing 
house, cost can be added to an open-end mortgage; or you 
can get an FHA home-improvement loan spread over one 
to five years. There are many other possibilities, of course, 
which might be worked out through your contractor and 
local lending agencies. 


Benefits 


How can the cost of central air conditioning be justified ? 


Comfort, of course, is the big thing, but the economics are 
important too. Among air-conditioned families, summer 
laundry, dusting and general cleaning are cut by nearly 
half, in some cases, compared to the amount needed in non- 
air-conditioned homes. Draperies, rugs and upholstery 
fabrics need less care and last longer. 





What other benefits can be expected? 


Many. Tests show that in summer there’s uniformly better 
sleeping; more time spent in the home as a family unit; 
more healthful eating habits; more home entertainment; 
less irritability and family disharmony. Closed windows 
and filtered air reduce noise and ease discomfort suffered 
by those allergic to certain air-borne irritants. 


Building? Buying? Modernizing ? 


What are some of the things to consider in building a 
home with central air conditioning? 


This is where careful planning really pays off. The list is 
long, but here are some of the most important things you 
can do to assure maximum comfort for your air condition- 


ing dollar.

© Use light-colored exteriors and roof for sun reflection. 


@ Include a well-ventilated attic, with louvers placed 
so that prevailing natural breezes blow through. 


© Specify well-constructed walls and roof. Make sure 
both are insulated well, with adequate moisture bar- 
riers on the room sides of the insulation. 


e Vent vapors from cooking, bathrooms and clothes 
dryers to avoid excessive humidity. 


e Plant trees and shrubbery for shade; use awnings or 
reflective screens where natural shading is impractical. 


e If possible, orient house to site so that sun is kept off 
glass areas in summer, yet helps heat in winter. 


® Try to plan large glass areas on north and south sides 
of the house and shade with porches or overhanging 
roof. 





Suppose I’m buying a new, air-conditioned house? 


It would be smart to check as many of the points just 
mentioned as you can, after first making sure you're deal- 
ing with a responsible builder of good reputation. You 
might also look for any of several visible signs of a quality 
installation, such as good insulation on piping or duct- 
work which crosses non-conditioned spaces. To learn about 
the actual air conditioning equipment, get the name of the 
contractor who installed it from your builder and ask him 
to explain the system and how it works. Knowing this 
can help you use it more efficiently. 


Can cooling be added to an existing forced warm air 
or hot-water heating system? 


Yes. There are many good add-on or package cooling units 
that will do the job. Most are designed to go with a good

modern heating system, previously installed in the house. 
This allows the contractor to make the most of existing 
heating equipment and controls in designing a satisfactory 
year-round system. 


Air Conditioning Check List 


Aside from specifics mentioned up to now, is there any 
sort of yardstick for measuring, in a general way, the 
quality and value of a system before buying? 


Yes—if you remember that the yardstick can only be gen- 
eral. Utilizing information available from three prime 
sources—contractor, builder, manufacturer—you should 
get satisfactory answers to the following questions before 
you make a firm decision: 


© Does the system provide properly sized cooling? Ade- 
quate heating? Adequate moisture removal in summer, 
moisture control in winter? 


© Does the system provide for cleaning the air? For 
proper air movement and distribution? For adding 
outside air as needed? 


® Do all major units and automatic controls in the sys- 
tem carry names that signify quality and dependability? 


And again, be sure to ask yourself this all-important ques- 
tion: does the air conditioning contractor responsible for 
system installation have a reputation for good work? 
Chances are you already have a heating-air conditioning 
contractor you know and respect who can answer this 
question. If not, you can usually learn by talking to your 
architect, to your builder, or fuel supplier, or to a friend, 
neighbor or acquaintance for whom the contractor has in- 
stalled central air conditioning. And it’s well worth the 
small amount of inconvenience.

o speaks Betty Liljestrand, having lived for six 
S years in the house presented extensively in this 
issue: “Our house seems to have a life of its own. 
We live in it and own it, but it reveals things to us 
we didn’t see or know about before. Our goal, before 
building, was modest enough. We wanted nothing 
pretentious or stylized; just a functional solution done 
with imagination. We knew we had a rare and mag- 
nificent site, and we wanted the house to capitalize 
on it. We wanted to be able to sit inside, listen to good 
music and, with lights dimmed, to take full advantage 
of the fairy-like city below us.” 

The photographs on these two pages (and the front 
cover) catch a few of the thousands of nature’s moods 


which reveal themselves to the Liljestrand family from 


their house, which so ably provides grandstand seats 
for the majestic pageant of nature. 

The Liljestrands’ confession of faith in the emo- 
tional power of architecture to give meaning to life 


is one of the most important aspects of the story that 
unfolds in these 47 pages. They make it clear that 
just as music’s function is to restore and _ recreate, 
so architecture can exploit our capacity for dramatiz- 
ing ourselves, for heightening the ordinary actions of 
life. As John Summerson, the English architectural 
writer, has said, “. . . Architecture can increase man’s 
psychological stature to an angel’s. All this it does 
through its irrevocable attachment to function. The 
dramatizing of movements appropriate to architecture 
(and impossible without architecture )—movements 
like entering through a door, looking out of a window, 
mounting steps or walking on a terrace—is something 
with which music has nothing to do. Here is archi- 
tecture’s special province, which on one hand con- 
structs its movement and on the other intensifies its 
meaning.” Thus, the story of the Liljestrands and 
their house is a fine account of home-building as an 


aesthetic adventure for every member of the family.

live with. In an environment like this you learn from the 
subtlety of its structure to appreciate the shape and form of 
all kinds of other things. You develop a seeing eye that 
brings interest to many other objects you might otherwise 
pass by. Mrs. Liljestrand makes this note about their enjoy- 
ment of the rightness of structure: 
“Unconsciously it is pleasant to see a wall or a 
shelf built very thick where it should look strong, 
and the edge of a sliding door very thin where you 
know it need not be strong.” 

Proportion and scale take on a new meaning for the people 
in this house. When you move about daily in well-propor- 
tioned rooms, you develop an inner sense of the rightness of 
good proportion and anything in bad proportion seems awk- 
ward and uncomfortable. 

The colors throughout are soft, muted, subtle, and har- 
moniously related. The accents of brightness are the spec- 
tacular foliage, flowers, and view through the windows of 
every room. Indoor accents are carefully chosen fabrics, 


accessories, foliage and flowers. This principle, the use of 





selected accents in a harmonious background, is a sound 


foundation which helps develop one’s total color sense. 

The world of nature takes on added meaning here because 
it is a living part of the house. The house keeps the family 
in touch with the sea, the sky, and things that grow. Here 

the quick changes of the weather and the sky have become a 

fascinating part of the owners’ daily life. When you live 

closely with nature’s changing moods, you develop a deeper 
appreciation of what she has to offer. In a letter about the 
facilities in the house, Mrs. Liljestrand adds this: 

But these are material things that do not 
compare with the psychological satisfaction of the 
appearance from room to room, from door to door, 
of a cleanly designed, carefully built house.” 

Another value is the sense of space. Here you become as 
aware of the volumes of space inside the structure as of 
the structure itself. This is getting very near the essence of 
architecture. When you sense every day that you are moving 
about within a piece of hollowed sculpture, you are ex- 


periencing one of the greatest values a house can give.

We started in systematically to find a site that would

going, read the weather at a glance, and sense the 
ruggedness of the volcanic mountains of Hawaii.

Adjustable louvers at front entrance are one of several

Their site was a tempestuous meeting place for two kinds of air 
currents: updraft due to being on the sunny southerm side of the 
mountain and downdraft pushed down from the top. of Mt. Tantalus 
by the very positive trade winds coming from the other side of the 
mountain. So this site is almost in Rain Forest condition—one 
minute in swirling sheets of tropical rain and next minute in clear 
sun, sometimes oppressively humid.

The circular paved drive, with 
a porte-cochere of ample size over the 
disembarking area, is inviting and 
practical.

The quality of this house is due, in unusual measure, to its architect. 
He performed his functions for the Liljestrands at the highest profes- 
sional level. He accepted the requirements of the owners and solved 
them within the confines of his own aesthetic goals and standards. 

Theoretically, this is what all architects are supposed to do. But in 
the last 20 years or so there has been a growing tendency in the archi- 
tectural profession to scoff at solving the owner’s requirements as being 
beside the point and not conducive to great design. Mr. Ossipoff did not 
accept this easy way out and gave his clients full measure. House 
BEAUTIFUL considers him one of America’s best architects.

he good influence of a good house works its won- 

ders in many ways. One is the kind of chain re- 
action illustrated here. The dining room evolved with 
the over-all design of the house. One wall of the room 
called for a Japanese screen. The screen, in turn, called 
for the table settings that you see on the left. This kind 
of integrating influence is one of the great values of

You can see that the pitched ceiling and magnificent 
view through the end wall of glass make this a very 
demanding—almost dominating—scene. 

Look at the dining room on the right. See how the 
low ceilings and plain surfaces give it a quiet intimate 
quality. It is pleasing, but something was needed here 
that would stand up to the exciting visual impact of 
the adjoining living room. It called for something to 
give it a strong but subtle point of interest of its own. 
The solution, suggested by the architect, was a fine 
Japanese screen. 

Japanese screens have an interesting effect on many 
people. The more you see of them the more you like 
them. You find yourself judging other screens and 
other objects by the standards of your favorites. That 
is what happened here. The screen has become a point 
of aesthetic reference. It adds refinement and richness 
to the room. Its subtle strength and elegant beauty 
simply require that surrounding objects be in accord. 
Since this screen is a background for the dining table 
(for you always see them together), the table ap- 
pointments need to be in keeping with this environment. 

On these two pages are more examples of how one 
thing (namely the house) led to another (namely the 
screen) and then to still others. In fact you will see 
evidence of this stimulating process of aesthetic growth 


at work all through this extraordinary house. 








Lacquer-red Irish coffee cups of fine china are the 
right color note either indoors or out.

This is the 
family playroom 


he planning principle behind this 

playroom is deceptively simple: 
to bring a family together rather than 
fragment it. Thus, something more 
than simple play space is achieved; 
the room itself contributes to a family 
spirit. No children are sent here to 
play in splendid isolation; it is no 
individual’s retreat. Instead, it is the 
gathering place for six-part harmony, 
a billiard tournament, or a homemade 
movie. And there is no set-up time. 
Everything is ready and waiting— 
instruments, game tables, projector. 
At the same time, because the play- 
room is on a lower level, there is an 
easy separation from the quiet areas, 
when either teenagers or adults enter- 


tain their own groups of friends.

Playroom opens up on three sides, revealing views as magnificent as those 
from the living room above. On the Diamond Head side, seen here, two large windows 
slide aside to stack behind a third. On two other sides, all windows slide into conceal- 


ments, merging the room completely with the out-of-doors (see plan on opposite page). 
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Exploded plan of house shows central 
location of pavilion play area and how it 
works with the indoor playroom at the right. 
Lower level is served by two sets of stairs, 
one coming down to the pavilion from the 
bedroom wing, the other to the playroom 
from living-dining area. Playroom has its own 
snack bar for family use, but for larger 
gatherings a dumb-waiter, which lands nearby, 
brings down quantity food and drink directly 
from kitchen.

H” is a child-proof, teenage-proof area, if there 
ever was one. With its concrete floor, wood 
and brick walls, it can take any kind of rough-and- 
tumble. As a matter of fact. furnished as it is with 
a punching bag, ping-pong table, and ballet bar, 
the pavilion is specifically designed for full-scale 
physical activity. 

Speaking of the pavilion, Betty Liljestrand com- 
mented: ‘We wanted a covered play area for 


children, but made in such a way that it would

accommodate varying ages, even adults when we 


have so many that they overflow the living room.” 

How spectacularly they succeeded with this pa- 
vilion can be seen by these scenes of its use by the 
family (above) and by.a teen-age party (at the 
right). “The children have been brought up to feel 
that home is the place to entertain, and with four 
children this means that there is hardly a time when 
one or two such functions are not scheduled. They 
know the calendar must be checked to see if the 
day is clear before extending an invitation, but 
otherwise there is no question. School organiza- 
tions, scouts, and church groups frequently party 
here. The children realize that such invitations 
involve a certain amount of cleaning up before 


and after, and they all share in the work.” 
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A typical Sunday morning (left) shows how easily the 
pavilion accommodates a variety of family activities. On this 
page are candid pictures taken during a party for the cast of a 
play at the Punahou School, attended by all the children. With 
a little wax, the smoothly finished concrete floor converts per- 
fectly for dancing. The pavilion now has its own snack bar (at 
the left in the picture below), an addition shown by experience 
to be a necessity. Late in the evening, the party moves to the 
inside playroom to gather around the piano for a songfest (right). 
The Liljestrands have entertained as many as 100 teenagers in 


these lower-floor rooms without the least sense of crowding. 
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There’s room here, and equipment, for all the family to work on their own 


projects. Here you see, in progress (left to right), a cat scratch board, a 


monkeypod bowl, and fabrication of a part for an ailing 1947 station wagon. 


This is the tool room as it looks when you enter the door. The old saying— 
a place for everything and everything in its place—may be trite, but it is true. 
It’s especially true in a shop where usefulness depends on many kinds of tools 
and equipment and countless small supplies, all easy to get at. Keys to success 


here are the tool board, storage rack (left) and generous work-bench space. 
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The jewelry bench is Mrs. Liljestrand’s special proy- 
ince.

A sit-down bench for long stretches of critical work 
is a facility that every shop-planner should try to include.

he owner’s innocent comment, “We had no idea 

of producing a Pace Setter, or no idea especially 

of pleasing anyone but ourselves,” is a good statement 
of the point of view which produces a personable, 
satisfying home. Every family—and every individual 
in it—enjoys certain idiosyncrasies of taste or habit, 
entertains certain personal. dreams to which a new, 
planned-to-order house should unquestionably cater, 
Most of the Liljestrand family’s needs have been 
successfully filled. But much of the individuality of 
this house hinges on the fact that in many cases these 
needs have been unconventionally filled, simply be- 
cause the owners were more concerned with having 
what they wanted than in having a house that looked 
like what other people might think a house should look 
like. In other words, they refused to be limited by what 


they had previously seen or heard about, would not 
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extra-tong tathtus 


abandon their dreams because there was no standard, 
easy way of achieving them. In the master bedroom, 
the angled, view-catching bed with its wedge-shape 
cabinet “headboard” is an example of this. In the 
study, the shelves that bend and conform to hold file 
trays is another. Here, in the master bathroom, you 
see things you may never have seen before: for in- 
stance, a shaving drawer equipped with an electric 
outlet and an extendable mirror, placed at a height 
at which the owner may sit down to shave. Under the 
lavatory counter a speaker gives out current programs 
and plays back tapes of earlier broadcasts. There is a 
shelf underneath for an electric coffee maker. All 
counter fronts taper down to the floor, because the 
users find this shape more comfortable. The bathtub is 
extra long. These are the kinds of refinements you can 


enjoy if you refuse to accept less than you can have. 


The luxury of sit-down shaving is built into a drawer in the wall-long 
lavatory counter. Drawer, with built-in electric outlet and extendable mirror, 
pushes trimly back and lines up with counter when shaving is done. Room, shel- 
tered on this side by the natural forest preserve outside, has light with privacy. 
Cabinet directly under lavatory holds built-in radio and electric cooking equip- 
ment so that master suite can have early morning coffee or occasional snacks 
without trekking across the house to the kitchen. Plan and picture (left) indicate 
the pull-down trough hamper and sliding-door storage shelves for toiletries that 
are built in behind the sloping counter front. Woodwork as in rest of house 
is redwood, here given a pigmentation of light paint. Counter top is a laminated 
plastic, waxed to deter water spotting. The whole room is lighted by a slim con- 
tinuous strip of lighting which runs across mirror wall and into toilet enclosure. 





Movable louvers of obscure glass bring daylight and ventilation into bath- 
room yet secure its privacy. Note that shower stall enclosure is built-up high from 


the floor to prevent flooding. Tall electric heating panel is for cool mornings. 
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Custom-designed bunk beds, built into each girl’s room, accommodate over- 
night guests, or allow the girls to stay together when they wish. Extended double- 
decker design frees part of lower bunk for use as a couch, produces storage (for play 


equipment) beneath upper bunk. Construction is shown in detailed cutaway drawing.

Each girl has her 
own room, but because they share the same bath and same wide 
balcony, the rooms work together to make a kind of apartment. The 
two rooms are similarly equipped, each having a unique set of double- 
decked bunks, full-size closets, built-in drawers and shelves, desk and 
chair, and lounge chair. 

The double-decker bunks, designed for these rooms by Architect 
Ossipoff, are worthy of study, not only for their own sake but as 
an indication of the careful planning and attention to detail char- 
acteristic of the house as a whole. See how its design allows use of 
more than half the lower bunk as a couch (it would be possible 
to lounge here without the usual cramped feeling). Each bunk is 
provided with its own reading light and bedside table (the upper 
bunk uses the adjacent shelves for this purpose). Note also how the 
usual difficulty of making the bed in the upper bunk was solved—

Every 
piece of equipment, every utensil, every type of house- 
hold supply, has its own storage space within reach 
of where it will be used. With outside walls reserved 
for windows, inner walls provide the cupboard space 
and give a fresh look to the kitchen. Nothing is 
difficult to get at. Revolving cupboards eliminate 
hard-to-reach corners. There is no need for step-stools 
to clutter up open spaces, because of the “sitting board” 
close to the sink and “step-boards” that put high shelves

How you get the 
Best Possible House 


his case, of the Liljestrand house being 
much more than shelter, is a prime ex- 
ample of all the right components meshing 
together to produce a structure more reward- 
ing than the owners could have imagined or 
produced for themselves. 
It takes three people to make a good 
house: a capable architect, an intelligent 
and understanding client, and a competent 


contractor. Unless these three can operate 





together—each at his highest level—there 


isn’t much chance that a fine house will 
eventually result. 

The good architect and the competent con- 
tractor cannot do it alone. The client must 
participate to the utmost of his ability. But 
he must not drag down the total concept to 
the level he then currently understands. He 
must give the architect freedom to design a 
house greater than he (the client) currently 
can conceive. He must leave the way open to 
have a house that he will grow up to and 
expand within later. He must participate as 
far as he is then able. but there should be 
aspects of the design that are beyond him— 
at that moment. He should strain to grasp 
and understand all he can, but he should 
not require the architect to cut back the 
over-all concept to the point where he under- 
stands every part of it before it is begun. 

The Liljestrand house is such a case. They 
participated very fully, but their participa- 
tion was, in the main, at the level of practical 
matters. Their needs were clearly thought 
through and simply stated to the architect. 


who then provided for them. But the archi- 


tect went beyond the practical and provided 
an aesthetic environment, of which the Lil- 
jestrands themselves say, “We could not have 
imagined how it was really going to be.” 
It was much better than they imagined. As 
a result, they are still growing, six years 
later. They proved the saying that “a man’s 
reach should exceed his grasp.” 

The Liljestrands’ house became a way of 
life, tailored for them, by them, but with an 
intangible additional factor they didn’t know 
was going to be there—one that has been 
coming through to them ever since. They 
had many of the pleasures of participation 
in creating something, all of the rewards of 
self-examination and self-realization, all the 
satisfactions that come from being educated 
in new matters. 

Their case proves once again the truth 
that never fails to impress us at HoUsE 
BEAUTIFUL: that all the 


factors are right, the whole becomes greater 


when individual 
than the sum of the parts. Each part of the 
Liljestrand project was right: the site, the 
room arrangement, the details of convenience 
and storage, the specifications, the ability 
of the architect, the thoughtful understand- 
ing of the clients themselves, the craft skills 
of the contractor, But they added up to 
more than they would have if statistics and 
logic were the controlling factors in such 
matters.

AE: Liljestrands and their guests can enjoy the 
exciting adventure of being projected out into 
space without the herculean efforts attendant on being 
put into orbit. The effortless, free-soaring design of 
their terrace demonstrates that we can now have “‘firm- 
ness,” which Vitruvius declared 2,000 years ago to 
be one of the three virtues of architecture, without the 
massiveness which we habitually associate with the 
idea of strength. 

The venturesome character of this lookout point 
underscores the qualities of the hillside site. Many 
homes built on hillsides deny the drama of their loca- 
tion by pretending that they are sitting down on the 
level. But this lightly constructed, gravity-defying van- 
tage point adds a certain fillip to life within the house. 
Together with the bedroom balconies, it serves as a 
counterpoint to those rooms in which one lives in

hen two adults and four children, ranging in age from 

eight to sixteen, live a full, versatile life, the facilities 
have to be pretty flexible. The house has to roll with the 
punches, and be adaptable to many, diverse conditions. 

An account of the Liljestrand family’s interests and leisure- 
time pursuits is full enough to seem like a compilation of the 
lives of several families. Even their travels and vacations have 
had purpose and have led to professionalism in several areas, 
such as photography and movie making, for both Dr. Howard 
and Mrs. Betty. Says Mrs. Liljestrand: 

“We've been through carpentry, masonry, housebuilding, 
and decorating, to photography, jewelry making, and a little 
dabbling in various things like music and painting. (We don’t 
consider Hi Fi a hobby because that’s too easy.) 


“We used to do a lot of sailing, but the house has taken 


too much time recently, so the ‘Swedish six-meter boat’ was 
sold. However, we do belong to the Kaneohe Yacht Club, so 
we are not completely divorced from boating interests.” 

They enjoy sailing the Pacific in not exactly the routine 
manner, and this interest has given them several good trips. 

The most notable of these was a trip to Tahiti and neigh- 
boring islands of Moorea and Borabora on the 135-foot yacht 
Te Vega in late 1955. Howard served as the physician for the 
trip and Betty and Bobby just went along. Living on the boat 
for seven weeks made their love of that kind of life even 
greater—‘“Nothing is more peaceful than lying on a moonlit 
deck, sails billowing out above you, skimming rapidly and 
silently through the water that you can almost touch, while 
listening to Beethoven's Moonlight Sonata on the tape.” 

Another interesting ocean trip took place the following 
summer, 1956, when the family sent their car by pineapple 
barge to the neighboring island of Maui, and the following 
day loaded a 60-foot fishing boat with the necessities for 
two weeks in a run-down ranch house, and made the rough trip 
across the Molokai Channel by boat. All seven of them went 
(this includes Kimiyo who has been with the Liljestrands for 
nine years).

for the first couple of days, but after he had fixed the refrig- 
erator, made a shower out of a garden sprinkling can, and 
provided a hose to fill the tank after each flush, we allowed 
him to settle down to reading a few good books—his idea of 
one good way to spend a vacation. We purposely allowed no 
radio, but the accordion went along to provide some noise.” 

A repeat of the 1955 trip, but with an even more interest- 
ing aspect, was enjoyed by Howard and 16-year-old son Bob 
last summer (1957) when they accompanied the Hollywood

These trips, along with previous ones to Alaska, Wake,

tiger hunting with the Maharaja of Indore, have provided 
Howard with material for his hobby of movie travelogues. 
This hobby has developed. unintentionally, to the point of 
professional motion-picture work. so much so that his trave- 
logues have been presented in many lectures on the mainland 
and in Hawaii and on television. Much money for charity 
purposes has been raised by the presentation of these trave- 
logues. A couple oi short sequences from the India trip, one 
of a tiger, and another of a black buck, were sold to Warner 
Brothers and used in their movie “Animal World.” 

The most arduous part of the travelogue hobby is in the 
editing which takes place alter the interesting trip is finished.

and next. This organization, one of the largest such in the 
nation, is composed of 3208 members this year. The school, 
founded in 1841 by missionaries, is the oldest college-pre- 
paratory school west of the Rocky Mountains. It is now the 
largest non-parochial private school in America. The children, 
all four, attend this school. It is a private school with empha- 
sis on college preparation, 95% of its graduates going on 
to college. Because of the ever-increasing number of applica- 


tions, there is a high degree of selectivity of students, which

results in an average IQ rating much higher than that in 
public schools, and therefore a more studious environment 
for the children who attend. Since children are likely to learn 
as much from their classmates as from the teacher, the Lilje- 
strands feel very fortunate to have this school for their 
children. The P.T.A. is an extremely active organization with 
a board of directors of 58 members. Serving as its president 
is both an honor and a responsibility. 

The children’s activities center around this school, almost 
to the exclusion of all else except church. Susan, the 
cousin from Seattle (who is visiting this year while Wendla 
lives with her cousins in Seattle), was amazed at the range 
and extent of the school’s social, athletic, musical, and cul- 
tural activities (which include dramatics, ballet, scouting, 
and sports of all varieties, even trampoline, golf, rowing, 
swimming, etc.). 

Other than these church and school activities, the children 
are brought up to feel that home is the place to entertain, 
and with four children this means that there is hardly 
a time when one or two such functions are not on the 
calendar. Class picnics, girl and boy scout parties, school 
groups such as cast parties following productions, groups 
from the church choir, young people’s organizations, etc. 
frequently party here. The children realize that invitations 
such as these entail a certain amount of cleaning up before 
and after, and they all share in the work involved. Even the 
nine-year-old can do a fairly good job of lawn mowing with 
the power mower, and the sixteen-year-old boy is responsible 
for the upkeep of the pool. 

The tool room, which connects with the boys’ bedroom as 
well as having its own outside door, gets used by all members 
of the family, and many projects are always in process 
there, whether it be sanding down a monkeypod bowl, 
repairing a pump, or the project under way by Betty just 
now—making curtains of thin redwood slats for Howard’s 
den, first bleaching and rubbing off the wood to match 
the grayed walls of the room, then tying them with string 
purchased in a fishing supply store. This project was 
started because Howard insisted that he wanted some kind 
of blinds, while the architect kept saying, “Don’t hang any 
rags in this man’s room.” 

The children’s biggest project at the moment involves the 
repair and rebuilding of a 1947 Chevy station wagon that 
they fell heir to a few weeks ago.

Rums have been and are still being made in many parts of 
the world, but the famed rum islands are our own West Indies. 
For it is in this enchanted part of the world, in Cuba and 
Puerto Rico, in St. Croix, Barbados, Trinidad, Martinique, 
Haiti, and Jamaica, that the sweet sap flows most juicily 





through the cane. Here the waters are most suitable, the soft 
air most equable for the fermentation; the sunlight, lulling 
winds, and balmy star-hung nights most perfect for mellowing 
the spirit. Here also are the men trained for generations in 
the science and art of making rum. 

Even time acts differently when it comes to rum. No one 


can say which is the best age for a fine rum. The light blends 





of Puerto Rico do not always carry an age label, but by law 
the youngest spirit in the blend must be at least four years 


old. Five Star Barbancourt of Haiti, a straight unblended 


vintage spirit, is seven years old. Several of the liqueur rums 





of Jamaica are considerably older, aged in the tropics or in 


England for twelve, thirteen, or even fifteen years before they 





are bottled.

the sources of rum wisdom. We have dug in the earth at 
Damien outside of Port-au-Prince to note how the earth in 
which the cane is growing compares with the chalky soil of 
Cognac, Champagne, and Armagnac. Close to Arecibo where 
Ronrico rum is produced, we have tramped through the sugar 
mills where the molasses is made. The whole area is scented 
rather like Vermont in sugaring-off time. 

In each place the method is a little different. Generally rum 
is distilled from the molasses that remains after the sugar has 
been crystallized. But sometimes, as in Haiti, and at the St. 
James plantation in Martinique, the sugar sap itself is fer- 
mented and distilled. Sometimes the rum is aged in barrels 
made of American oak, but where the French influence is 
strong they use the oak of Limousin. Often in the same dis- 
tillery some of the barrels will be charred, some uncharred. 


Some are old and may have held sherry or bourbon, and

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The background you need to know 


AIR C 


By C. W. (BILL) NESSELL 


espite its complicated appearance, an air conditioner 
D is actually a simple mechanical device. It is usually 
driven by electricity, but there are gas-operated types. 

An air conditioner that cools your home works very 
much like the mechanical refrigerator in your kitchen except 
that it cools and conditions air on a larger scale. A fan or 
blower circulates room air through the cooling equipment, 
first through a filter to remove most of the dirt. dust, and 
pollen, then over and around the surfaces of a coil that is 
cooled by a refrigerant circulated through the inside of 
it by a compressor or pump. As the air moves through this 
cooling coil, its temperature is reduced from fifteen to 
twenty degrees. At the same time some of the moisture in 
the warm humid air becomes water that collects on the cold 
surfaces of the coil and is drained away. Also, any dirt, 
dust, or pollen that got by the filter will be trapped on the 
wet coil surfaces and drained away with the water. 

Thus the room air passing through the cooling equipment 
has been conditioned by being filtered, some of its moisture 
has been removed, it has been chilled fifteen to twenty 
degrees, and it is now ready to be discharged into the room 
or rooms. If you have a window unit or room cooler it will 
be discharged directly into the room. If you have a central 
system, it will be distributed through ducts and registers. 

Facing facts squarely, the quantity of heat and mois- 
ture that the conditioner will remove from the air is 
definitely limited to the amount determined by the manu- 
facturer when the equipment was designed. To make the 
most effective use possible of the amount available, see the 
article “17 Basic Bits of Advice on Living with Summer 
Cooling” in House BeautiFuL, June 1958. 

Residential air conditioners are manufactured in several 
types or designs, and each of these comes in several sizes 
with respect to cooling capacity. The one best suited to your 
needs should be determined by the construction of your 
house and the size and number of the rooms you want to 
cool. Only a gvod air-conditioning dealer who understands 
residential cooling should make that determination for you, 


but you can check his calculation with House BEAUTIFUL’s

NDETIONING 


Air-Conditioning Calculator (see offer at the bottom of this 
page). The size of the air conditioner must be based upon 
careful calculation of the amount of heat that will enter 
the rooms through the walls, ceilings, and windows on the 
hottest day normally encountered in your area. A guess will 
not do because proper sizing has a most important rela- 
tionship to the degree of comfort you will have in the house. 

Too large a conditioner will provide ample cooling but 
not sufficient dehumidification. One that is much too small 
will give excellent dehumidification but not enough cool- 
ing. Some equipment is currently being rated in terms of 
the number of British Thermal Units (Btu) it will remove 
in an hour, a Btu being a scientific measure of heat. Other 
equipment may be rated in “tons of cooling capacity,” a ton 
being 12.000 Btu’s per hour of heat removal, but since this 
can be loosely used, insist on a Btu rating. 

The window air conditioner is a useful and popular 
type for apartments or for houses where it is impossible or 
impractical to install a central system, or when it is de- 
sired to cool only one or two rooms. As its name implies, 
it is usually installed in a window and has a limited cool- 
ing capacity. It will satisfactorily cool a single room if 
properly sized and may partially cool an adjoining room 
or two if there is good air movement between them. Several

When all the air.in the house is 
oled by a single air conditioner, 
ere must be a system of air ducts 
circulate the conditioned air to 
ch room and another one to take 
r to be conditioned from each of 
em. The same ducts used. for 
ating by a forced warm air fur- 
ce may also be used for circu- 


lating cooling air provided they 
are large enough, and also pro- 
vided the air supply registers 
in each room are in the right 
place and are of the correct type. 
This is most important. More air 
circulation is required for cooling 
than is needed for heating and the 
ducts or registers may be too small 
for the job. If the air supply reg- 
isters are in the wrong place or of 
the wrong design for cooling, you 
may well have a two- or three-foot 
layer of cold air on the floor and 
warm air above it. This will cer- 
tainly not be comfortable. Whether 
or not your registers can be used 
without change should be deter- 
mined by a good cooling engineer 
or air-conditioning dealer. 

I have already mentioned that a 
house now heated with hot water 
or steam radiators will require a 
different type of cooling system. In 
this case you have two options. One 
way is to install a system of ducts 
and registers that will circulate the 
conditioned air for cooling pur- 
poses only and continue to heat the 
house with the existing radiators. 
If the ducts can be installed with- 
out too much expense and disrup- 
tion to the house, this is probably 
the best thing to do. The other 
method is to replace the existing 
radiators with a type of convector 
that will both heat and cool. Some 


changes in the piping may also 


be required. Hot water is circu- 
Jated through the convectors for 
heating and chilled water for cool- 
ing. Each one of these heating- 
cooling room units has a small air 
circulating fan, and an electrical 
outlet is required for each of them. 
A drain connection is also neces- 
sary for the water collecting on 
the cooling coil. A water chiller, 
installed beside the hot water 
boiler cools the circulating water 
instead of directly cooling the air. 


INALLY, the capacity of the 

electrical wiring in your house 
must be checked before you pur- 
chase a window or room air condi- 
tioner. This should be done by an 
electrician. Air conditioners require 
a substantial amount of current, 
and it may be more than the wiring 
can handle along with the other 
appliances in the house. Over- 
loaded electrical circuits are haz- 
ardous. Also check the voltages. 
Many air conditioners require 220 
volts, but the voltage available at 
the plug-in outlet receptacle on the 
wall is normally only 110 volts. 
The installation of several air con- 
ditioners in your home may _ re- 
quire an extensive rewiring job 
and you should know this before 


you make any purchases.

its central location. But only a few

| intrigued us especially because of 


desirable lots remained, and those 
few beyond us in price. Alewa, St. 
Louis. and Maunalani all have 
beautiful spacious views of the 
Pacific, but none as centrally lo- 
cated, as wooded and park-like as 
Mt. Tantalus. 

“This area is largely forest re- 
serve, except for areas of fee sim- 
ple land long ago given by the 
King to persons whom he espe- 
cially wanted to please. It is there- 
fore sparsely settled, and largely 
unavailable. (Most tourists take 
the loop drive over Mt. Tantalus 
as one of the sights not to be 
missed.) It was named by some 
Punahou students hiking to the top 
and being tantalized by the fact 
that every time they succeeded 
in scaling one ridge another ap- 
peared. 

“We hiked through the hills, ad- 
miring the changing views from 
one ridge to the next. Here land 
was relatively undeveloped, with 
no city water and such facilities. 
We thought we could enjoy the 
pioneer aspect of molding our 
place as we desired and, of course, 
the fact that the price of land on 
Tantalus had not yet soared as in 
other areas in Honolulu, was in its 
favor also. 


“\ NE Saturday afternoon we 
came across an elderly man en- 
joying the view and the sun from 
the woods below his home. At his 
enthusiastic invitation we sat down 
to enjoy his world with him. He 
gave us a lecture on the sweeping 
scene; spoke of the old days in 
Honolulu; described the problems 
of Tantalus then: dirt road, no 
phone, no electricity. He told of 
the ‘city folks’ who years ago had 
week-end hideouts on Tantalus, 
and came by horse and carriage to 
their shacks in the mountains. 

“Beginning in appreciation of 
the same things, friendship grew 
until we found ourselves going 
more and more to see ‘Uncle Tom’ 
Coulter in his private world. 

“At the time, we had no idea of 
building on this particular ridge. 
but Uncle Tom was enthusiastic 
and generous with advice and help. 
Today our house stands on the spot 
where we first met him as he sat 
enjoying the view. It was jungle 
then, and had to be cleared by 
bulldozer. We were glad that he 
lived long enough to see that done, 
for he was youthfully enthusiastic 
at straw-bossing the bulldozer, at 





no charge, as he announced. 


“In the way of a house we 
wanted nothing fancy. A mountain 
cabin was the idea, but one in 
which there would be room enough 
to store our things systematically 
so that they could be found, where 
we could saw and hammer without 
messing up the place, leave a sew- 
ing project half finished, perhaps 
develop pictures, or make and 
show a movie. y 
“We were tired of having to 


make or break camp every time 


one of us started or stopped an 
activity. We looked forward to 
the luxury of being able to leave 
a mechanical or wood-working 
or photographic project half fin- 
ished, ready for resumption when- 
ever a minute should give the 
opportunity. We had noticed that 
having to unpack and set up was 
a powerful psychological deterrent 
to all of the many activities that 
normal people are interested in. 

“At the same time we did not 
quite want the living room in You 
Can’t Take It With You. We 
thought it possible to assign each 
activity to a space, perhaps a 
table or a closet away behind 
blind doors, thus allowing a satis- 
factorily ‘cleaned-up’ appearance. 

“We tried to get our main re- 
quirements on paper to solidify 
our thinking. The number of rooms 
required for our growing family. 
Thoughts about how the house 
should function. Where choice was 
available, we wanted less expensive 
methods used, in order to get the 
most house for the money. One 
thing on which we intended to 
be real stubborn—to take full ad- 
vantage of the view. 

“Two other things we thought 
important that might not even be 
considered by another. Two of 
our friends had injured their own 
children, backing cars out of drive- 
ways. So we insisted on a drive- 
through carport to avoid backing 
out. Our previous house had a 
very nice front entrance facing the 
street. But no one used it. They 
drove into the parking area in 


back by the garage. left their cars.

We wanted 
to avoid this. We hoped somehow 
to have both the back and front 
doors so designed that visitors 
would naturally use the front door. 

“We studied the site and 
planned the room arrangement in 
relation to the prevailing winds 
and the cycle of the sun.

Mrs. Marsh called up during a 
late-May heat wave and said, cryp- 
tically and unseasonably, “We for- 
got the fire tools. Where can I get 
some—quick?” 

She wanted them, as [ should 
have guessed, for the Pocono 
“cabin” we'd lately done over, 
where she assures me that August 
nights and sometimes mornings can 
be pretty chilly without a fire in 
the hearth. 

“T might just as well try turning 
a log with a hairpin as with that 
flimsy old poker I’ve been strug- 
gling with for years. But I do hate 
to clutter the new fireplace with 
whole batch of tongs and whatnot. 
plus a container for holding them. 
Can’t we keep the tools down to a 
minimum, and maybe even hang 
them on the wall?” 

On the naive assumption thai 
pokers, tongs, shovels, and brushes 
are pretty much the same the world 
over, I'd never done much more 
than order them up in sets with 
matching handles and park them 
and their containers as tidily as 
possible at other people’s firesides. 

But when I remembered that in 
Mrs. Marsh’s pseudo-French Pro- 
vincial red and white check living 
recom the fireplace is a little knee- 
high niche in the white brick chim- 
ney wall, I realized that this called 
for a little more head- and foot- 
work than usual. 

Thanks to a neat filing system. 
I found a wall-hanging fire too! 
set in the catalog of the Centre 
Brass Works, Inc. But better yet. 
I discovered that this firm. which 
seems to handle brass and iron as 
if it were jewelry, makes a unique. 
scissorlike device called the Fire- 






Tender which performs as a poker 
and tongs in one and so makes 
turning a log a safe, arm’s-length 
operation, as simple as rolling off 
one. So, with this fine gadget, a fire 
brush and a shovel, what more 
could Madame Marsh need? Tools 
are about 30” long, with velvety 
black iron shanks and pleasantly

simple knobbed handles of brass. 
They hang from a straight brass 
bracket which attaches to the wall 
with screws. 

For Mrs. Marsh’s purpose we 
eschewed fancy andirons, simply 
laying the logs on iron firedogs, 
but we might have had brass andi- 
rons to match the tools—or vice 





versa—for this company produces 
all sorts of fireplace equipment in 
all sorts of designs. 

This little project of Mrs. 
Marsh’s yielded some general in- 
telligence about fireplace equip- 
ment which I shall certainly refer 
to when I make any future hearth- 
side selections. It turns out that 


all truly well made accessories, and 
andirons in particular, are cast not 
in one piece but in painstakingly 
designed separate parts which fit 
together precisely. The Centre 
Brass Works’ tools, for instance, 
are packaged in separate pieces, 
wrapped in vinyl plastic bags, and 
are put together by the shop or the 
consumer. The brass parts, like 
handles and finials, are turned and 
buffed by hand so that even the 
minute surfaces of fluted patterns 
are smoothly finished—whether or 
not they “show” to the casual 


glance. Since brass is porous and 


picks up grease marks, workmen 
literally handle the parts with 
gloves on. To retain the glowing 
sheen of untarnished brass, the 
parts are dipped in lacquer, but 
the lacquer may dimple and 
roughen over any spots where 
grease has been permitted to re- 
main. So the corollary to this is 
look for a high, unclouded luster, 
without rough spots or smears. 
Tarnish, they tell me, is no prob- 
lem on these well lacquered pieces, 
if they are wiped regularly with a 
soft cloth and without the use of a 
polish, which may destroy the fin- 
ish. In new fireplaces, where the 
cement between the bricks is still 
drying out, a condition called “acid 
hearth” may create tarnish on 
brass. The preventive, which we 
naturally applied to Mrs. Marsh’s 
new fireplace, is to paint over the 
bricks with an alkaline solution— 
ammonia, lye, or baking soda. 


It’s possible, but not probable, that 
more forethought goes into the 
planning of General Motors’ board 
meetings than into those meetings 
that Mrs. Carey is perennially 
chairing in her own living room.

Pina Colada 
The Rain Forest Drink 


Pina Colada means _ simply 
“blended pineapple.” At the Las 
Vegas Inn, near San Juan, the drink 
is made from fresh pineapple and 
fresh pineapple juice blended with 
finely chopped ice. It requires con- 
siderable time and doing. But our 
version dispenses with all the work 
because it uses a can (131% ounces) 
of Dole’s Frozen Pineapple Chunks 
right straight from the freezer.

producer’s dinner at Sardi’s after a 
successful first night. After months 
of half-believing that our show was 
going to flop, we had a hit on our 
hands—in the form of an airy, 
light-filtering, pretty pavilion, so 
good humored, gracious, and gold- 
en next door to its icy Soviet neigh- 
bor, that architect, Edward 
Stone, was undoubtedly the man 


its 


of the moment. 

And rightly so, by our lights. 
Not because his handiwork makes 
the Russian train-shed monolith 
look as out-dated as Stalin himself, 
but because his jewel-like manipu- 
lation of plastic, steel, and con- 
crete is so warm and friendly a 
statement of the American genius 
for making science and technology 
work to the greater dignifying of 
man. And since the whole point 
of this Exposition is to sum up 
man’s progress toward a more hu- 
mane world, we can be proud 
of our appropriate contribution. 
(House Breautirut will be show- 
ing one of Mr. Stone’s new houses 
in an early issue.) 

The Belgians aptly call the Rus- 
sian Pavilion “The Refrigerator.” 
Ours they call “The Drum.” But 
very little drum-beating goes on 
under our indoor willow trees and 
the gold mesh ceiling that shelters 
our exhibits. Despite what seemed 
to us some frightful psychological 
flaws, the great American story is 
engagingly. although almost cas- 
ually, presented, as if we were in- 
viting people to drop into this gar- 
den-house around a lily pool, make 
themselves at home, look at a fash- 
ion show if it please them, have 
some fun testing IBM’s memory 
machine, sit in the hi-fi room with 
their shoes off (do bring sturdy 
walking shoes, as the books say) 
and listen to anything from bebop 
to Bartok. Never a dull moment in 
the U.S.A.! There are those who 
think that it is all too relaxed and 
good natured to be good propa- 
ganda for us. 


UT there is no question that the 

U.S. story does get told most 
beautifully and truly, and with over- 
whelming impact, in Circarama, 
Walt Disney’s “America the Beau- 
tiful.” This is an impressionistic 
journey across America, via a 360° 
colored moving picture which com- 
pletely surrounds the viewer. You 


stand in the center of a_ small 
round building and see the coun- 
try on all sides of its circular 


walls, as if you were driving in an 
open car. In fifteen minutes you 
live through the almost-real ex-

perience of Manhattan’s West Side 
Highway, Times Square, autumn 
in Vermont, the great Kansas 
wheat fields, the Grand Canyon, 
the Rockies, the hills of San Fran- 
cisco, and if you are the kind of 
American we are, you'd better 
bring a handkerchief. 

As for the pavilion of those mas- 
ter propagandists, after‘a few min- 
utes in Russia, where Sputnik 
beeps prophetically in a_ steely 
forest of inert machinery, and 
where the very walls proclaim (in 
French) the infinite virtues of the 
Soviet State and its kindnesses to 
its people (they get vacations, it 
out), good old-fashioned 
boredom tends to take over. Our 
nomination for the liveliest bit in 


turns 


this show is the animated presenta- 
tion of a troop of vacationing 
tovarishes, all joyfully doing their 
setting-up exercises together. In 
fairness to the Russians they have 
a magnificent display of their the- 
atrical arts, costuming, and _ sets. 
But, unaccountably their much ad- 
vertised Hermitage art collection 
hasn’t shown up, and the Bolshoi 
Ballet is asterisked on the program 
as not being definite. 

But there’s plenty more to the 
Fair than this cultural and _politi- 
cal tug of war between the U.S.A. 
the U.S.S.R. Like every 
World’s Fair before it, its confor- 
mations, architecture, and design 
are bound to influence the future 
tastes of the millions from all over 
who will buy their dirt-cheap 30- 
franc ticket (60¢) and enter the 
fair grounds to see this biggest 
show on earth. 

Judging from our first fast visit 
we saw no great new architecture 
or revolutionary building methods. 
There are plenty of mediocre glass- 
walled  steel-and-concrete boxes 
which might have been built ten 
years ago. But, confirming us in a 
conviction House BEAUTIFUL has 
been proclaiming for some time, 
there’s plenty of heartening evi- 
dence that the straight, uncompro- 
mising lines of previous “modern” 
are giving way to the more gra- 
cious, more human appeal of the 
curved line, the arch and the dome. 
And ornament is everywhere en- 
riching plain surfaces and beguil- 
ing the eye. You'll see, for 
stance, a renaissance of stained 
glass not in its traditional, picture- 
telling form but in lovely fresh ab- 
stractions, light and ethereal like 
the glinting colors of a prism in 
sunshine, instead of in its conven- 
tional, dusky grandeur. Juxta- 
posed with concrete, as it is in

the pavilions of the Netherlands 
(where the ingenious Dutch have 
created their own dike-retained 
sea, with mechanically made 
waves) and Luxembourg, it gives 
architecture a lively, glowing di- 
mension. Be sure to see Architect 
Robert Calame’s Belgian Protes- 
tant Church, with its curved glass 
wall splashed with stained-glass 
color, and the church of The Holy 
See, similarly walled in colored 
glass abstractions. The Holy See 
(Civitas Dei), incidentally, one of 
the Fair’s don’t-miss exhibitions, is 
a virtual. museum of _ priceless 
Christian art. The curious and ex- 
ternally unlovely building in which 
Britain impressively displays the 
symbols: of her proud past, also 
uses colored glass but this time to 
bring in subdued, awe-inspiring 
cathedral-type light. The British 
play a great trick on you here— 
the royal purple velvet atmosphere 
is so overwhelming when you enter 
that men instinctively reach to re- 
move their hats. But as you leave 
this majestic quiet show of crown 
jewels and maces and medieval 
symbolism, you are plunged imme- 
diately into an atom-smashing ex- 
hibit from the world of science. 


OSAIC tile is prevalent too. 
See it at the Czechoslovakian 
Pavilion, solidly walled in glitter- 
ing purple-blue glass tesserae. A 
whole pictorial wall of the Turkish 
Pavilion is tiled in mosaic, And in 
Israel’s modern little building 
(which houses The Dead Sea 
Scrolls for the occasion) a striking 
ornament of its pebbly entrance 
wall is an ancient segment of exca- 
vated Roman mosaic dooring. 
Beautiful ways with wood are 
unexpectedly part of the Fair, 
too—unexpected because World’s 
Fairs have usually gone in for a 
stony look, even if it’s been simu- 
lated with plaster. The most pro- 
vocative building, in our opinion, 
is the Finnish Pavilion, a design 
of intricately stripped pine wood- 
work looking as if it had been lov- 





‘ingly fitted together by a cabinet- 


maker instead of a _ carpenter. 
Tapio Wirkkala, that Finnish mas- 
ter of decorative wood inlay, has. 
supervised the display here. Look 
at the handsome surfacing of the 
information desk’s counter—one of 
Wirkkala’s ingenious manipula- 
tions of wood, in a swirling, wave- 
like pattern. His (Ruth 
Bryk) delightful ceramic grilles) 
are also here, along with other ex- 
amples of Finland’s fine crafts.

in the Fair is in the Belgian Congo 
Building—a ribbon pattern of par- 
quetry in two contrasting woods. 
See also the restrained ornamental 
woodwork of its stairways and bal- 
ustrades, all inspired more or less, 
we're sure, by the wood crafts of 
the Congo, which are all before 
your eyes in this building’s great 
show of Congolese crafts. And for 
an interesting roof, which seemed 
to us the Fair’s most advanced ex- 
ample of a new building technique, 
go down the road a few paces to the 
squat, dome-covered Belgian Congo 
Fauna Pavilion—a variation on the 
native hut, but its curious, smooth 
domeis likeaturtle-back of plywood. 
There are plenty of wing-like, 
soaring theatrical structures in evi- 
dence, to be sure. The French Pa- 
vilion is like a gargantuan glass 
bird, its wings springing ingenious- 
ly out of a central steel pivot, the 
whole building bolstered in piping. 
But despite this, we got the definite 
feeling that the Fair is more man- 
size than monumental in scale. 
Inside most of the pavilions we 
felt at home, in good comfortable 
human scale with our surround- 
ings. The delightful little Norwe- 
gian Pavilion, more like a home 
than a display building, is full of 
adaptable home-building ideas. 
The roof, for instance, is a trans- 
lucent plastic, an astonishing thing 
created, believe it or not, by shoot- 
ing a plastic resin against a tangle 
of nylon violin strings. Daylight 
filters into the room through the 
roof, creating a pleasant, ornamen- 
tal pattern. At night exterior 
lights, placed on the roof, light the 
rooms from without. Its young and 
architect is Sverre 


T SEEMS significant to us that 
many of the pavilions, instead 
of being great solid overpowering 
units, are created by groupings of 
smaller buildings. The Germans 


and the Spanish follow this line, 
' and the Swiss have done it delight- 


fully with a series of small, mod- 


| ern chalets. They are of crisp white 
| aluminum with gabled glass walls, 
| to be sure, but they retain a sense 
‘of intimate, human scale. The res- 
| taurant here is a charmer—appro- 
priately red and white, and natu- 


rally as immaculately Swiss and 
well run, as you’d expect it to be. 

The Atomium, symbol of the Ex- 
position, and in its model about as

monstrous an aberration as one 


would care to look upon, turns out 
to be quite impressive. Occult as 


"| its shape may have seemed to you, 


its connected globes represent a 
crystal of iron enlarged a few bil- 


lion times, and so it’s an appropri- 
ate signature to this age of man’s 
accomplishment. But it is also a 
glimmering, dimensional symbol, 
shining forth above the Fair 
grounds and at night, studded with 
twinkling lights against a velvety 
black sky, it is about as beautiful 
a sight as you can see, the gold- 
glowing American pavilion running 
a close second. You can whizz up 
and down to its top orb by ele- 
vator ($1), where there’s a restau- 
rant we're told exacts a $2 (100 
francs) fee for a table reservation, 
with $1 of this credited to your 
meal check. There are escalators 
running up to its side orbs, where 
there are exhibits, but you have to 
walk down via a dizzying open 
staircase, and acrophobic visitors 
are already complaining about this 
cold-sweat experience. 


HE Fair offers such an embar- 

rassment of riches to be ob- 
served, studied, and be dazzled by 
that we could hardly begin to take 
it all in in a couple of days. (We'd 
suggest that you allow a minimum 
of four days for sampling some- 
thing of everything.) 

We saw lots of things that we did 
not love. One of them was Le Cor- 
busiers’ pavilion for the Philips 
commercial display, which gave us 
the impression we were looking at 
two giant and tipsy tin dunce caps. 

We were heartsick at the shock- 
ing meagerness of the display of 
American home furnishings. This, 
of all categories of Americana, 
might have told the world most 
convincingly the story of the rich- 
ness, diversity, comfort, and con- 
cern for human dignity which we 
fortunate, free people, rich and 
poor, live with every day of our 
lives. So spotty and unrepresent- 
ative was this group of so-called 
“Islands for Living” that we as- 
sumed placidly that there must be 
a more realistic display to come, 
only to discover that we—and the 
world—had seen all! Dishearten- 
ing, this, particularly when even 
the Russians, with unexpected na- 
iveté, have at least attempted to 
show how proudly Ivan and Olga 
live in a four-room apartment, with 
their dandy little 1928 kitchen and 
their flimsy, varnished “Modern.” 
These furnishings, the Russian 
commissioner admitted, were not 
the classless society’s latest and 
best—just “middle.” (But as these 
words go to press we hear that 
enough voices, many of them for- 
eign, have been raised in protest 
to cause the U. S. home furnish- 
ings display to be withdrawn 
for re-evaluation. Already out of

the show is a peculiar boot-shape 
and winged bathtub which was un- 
familiar enough to freeze most 
Americans in their tracks.) We 


_ also took a pale, pea-green view 
| of the overload of abstract art in 


the U. S. Pavilion which at the 
time of our visit was reducing sey- 
eral Belgian families to uncontrol- 
lable giggles, baffling a pair of 
earnest foreign nuns, and causing 
an apologetic American aesthete 
to.explain to a near-by group that 
it wasn’t so much the subject mat- 
ter as the technique. 

And in this blessedly free and 
easy pavilion, where one may walk 
unchanneled and uncaptive, sam- 
pling any display in any order 
one chooses, we were alarmed to 
find Europeans stumbling upon 
the American Primitive section 
through a poorly marked exit, com- 
pletely unaware that this was not 
modern American art. 

Wandering through the “impres- 
sionistic bits and pieces” of Ameri- 
cana, which as an American we 
rather enjoyed because we under- 
stood most of it—the early red 
Ford, the campaign buttons, the 
football suit—we came upon Euro- 
peans staring blankly at a clutch 
of Idaho potatoes in a case phleg- 
matically marked “Potatoes from 
Idaho.” We got the message be- 
cause we know that baked Idaho 
potatoes are as American as Min- 
nehaha. But we could imagine un- 
informed Europeans, each in his 
own tongue, mentally mumbling 
“So what?” just as they were ob- 
viously doing in the face of a great 
big bin full of tumbleweed. 


UT unless our tired eyes were 

playing tricks on us, or perhaps 
we haven’t been getting around as 
much as we used to, the weirdest 
exhibit of all showed up in a case 
to display American 
male clothing—a pair of white 
shorts, delicately ornamented with 
a banding of embroidery. There 
was something about this dainty 


purporting 


novelty that made the Russians’ 
heavy-handed parade of heavy ma- 
chinery seem a little more chal- 
lenging than ridiculous. 

On the subject of practicalities: 
Distances on the Fair grounds are 
pretty great. But you can cover 
ground in some comfort aboard the 
train panoramique, a sort of train- 
bus that makes a general circuit of 
the Fair, costing you 15 francs or 
30¢ a can also cover 
ground high in the air, dangling in 


ride. You 


a two-seater bucket that sails along 
on cables like a ski-lift. This ex-

citement is called the telelift, and 
costs 20 frances or 40¢ a ride. For 
sheer luxury, however, there’s the 
pousse-pousse, a two-seater power- 
driven tricycle in which you sit in 
style while a young man sits be- 
hind at the controls. This stands 
you 60 francs, or $1.20 a half hour, 
for one or two passengers. 

A taxi from the Fair to the heart 
of Brussels, 4 miles away, stands 
you $1. There are several 
gates to the Fair, and in our ex- 
perience we found you can usually 
get a taxi most easily at Benelux 
Gate. Taxi drivers seem lamentably 
prone to pocket anything you give 
them, without returning your 
change. They consider 7 francs 
(14¢) a minimum tip. You can go 
downtown by tram or bus at con- 
siderably less cost. The cute girl 
guides, dressed in maroon and 
black, with cocked hats reminiscent 
of Paul Revere, are most willing 


over 


and able to direct you, and usually 
speak English. 


HE LADY guide, incidentally, 

is becoming a Belgian institu- 
tion. An outfit called Baltour at 
1 Rue de l’Evéque, Brussels, has or- 
ganized a splendidly efficient sight- 
seeing and tour service with a trim 
corps of delightful, multi-lingual, 
well trained young ladies who can 
drive you anywhere. It’s like being 
taken around by the daughter of a 
family you’re visiting. Cars are 
Fiats, like tiny station wagons, 
hold four passengers, and the rate 
is $4 an hour plus 10¢ a kilometer 
after the first 20 kilometers. 

You can go to the Fair and com- 
pletely by-pass the city of Brussels, 
if for instance you fly into the Brus- 
sels airport and take a Sabena heli- 
copter which will put you down 
right in the Fair grounds. Sabena 
also has direct helicopter flights to 
the Fair from Paris, and connect- 
ing helicopter flights from several 
other cities, so that you might even 
commute to the Fair. (See our 
March 1958 issue. ) 

You could also commute to the 
Fair if you went by the Banner 
Lines’ new all-economy class steam- 
ship, which lands you in the Bel- 
gian port of Zeebrugge. a few miles | 
from the picturesque old town of 
Bruges. You might stay in Bruges 
and commute to the Fair by train, 
about one hour’s ride to Brussels 
plus about 20 minutes by _ bus. 
Banner Lines, however, arrange to | 
transport you from the pier to the | 
Fair, if you can’t wait a minute to | 
see the big show, a state of mind | 
we find completely understandable.

proach, I am also profoundly con- 
vinced that the goal is so important 
that the parent should risk some 
compulsion.” But surely the amount 
of compulsion only the parent can 
determine. It is possible that too 
conscious a program, too insistent 
a prodding will create an effect 
opposite to the one desired; that, 
in other words, by the peculiar per- 
verseness which lies in a child’s 
soul, he will turn away from music. 
Occasionally, with all the good 
will. the decisive influence comes 
not from parents, not from home, 
but from a friend whom the child 
admires and wishes to imitate. 

Mr. Taubman’s book is valuable 
because he assumes more the view 
of the parent (which in fact he is) 
than of the music critic. He makes 
several major points: 

First, the point to which I have 
already alluded, warning against 
foreing the child too strenuously 
and watching his reaction to music 
with bated breath and expectant 
eye. as if the child’s musical inter- 
est were a favor to you! 

Second, not to forbid bad music 
in favor of good music. One can- 
not, he says, devise a formula 
which will guarantee that the child 
forgo the teenager’s addiction to 
noisy musical fads. He tells a story 
of a mother who was quite shocked 
because her child, for whom she 
had high musical ambition, asked 
to hear Carmen Miranda. 


IS THIRD point is—and this 
he holds to be the major thesis 
of his book—‘that the 
child should be surrounded with 
good music as a matter of course.” 
For this he thinks that the phono- 
graph is the most practical solu- 
tion, at least in a home in which 
live music is not played, and that 
means the majority of homes. 
What he specifically recommends 
is a phonograph that will be the 
child’s very own, in addition to the 
hi-fi phonograph which belongs to 
the grown-ups and on which adult

| music is to be played. A child’s 


listening should be a combination 
of hearing records produced espe- 
cially for children and of regular 
recordings. These regular record- 
ings emphatically should not be 
kid versions of good music—no di- 
gests, simplifications, or what have 
you. He feels that this double ex- 
posure augurs the best chance for

tecords” in the children’s com- 
pany. He cautions. however: 


“Never tell your children that you

are playing these disks for them. 

“The psychological base of my 
recommendations is that the parent 
must seem to be playing and choos- 
ing the music for his own pleasure. 
There must not be the slightest 
suggestion of force-feeding for the 
child. At recurrent intervals there 
should be a time for music just as 
there is an hour for meals. Pos- 
sibly just before or after dinner.” 

So Mr. Taubman offers several 
double lists of records: “For the 
Child—For the Parent.” and he 
divides these into four age groups: 
Pre-School, Early School Days, 
Middle School Days, and High- 
School Age. Just to sample at ran- 
dom. in the Pre-School group he 
recommends for the child’s own 
record “A Golden Treasury of 
Mother Goose.” and suggests that 
the parents at the same time play 
such music as the first movement 
of Beethoven’s “Moonlight” Sonata, 
the Largo from The New World 
Symphony, and Mozart’s famous 
and wonderful serenade, “Eine 
Kleine Nachtmusik” (A Little 
Night Music). He includes, as is 
to be expected, Tchaikovsky’s “Nut- 
cracker Suite.” “a natural for chil- 
dren” in this pre-school group. 
Similarly. in his Early School Days 
list, we find such children’s rec- 
ords as “A Child’s Introduction to 
Gilbert and Sullivan” and “The 
Story of the Music Box.” For the 
adult music to be played in com- 
pany with the parents, he has 
Caruso Arias (to me a rather curi- 
ous choice). Bizet’s Carmen—“this 
is one of the operas a child should 
grow up with’—and Honegger’s 
“Pacific 231,” a choice with which 
I happen to be in agreement. 


HE LISTS grow longer as the 

child grows up. At high-school 
age, there are included such major 
works as Sibelius’ Second Sym- 
phony, the Bartok Concerto for 
Orchestra, Stravinsky’s “Le Sacre 
du Printemps.” the Verdi Requiem, 
and Verdi’s towering operatic mas- 
terpiece, Otello. 

Though, as I said in the begin- 
ning, no one can pretend to possess 
the true solution to the riddle of 
the child—and no one of Mr. 
Taubman’s probity would so pre- 
tend—here a new approach is of- 
fered. The double 
combining the child’s own music 
and such music as belongs to the 
family altogether, impresses me as 
being promising. And it is just 
possible that the parents will learn 
a thing or two—and enjoy them- 
selves as well!

When you see a well-planned kitchen like this, you know that good 
food is an important part of family life, and what a delightful and practical 
place it is to work in.

Things like high-fidelity music, television, 
swimming pools, air conditioners, and lawns of putt- 
ing-green quality can help make our own home the 
pleasantest place in the world to be. And today these 
things are more easily available to more people than 
ever before. 

You can see some evidence of the changing nature 
of our private world in your own house and garden, 
and in the homes of your friends. But to realize fully 
the opportunities you have, you must see a collection 
of outstanding examples all in one place. 

That is the purpose of this issue: To show you what 
people all over America are doing for their private 
pleasure to make up for what has been lost in public.

| Lhe Changing ature of Our Lrivate Worla 
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Here’s a new kind of room

This is a room without a name. It has so many uses it 
defies classification in one word.

f home is to be the center of life for a child, it must 

offer him a place of his own, a place where he can 
play freely with friends of his own age without being 
hedged in with adult restrictions. In building this house 
in Bartlesville, Oklahoma, the K. S. Adams family faced 
the problem squarely and solved it in the no-compromise 
way shown here. Designer Cliff May developed for them 
a complete children’s wing, surrounding its own outdoor 
playground and including within it a spacious playroom. 
These indoor-outdoor areas are as childproof in con- 
struction. as they can be. They recognize that a child’s 
needs change as he grows, so very little play equipment 
is permanently built in. Looking toward the day when 
the children are grown—another reality—the wing can 
be converted to a parents’ or in-laws’ suite. The playroom 
already has its own kitchen, and the play yard can easily 
become a garden patio. But for now, it’s a child’s world— 
and a wonderful one. 


Equipped like a school kindergarten, this playroom even 
has its own hideaway kitchen (itll be just right for future teen- 
age snacks). The wood walls and cork floors can take a healthy beat- 
ing now and still come back looking mellow for later years.

Hospitality starts at home, so don’t hide 


behind your country club. Choose your guests as imaginatively as 


you do the food, and give them something to talk about 


ver many merry years of party-going and party-giving. 

I've naturally done some deep thinking about what 
makes one party a smashing success and another a dull bore. 
And I’ve reached one sure conclusion. You can have the 
nicest guests, the best food, and the most perfect service in 
the world, but if the party doesn’t reflect the wholehearted 
personal attention of the hostess, it will never get off the 
ground, And by this I do not mean, at all, that the hostess 
must knock herself out with grueling physical effort. But I 
do mean that she must choose her guest list as she’d choose 
pearls of great price. Her food must be perfectly prepared, 
whether it’s a snack or a banquet. And the whole affair must 
be given an atmosphere or “stage setting” that delights the 
guests’ senses and keeps conversation going. In short, enter- 
taining is a highly creative exercise in pleasing other people. 
Hospitality is an extension of your personality, and as such 
belongs in the home. No one, I’m sure, actually thinks of it as 
a mere matter of “giving” a meal to a few friends, of “picking 
up the check,” so to speak. But it’s surprising how many 
well-meaning hostesses behave as if that’s what they thought, 
like the gals who specialize in giving lady luncheons at the 
country club or in public restaurants. They may be saving 
themselves the fuzz-buzz of entertaining at home, but let’s 
face it, personal effort is the very heart of hospitality, and if 
you don’t feel your guests are worth the effort, you shouldn’t 
be entertaining to start with. The food in most public eating 
places in our country is usually only so-so—unimaginative, 
prepared for a mass audience, and certainly no worthy sub- 
stitute for the lovingly-prepared dishes that should honor a 
guest. And how can you create a distinctive, intimate atmos- 
phere in a hotel dining room? How can you compliment your 


guests when all you have to work with is a restaurant’s banal

institutional tableware? The truth is that you're not doing 
either yourself, or your guests, justice! 

I reserve the public eating place for that curious American 
custom, the “business dinner,” for this is one form of “enter- 
taining” that I don’t think belongs in the home. The com- 
mercial aspects of buying and selling and the natural wariness 
that creeps into the atmosphere don’t fit into the easy-going 
intimacy of the hearthside. It is far better to ask clients to 
your home for a cocktail and then take them on to a club or a 
fine restaurant for dinner. This seems to make for a happier 
relationship. Take the clients to a restaurant for lunch, is my 
motto, and let’s not mix business with socializing. 

Another type of party to be avoided is the “duty” do—the 
big “pay-back” wing-ding to which you invite everybody to 
whom you are socially obligated. Don’t be tempted, First of 
all, because you start off with the feeling that you mus? enter- 
tain, and that’s a disastrous basis. No party succeeds unless 
the hostess enthusiastically wants to give it. Secondly, unless 
all your social obligations are good friends, a mad mix of 
guests will bog down your party from the word go. Invite 
friends because you want to see them, even if you haven't 
been in their homes for a year. 

No matter how you look at it. it’s people, people, people, 
who make your party successful. You, as hostess should give 
the same care to your guest list 4s you do to creating the 
menu, the table setting, and the selection of wines. Mixing 
guests is a tricky business, and to me the most important 
facet to your evening! Here are a few pet theories that I have

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The Art of Salad Making, Part 2 


tn Salad Success 


By VIRGINIA STANTON 


f you read my article in the June issue of HousE 
BEAUTIFUL, you now have all my secrets on the 
how, why, and wherefore of salad dressings. But 

you can’t depend upon the dressing alone to make a 
salad perfect. Salad success hinges on a few, simple, fine 
points—so few and so simple in fact that you might 
think they’re hardly worth mentioning. They're mostly 
matters of technique, but oh what a difference these 
procedures make! 

e The salad bowl is of prime importance. It should 
be of unfinished wood, never varnished or given a 
shiny treatment, because the wood must be porous 
enough to drink in all the good oil and salad dressing 
that give it its seasoning. 

e A bowl fifteen inches in diameter and about five deep 
lets you toss a salad well without spilling the lettuce 
overboard. It can serve five or six persons, yet it’s not 
too large for a salad for two. Two bowls of this size 
are ideal. Then you always have ample salad for a 
crowd. I collect bowls, from small individual serving 
bowls to my pet giant, which is twenty-two inches wide 
and eight deep. But before you start collecting, remem- 
ber you must have storage space for them. I have a 
huge drawer made specially for my bowls. 

e Season your new bowl carefully before you attempt 
to use it. First, wipe it out carefully with a damp 
cloth, but no water, please, for water is death to a 
wood salad bowl. To “break in” a bowl, rub it with a 
cut clove of garlic. Add salt, sugar, pepper, Beau 
Monde seasoning or your favorite dried seasoning, and 
work the garlic around the bowl, using the seasonings 
as a sort of mild grinder. When you've covered every 
inch of the bowl, drip a good olive oil all around 
the edge, letting it run down into the bowl and down 
the outer sides. Bowl should be thoroughly coated, 
inside and out. Let it sit for a few days, adding more 
oil as the bowl appears to have soaked up its earlier 


drenching. Every few hours swirl the oil around to the 


top so that the sides will get their full share. My 
favorite bowl is so permeated with oil that it may 
actually seep out on hot days, 

e Never wash a wood salad bowl. Clean it thoroughly 
with paper towels. If some dressing still clings, wipe 
it with a clean damp cloth and dry it carefully with 
a clean dry tea towel until the towel is no longer 
colored by any remaining dressing. If on occasion you 
feel you must wash the bowl, do it only with cold 
water, quickly, and dry with exacting thoroughness. 
I wouldn’t do this more than once a month. Never 
under any circumstances use soap or detergent. (Note: 
I mix fishy, odoriferous salads in china bowls.) 

e Use only the freshest, perkiest lettuce. (No one 
has ever yet revived an old tired lettuce leaf and made 
a good salad.) I buy the heaviest, hardest iceberg, the 
heaviest. fullest romaine, the heaviest butter and red 
lettuce, for solid, firm heads give more succulent leaves. 
Endive. escarole, head lettuce and romaine are solid 
enough to stand storage for a week. 

e The delicious but tender butter or Boston (both 
red and green) lettuce, oak-leaf lettuce, red and green 
curly lettuce, corn salad, otherwise known as lamb’s 
lettuce, and the luxurious-but-worth-it limestone let- 
tuce are all so fragile that they bruise and turn brown 
quickly. Use them promptly. 

e Keep color and texture in mind when you shop for 
lettuce, for you can create exciting mixtures from the 
market’s wealth of lettuce varieties—from dark to 
pale green to red, from satin-smooth to crinkly, curly 
leaves. But if you can’t find the freshest in anything 
but iceberg. settle for that and get your color accents 
with spinach, watercress, parsley, or chives. 

e You can’t wash lettuce too carefully. No dumping 
it in a sink full of water and hoping the good earth 
will float out; it won’t, Divide your lettuces into types, 
according to texture, and wash each type separately, 


so the husky ones won’t (Please turn to page 197)

They, with their three sons, 
have the happiest family life I know— 
and the most substantial. Here are people 
who really live in the family, for the fam- 
ily, by the family. 

In the 31 years since John and Hanni 
came here from Germany, they have built 
from scratch a thriving automobile busi- 
ness. John’s business interests have also 
included, at one time or another, real 
estate, the manufacturing of a novel bat- 
tery, of acoustical tiles, and the opera- 
tion of a flying school.

But all this is also exactly 
the set-up that produces the acids which 
dissolve so many families. You would ex- 
pect the husband to be over-worked, the 
wife socially ambitious, both harassed by 
an ever-increasing standard of living. And 
you might see the husband slowly down- 
graded in his own house, the life of the 
children centering on affairs outside the 
home. Somehow this family has resisted 
these acids. It is interesting to observe 
how they do it. 


They are partners in a very real 
sense—always have been. Hanni has 
not only taken an interest in her husband’s 
business (what woman doesn’t? ), she has 
actually worked in his business. “In the 
beginning,” she says. “we had no big 
goals: all we wanted was to work to- 
gether.” For many years, she kept the 
books for the automobile business. “TI re- 
member how cold it was one winter in 
that tiny cubicle back of the garage where 


I sat. Luckily, a friend gave me a heavy 
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coat and I bundled up in that.” In the 
days when they ran the flying school, she 
would get up at 5:00 A.M., drive to the 
base, open up at 5:30, get students and 
instructors under way, take a flying lesson 
herself, and be back at the house by 8:00 
A.M. to get breakfast for her family. 

Today she still supervises their account- 
ing department and is exactly informed on 
all John’s business deals. When you talk 
to John or Hanni, it is never “I,” but “we” 
and “our.” However, this is no marriage 
of “togetherness.” John and Hanni are 
more nearly a team, each one working 
in his own sphere for the good of both; 
each one an individual in his own right. 
Each of them respects the interests of the 
other. Each one recognizes and appreci- 
ates the contributions the other makes to 
their life and has the wisdom to say so 
out loud. 


They always have something inter- 
esting going on at home. John is a 
man whose mind churns with ideas, whose 
hands itch to fashion things. In his wood- 
working shop in the basement, he has 
made most of their furniture, plus furni- 
ture for many friends. John and Hanni 
did much of the work in building their 
own large house. While building that, 
John became fascinated with the idea of 
the prefab house and devised a method 
of construction that cuts the expensive 
time losses. To prove and improve his 
system, they built three more houses, 
right near their own, again mostly with 
their own hands. They’ve owned sailboats, 
motorboats, a cabin cruiser, a trailer, a 
seaplane, an amphibian airplane, and a 
jeep. The boats were bought second-hand, 
reworked and painted by no one but them- 
selves in their own free time. 

They found the flying so fascinating 
that presently they owned the flying 
school. In other words, they prefer to do 


things rather than be spectators of the 


doings of others. Their example has al- 
ready borne fruit. Johnny, age 25, with a 
partner, runs his own highly specialized 
plastics manufacturing firm. Peter, age 13, 
is already deep in electronics—far beyond 
the usual children’s games. 


They avoid money quarrels—the 
standard quarrels between husband and 
wife about the mysterious way the money 
melts away! Their trick is not a budget 
or even the pinching of pennies but care- 
ful bookkeeping. They know exactly where 
their money goes. Hanni keeps a family 
account, which she balances up every Fri- 
day. This, of course, includes any checks 
drawn. In addition, they have a unique 
system for keeping track of the cash they 
spend. They have a petty cash box in the 
house, which is brought up to $100 every 
Friday when she does the accounts. Any- 
one in the house who needs money can 
help himself, but he must put an 1[.0.U. 
in the box, explaining what he took the 
money for. Even when the boys were 
young and had allowances, the box was 
open to them. They had, of course, to re- 
imburse the box from their allowances 
or from money they made. They had to, 
learn restraint at an early age. A house- 
guest, or a cousin visiting for the summer, 


is also as welcome to the cash box. 


They tap a rich source of energy— 
enthusiasm. Nowadays, the main prob- 
lem of daily living is energy. We run 
out of energy, unfortunately, long 
before we run out of time. John says, 
“Energy is a mental attitude. If you’re 
interested in what you're doing, you don’t 
get tired. For instance, it’s ten o’clock at 
night; you’re sitting there with nothing 
much to do, dead tired. You’re trying to 
get up the energy to go to bed, when un- 
expectedly a friend stops by. Now you're 
suddenly wide awake. You sit talking till 


one in the morning; sleep is the farthest

thing from your mind. You weren’t tired 
at ten o'clock: you were merely bored.” 

There it is in a nutshell. They have 
enthusiasm. John points this up. “Se 
many evenings we’ve sat talking after the 
boys were in bed—let’s say about the 
house or the furniture—and suddenly, 
late in the evening, we’ve become so in- 
terested that we’ve re-arranged the furni- 
ture or painted a room. One night we even 
ripped out a wall in the house. We’d work 
till two, having a wonderful time. Fatigue? 
Maybe a bit sleepy the next day, but it 
was worth the good time.” 

Hanni has found that she needs more 
rest than John. She has the trick that 
served Napoleon and Churchill so well: a 
15-minute nap every day. “I simply lie 
down and let go. Sometimes I don’t 
actually go to sleep. But I usually doze 
off just before I get up. It makes a big 
difference. When I get up I feel refreshed.” 


They are realists, and much of their 
realism stems from Hanni. She has always 
been able to separate the wheat from the 
chaff. In the early years, they didn’t have 
much time or money for anything except 
the business. That always came first. If€ 
they needed new clothes and also needed 
a new machine for the business, they got 
the machine. Hanni says, “At one point [ 
thought I wanted a fur coat, but there 
was always something else that was more 
important. [ still have no fur coat!” 

From her European upbringing, she has 
a no-nonsense attitude toward marriage. 
Unlike so 


dream of the “romantic love” that will 


many American girls, who 
carry their marriage, unaided, through 
the years. she started out with a sound 
idea of what a wife should contribute to 
a marriage. She knew that a successful 
marriage results from hard work, co-oper- 
ation, give-and-take, the building of mu- 
tual interests.

his family lives in a home they hate to leave. They 

do leave, of course—Charles Stein on his rounds as 

a doctor, his wife Marjorie on the many errands of a 
three-time mother—but they carry with them a sense of 
home, the place they have made for themselves. And when 
they return to this sheltering house, they know there is no 
other place they would rather be. 

It was not always this way. When the Steins were mar- 
ried seven years ago, they started their life together with 
what is fundamental to every good union: They had no basic 
conflicts. Chuck’s career in internal medicine held a con- 
suming interest for him; Midge was well satisfied with her 
responsibility of making a home for him. They both wanted 
children and a house in the country. Life was relatively 
simple and uncomplicated. Their personal goals seemed clear 
and unpretentious: working at a job that gives fulfillment, 
raising a family, having a few good friends, and living in 
pleasant surroundings. 

It is at this point that many couples falter. They get 
lost in doing what is expected of them instead of what they 
want to do. They are trapped in the necessities of house- 
keeping and miss the satisfactions of homemaking. They’re 
torn between ministering to the children and unrequited 
needs of their own. 

The Steins felt these same tensions, and the houses 
they lived in gave them no help. “If it was large enough 
for each child to have a room and Chuck a study,” Midge 
explains, “then it was too large for me to take care of. 
When we tried something smaller in scale, the living room 
became a nerve-wracking neutral zone. If the children cap- 
tured it with their toys and TV, the parents had to retreat 
to a bedroom. If the adults settled (Please turn the page) 


The Steins’ living room is, for them, the best place to be. 
“Neither of us wanted a big barn of a place,” says Midge. 
They wanted a room that would be intimate and companion- 
able when both of them were alone in the evening (most eve- 
nings except Saturday).

down to read and talk, then the children were miffed.” 

Soon after their second child was born, the Steins faced 
the problem squarely, Either they must find another house— 
one tailored just for them—or they would not be able to 
lead the life they wanted. Even their simple and uncom- 
plicated goals could not be achieved. Once faced in this way, 
the problem settled itself; they decided to build. 

For the Steins, building their own home turned out to be 
a thoroughly enjoyable and wonderfully educational period. 
For this, they credit Philip Wadsworth, their designer. 

“He listened patiently to all our ideas and problems. 
Then he was able to put them into a comprehensive plan with 
every part beautilully related to the others. And as he went 
along, he carefully explained to us what he was doing. Some 
of the things Phil told us about our house are just beginning 
to sink im, now that we've lived here for three years.” 

From his point of view, Designer Phil Wadsworth found 
the Steins to be one of the most exacting pairs of clients he

ever worked for. “They came to me with lists of what they 
wanted in each room. They were concerned with the minutest 
detail: where they would store electric light bulbs, what 
the eye would see when they looked up from a reading nook, 
by what route Chuck would get to his car if he had a night 
call. Then after we had put as many of these details as 
possible into the plans, they went over their lists again. 
They wanted to be sure what we had to leave out was some- 
thing they were ready to give up.” 

But this is getting ahead of the story. 

Once the Steins knew they wanted Wadsworth to design 
their house, they asked him to look at several building 
sites they were considering. He helped them decide in favor

for a future pool. It is sun-drenched, protected from the 
wind and out of view of the living room patio, A hillside 
to the east puts the neighbors out of sight but not out of 
range. Within easy walking or bicycle distance, Allison and 
Ross Stein can literally find one hundred playmates living 
along their side road. And yet their front door is only ten 
minutes driving distance from the city of Beverly Hills 
with its good school and shops, fifteen minutes from the 
Kaiser Permanente Hospital where Chuck works, and twenty 
minutes from the San Fernando Valley communities with 
their farms and small ranches, 

According to the senior Steins, it is an altogether perfect 
location for them. They frankly like being near city museums, 
concert halls, and major sports events. But they can also 
get pretty excited about an owl on their television antenna 
or the raccoons that live in the gully. 

“In the years to come,” says Chuck, speaking like a 
parent, “the children can grow up knowing both a rural 
atmosphere and urban advantages. At least, Midge and I 
find we have both here. We hope they will, too.” 

As soon as the building site was decided on, Designer 
Wadsworth asked his clients to estimate what they were pre- 
pared to spend and to outline their requirements. The 
Steins drew up a complete dossier on what seemed to them 
to be reasonable and pertinent to their needs, after four 
years of marriage. 

Knowing these elements—the budget and the needs— 
Wadsworth then advised his clients that they would either 
have to curtail their desires or raise their budget. Their situa- 
tion was typical of many home-building families. 

According to Wadsworth, “The problem is that most young 
homeowners don’t know what a good house must cost. They 
envision a $35,000 house with a $20,000 price tag, a $50,000 
house costing $35,000. ’d rather have my clients know the 
true values ahead of time. When they know the facts, I find 
we can usually reach a compromise between expenses and 
economy with very little suffering.” 

In the case of the Stein house, few compromises were made 
at the expense of beauty or convenience. At times the owners 
had to settle for less expensive materials and more compact 
utility. For example, they used ordinary fir-flooring for 
siding and kept the bathrooms to an absolute minimum, but 
in the end they were able to have everything they wanted 
in 2200 square feet of building space. 

The first thing that Midge and Chuck Stein wanted was a 
separate bedroom for each child and a playroom large enough 
to be really used for play. Although they had only the two 
older children when the house was built, they wanted a 
larger family. Wadsworth therefore planned three similar 
but not identical bedrooms in a row. The playroom that is 
contiguous with these rooms is exactly the same size as 
the living room. In addition, Wadsworth built the children 
a generous play deck that projects out into the trees in 
the gully. An eight-foot-high gate hides this sand box and 
mud-pie area from view of the living room, but when it’s

continuous with the adults’ paved patio, and the whole 
family shares the same large outdoor living space. 

In planning for themselves, Midge and Chuck hoped to 
have a combined bedroom and study. A study is almost a 
necessity for a doctor like Chuck. He must continue to 
study, write papers, and do considerable research outside of 
office hours. Midge, too, likes to write letters or lie down 
and read during the day while the washer-dryer is taking 
care of itself. For these reasons they wanted their room to 
be isolated from the appliance part of the house and away 
from the children’s play area. 

The solution was to place their bedroom suite toward the 
front of the house in the corner opposite the children’s 
wing and separated from the kitchen by the living room 
and front hall. This plan also made it possible for their 
bath to serve as a guest powder room and for Chuck merely 
to step across the bedroom patio to get to the car shelter 
when he had an emergency call. 

At first it seemed to some of their friendly critics that 
this arrangement would put the parents too far from the 


sleeping children. An intercom took (Please turn the page) 
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The relation of the children’s playroom to the kitchen 
was of crucial importance to Midge Stein. With two young 
children in the family when they moved in (and plans for 
more), she wanted to be able to work in the kitchen, yet 
keep an eye on toddler-size youngsters. Instead of putting 
them underfoot in a play extension of the kitchen, 
Designer Wadsworth planned a large (16 by 17) play- 
room next door and opened a view window into it directly 
over the sink work-center. At the left you see Midge’s 
view into the playroom as she works at the sink, The 
deep ledge serves as a pass-through for children’s snacks. 
Above, looking in the same direction from the kitchen 
door, you see the children’s terrace beckoning on the 
far side. Below, looking back to the kitchen, are the 
playhouse, play table, TV set, storage shelves, cabinets. 





Three children’s bedrooms open off playroom (see 
plan, page 70). With built-in bunks the rooms can be 
arranged in many ways for the children to pair off. Match- 
ing built-in desks leave little need for other furniture.

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Screen in a piece of your garden 


ne swallow may not make a summer, but one 

mosquito certainly can. Where mosquitoes 
and other bugs abound, even the most ardent out- 
door-living enthusiast is likely to beat a hasty retreat 
indoors. One way to lick this problem, if you have 
it, is to screen in a porch or deck or terrace or— 
as in the spectacular example on these pages—a 
whole pool and garden area. 

The screened room becomes, for the buggy season 
at least, your outdoor living center. Because it is 
open to the air on two or three sides and overhead, 
you enjoy living close to your landscape, feeling 
the fresh-air breezes, hearing the sounds of nature— 
without the outdoor discomforts. 

From a construction point of view, a screen room 
involves a wood or metal framework. It may be

removable frames, depending on the regional loca- 
tion. In northern climates, screen sections are often 
taken off and stored in the winter. 

The screened room shown here is located in 
Florida—it could not have been built with this ex- 
panse of screen ceiling where snowfall was a pos- 
sibility. But then, a screened room on this scale 
might have been considered uneconomical in the 
North anyway because of the shorter outdoor season. 

In the South, where outdoor living is year-round, 
a screen structure like this makes sense. In this one. 
the screening was permanently stapled to the rafters 
and beams set 72” on center. The staple line was 
then covered with stainless steel strips on the ceil- 
ing and wood strips on the side walls. 

The wider the screen, of course, the less the 
feeling of enclosure. Standard screening runs as 
wide as 72’. Greater widths can be created by 
sewing two units together, but once you go beyond 
an unsupported width of 72”, there is likely to be 
a certain amount of sag or drape. This is all right

When Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Shapiro retired, Mr. Shapiro 
conceived this spectacular screened room for the house they 
were building. Within its framework of laminated fir beams 
and Fiberglas screening are enclosed the corner swimming 
pool (right and on the next page), an extensive lawn area 
(left), fruit trees that actually produce. flowering shrubs 
and vines. The screen frame was designed to continue the 
pitch of the roof out about 35 feet, then down to the ground 
from a height of 19 feet. The outer screen walls are canted 
out from the ground giving the whole structure its striking 
appearance.

substantial area—the screening becomes almost tent- 
ike, and you can use foliage growing in various 
ways to soften the visual hardness of the structure. 

For an activity area, however, especially one in 
which children are to play, it is best to stick to 
narrower widths of screening. This gives the in- 
stallation better support and thus more resistance 
fo kicks, bumps, and knocks. One way to do this is 
fo add extra horizontal bracing to the screen frame 
at a 30” height and also insert one or more vertical 
members below this. This helps develop a child- 
resistant lower wall, yet keeps the upper screen 
area fully open for viewing. If possible, use no 
horizontal members between the heights of 30” and 
i2” since they might well cut right through the line 
of sight of persons sitting or standing. 

No permanently installed overhead screening 
should be used where heavy wind or snow is 
a possibility. The snow load would easily tear the 
screening from its framing. The best way to have 
overhead screening in northern climates is to use 
removable frames. Keep these of a manageable size, 
like the frames often used vertically to screen in 
a porch. The structure into which these fit is perma- 
nently attached to the house, but the screen walls 
and ceilings go up and down with the change of 
seasons. The frames for these screen sections can 
be made of wood, as is traditional. or of the newer 
aluminum channels. These channels come already 
splined for acceptance of the screen cloth, Corner 
locks are used to join the channels. 

Where a permanent roof for a screened room is 
desired in northern climates, you can use the tradi- 
tionally-built, solid roof, reinforced glass (as seen 
at right), or glass-fiber reinforced plastic. 

Where consistent with the architecture, some pitch 
should be used in a screen roof. Leaves and other 
debris may collect on a flat screen roof and periodic 
hosing off or brooming may be necessary. Modern 
screen cloths require little maintenance. Washing 
once a year with a light detergent solution should 
keep them in good condition. One precaution: 
Aluminum screening should not be used near the sea- 


shore since it will corrode badly from the salt air.

Living under the sky —glass-roofed

Looking up through the glass roof of this terrace at the magnificent trees 
overhead gives you the feeling of actually being out under the trees them- 
selves. To achieve this, and at the same time to develop a permanent roof, 
Architect Edward Loewenstein used three-foot widths of 14” wire-reinforced 
polished plate glass between the rafters. Since the terrace room was de- 
signed originally for summer use, the outer wall was covered only with 
screening, permanently attached. However, after a year or two of living 
with it, the owners discovered that this terrace had become the center of 
living. To add extra months of use. removable glass inserts were built for 
the outer wall. Now the room is comfortable, even though it is not heated, 
for all but two or three months in the middle of winter. The brick wall 
along the entry walk forms the end wall of the room and shields it from 
view (below).

Very few people have had the chance to taste broiled meat without a 
coating of fatty smoke. They certainly can’t find it in restaurants 
specializing in steaks and chops. For such restaurants have to work at 
excessively high temperatures, since they hate to keep customers wait- 
ing the 45 or 50 minutes which is necessary for a two-inch steak to 
arrive at “rare,” if cooked at a proper 300° to 325°. 

So most people associate the taste of charred meat and fatty smoke 
with good quality cuts, and assume that tenderness and the smoky taste 
(commonly called charcoal flavor) must go hand in hand. But the heat 
of charcoal has no flavor, That taste is the sooty flavor of burned fat. 

To convince yourself gastronomically, make this experiment. The 
next time you are barbecuing over a horizontal fire. let some fat fall 
in and flame up. Hold a clean plate over these smoky flames for 4 or 
5 minutes. When the plate is coated with the sooty deposit, wipe up 
some of it with your finger and taste it, as you would some new season- 
ing you are contemplating using. You will find it bitter, acrid and 
resembling paint and lacquer. Then decide if you want it flavoring 
your meat. If you don’t, broil so no fat falls in the fire or burns in 


the broiler pan. You'll discover a new world of better flavor.

Cooking to achieve the highest perfection of 
taste is also the way to avoid contaminating 


the meat with any sooty, smoky tars, 


which are suspect as cancer producers

n the field of meat cookery there are more self- 
| appointed experts than there are voters in a Presi- 
dential election, and nearly as many schools of thought. 
Some of these “experts” are obviously righter than 
others. And some must be plain wrong. 

Since 1952, House BEAUTIFUL has been dedicated to 
sorting out the hard kernels of truth about the best 
ways to cook meat—all kinds of meat. (We will skip 
all the details of our research procedures and get to 
the crux of what we recommend that you do to get the 
meat that is best-tasting and best for you.) 


Number One Recommendation 


Number one recommendation has to do with fat. 
Do not let fat fall in the fire and burn up— 
if you are barbecuing. If you are broiling in the oven, 
do not let the fat drippings burn, char, or blacken in 
the bottom of the broiler pan. 

Why? For two reasons: one medical and one gas- 
tronomical. Burning fat coats the meat with a sooty 
smoke that has a tar-like taste and which is under 
suspicion as being cancer-producing. Burned fat (as 
well as burned meat) may contain what is called 
aromatic polycyclic hydrocarbons, some of which are 
known to be carcinogens. But aside from the safety 
angle, meat not coated with such carbonaceous ma- 
terials tastes better. It tastes more like itsel{—more 
meat-like. By the same token, charred meat is equally 
to be avoided, medically speaking. 

Gastronomically, if you think you like the taste 
of charred meat, just be sure you give yourself the 
chance to taste meat cooked by the opposite method— 
the way we explain in this article. Or try cutting off 


just the charred outer surfaces of a charred steak, 








When broiling, cut off all 
visible fat to prevent 
its dripping into fire or onto a 


hot surface to char or burn. 


Since you will not want to eat the fat anyway, 
because it encourages obesity and adds only 
empty calories, why not trim it off before it gets 
you into trouble? The only time you needn’t trim 
is if you are broiling in front of a vertital fire, 
as pictured on page 92. Then the fat will drip A 


into a cool drip pan, where it will stay liquid 


and be poured off as waste. The old admonition 
about leaving the fat on to keep the meat moist 
is not pertinent, if you are working at the 
proper low temperature—300° to 325°. At that 
temperature, the meat will retain all its non- 
fatty juices, and the only drippings will be fat 
from the marbling in the lean meat. 


and eat them separately. Suddenly you see what you 
are doing to the real meat taste. Then decide critically. 
Or be completely scientific about all this. Make the 
taste test that we illustrate on the opposite page, 
where you capture the smoke of burning fat on a 
clean plate. Then taste it separately, so you can judge 


it as any other seasoning you might add to your meat. 


Number One Prevention 


How do you keep the fat from falling into the fire? 
By several ways. 

First, if you are broiling, you cut off all visible 
solid fat, especially if you are cooking over a hori- 
zontal fire or under a horizontal broiler. If you are 
cooking in front of a vertical fire, this is less crucial. 
for fat drippings cannot fall into the fire onto a hot 
surface to sizzle, and make greasy smoke. 

Second, if you are broiling over (or under) a 
horizontal fire you must still take precautions about 
the remaining fat which can drip out of the marble 
veins in the meat. These drippings, reduced though 
they will be in quantity, can be controlled so they 
do not catch fire or char where they have fallen. 
Several methods are shown on the next two pages. The 
drops of fat can be made to drain away from the heat 
source by tilting the grill the meat lies on—if it is a 
barbecue you are using. Or if you are broiling in the 
oven, keep the bottom of your broiler pan cool by 
setting it in another pan of water, like a double boiler, 
so drippings fall onto a cool surface. 


Number Two Prevention 


Cook at a low heat—which means you have to work 


with a thermometer. In broiling, pan-broiling, and

sautéeing you have no thermostat to guide you, so you 
really have to insert a meat thermometer in the meat 
itself. Temperatures on the grill should be around 300° 
to 325°F. Temperatures inside the meat should be, 


for one-inch beefsteaks, for instance:

Rare eyo) 25-30 min. 
Medium 155)2 35-40 min. 


Well done 164° 40-45 min. 

In other words you need two thermometers: one to 
lie beside the meat and one to insert in the meat. 
Particularly in back-yard barbecuing do you need 
thermometers. For the general tendency is to build too 
big a fire, which is then too hot, which in turn causes 
the fat to liquefy and drip onto the coals, then flame 
up to char the meat. A great many people try to cope 
with these flames by sprinkling with water—which 
shows they have the right instincts, but the wrong 
technique. A better solution is to prevent the problem— 
then you won’t need a cure. Cut off all visible fat. 
Arrange your equipment so any remaining fat does 
not drip into the fire. Keep the temperature where 


the meat lies below 325°. 


Number Three Prevention 


The quality of the combustion is important on both 
counts—medically and gastronomically. Quite simply, 
you can have a good fire or a bad fire. This con- 
sideration applies mainly to outdoor cookery, where 
wood, charcoal, or coal briquettes are the fuel. Gas 
(natural or artificial) and electricity are good fuels, 
and stove and oven manufacturers have designed their 
equipment right in respect to fuel combustion, so 


forget indoor cookery here. (Please turn the page)

What is a good fire? 

A good fire has no black, greasy smoke. A baa fire 
does. A bad fire produces sooty smoke, either because} 
the fuel contains some carbonaceous material or be: 
cause not enough oxygen is supplied to the flames. This 
is why you should avoid burning resinous woods like 
pine—even as kindling—and it is why hardwoods are 


recommended for barbecuing. Resinous woods don’t 





burn clean and their smoke contains tarry substances 
that may contain cancer-producing material and cer= 
tainly ofl-flavor taste. 

Even the right fuel can burn badly and produce bad. 
smoke—if the flow of air for combustion is not right. 
(This is one of the reasons wrongly designed fireplaces) 
smoke.) In short, incompletely combusted fuel goes up) 
in smoke—black, greasy smoke. 

It is almost axiomatic to say that the less smoke 
(or the cleaner and whiter the smoke), the better the) 
fuel combustion, the fewer tarry materials produced, 
and the betier the taste. 

Fortunately, health safety and the best taste are 


linked hand-in-hand.

What the Experts Say 
According to Dr. W. C. Hueper, Head of Environ- 


mental Cancer Research at the National Cancer In- 
stitute, “the cancer-producing chemicals that come 
from wrong cooking over charcoal, and in poorly 
vented grills, may be small in amount, but this is just 
one more source from which these chemicals come. Add 
to these, those from automobile exhausts, the coal-burn- 
ing air pollution from industrial plants, and cigarette 
smoking (whose tarry residue is a parallel), and they 
all add up to a broad, environmental danger to man.” 

Dr. Philippe Shubik, specialist in experimental 
cancer research and in.environmental influences caus- 
ing cancer at the Chicago Medical School, says: 
“If burning meats and other foods is suspected of pro- 
ducing cancer-causing substances (and there are 
grounds for suspicion), why burn them to the danger 
point? Burnt foods don’t taste as good as properly 


cooked foods, so why run this risk?”

The most perfect method of cooking—gastronomically as well as 
medically—is rotisserie roasting in front of or below the heat source, 
in free air, as opposed to a closed space. The method leaves no taste 
imprint of its own on the food. So the food tastes only of itself. 
It produces a moist result, with all the juices remaining inside the 
meat or fowl, for it is the most non-dehydrating cooking known to man. 
When doing rotisserie roasting, arrange your fire so you can have a 
drip pan immediately under the roast, so no fat or bastings fall in 


the fire. The rig, shown above, is from Bartron’s roll-around unit.

sells for $6, gives a fine-tasting, non-sooty result.

the rain and dew between cooking, and never closed 
to strangle the fire or deliberately to make it smoke. 
If closed while the fire is in progress, it invariably 
produces, instantly, a greasy, black smoke that smells 
like tar or burning paint, which is the stuff the cancer 
researchers consider to be carcinogenic. 

So keep plenty of air—freely moving air—around 
your meat. Gastronomically this practice improves the 
juiciness, for it keeps a high relative humidity, and 
does not encourage the meat to dry out. A closed place. 
like an oven, has a low relative humidity and the 
meat is dehydrated. Electric rotisseries which have 
removable glass sides, or which can be operated while 
completely open, are ideal in this respect, for they 
have free air as opposed to “strangled air.” (A fire- 
place chimney that won’t draw is an example of

The proper design of a Chinese 
/Oven calls for the firebox (burn- 
ing wood) to be placed forward of 
the chimney, which keeps the fat 
‘from dripping into the fire. This 
drip. which should be very slight 
(if all fat is trimmed off as recom- 
mended in this article), is caught 
in a drip pan at the bottom of the 
chimney. Temperatures for success- 
ful smoke cooking should be be- 
tween 300° and 350°—definitely 
not higher. Meats to be roasted in 
a Chinese Oven should be mari- 
nated before being hung in the 
smoke oven, in a marinade of honey 
and soy sauce: 44 honey. 14 soy. 
1% water. This makes a slight glaze 
which is helpful in attracting this 
good, pleasant-tasting smoke. It is 
important not to smoke-cook at 
temperatures higher than 350° or 
this glaze will be burned away and 
very little smoke will adhere to the

Rotisserie roasting 


The most nearly perfect method 
of cooking—gastronomically speak- 


ing as well as medically—is rotis- 


serie roasting in front of or below 
the heat source—in free air, as 
opposed to a closed space. This 
method has been highly regarded 
by the French for centuries, and it 
is understandable that they should 
approve it, for the method leaves 
no imprint of its own on the food, 
and the taste of the food is pure 
and unadulterated—of itself and 
only itself. The method gives a 
moist roast, which means all the 
juices stay inside the meat or fowl. 
It gives you juiciness, even though 
well-done. It is so nearly perfect a 
cooking method that the meat or 
fowl seldom needs any addition of 
salt. The natural salts in the meat 
are not destroyed. (If it is fowl or 
fish you are cooking on a rotisserie, 
you need to baste with butter, but 
the salt in the butter is all the 
added salt you will need.) 


Three criteria to judge 
your success 


In my years of experimenting 
with all these methods of meat 
cookery, I have come to the conclu- 
sion that if the meat needs the ad- 
dition of salt, I have done some- 
thing wrong. The better my tech- 
nique in controlling all the little 
points discussed here, the less salt 
is needed. I have no point of view - 
about salt, pro or con, but it is in- 
teresting that properly cooked meat 
tastes salty, even though none has 
been added, and I use this matter 
as a criterion in sharpening my 
techniques involving time, temper- 
ature, and fat burning. 

Second criterion is how much fat 
drippings [I have accumulated. 
Since I never let any fat or meat 
juices fall in the fire—even when 
broiling horizontally over a fire—it 
has to run away somewhere else. 
The smaller the accumulation the 
better I know I have done my job. 
(Basting fish or fowl with oil or 
butter is obviously outside this con- 
sideration. But fatty bastings must 
not drip into the fire either.) 

The third criterion involves ten- 
derness. I strive for a meat so 
tenderly cooked—but still pink in 
color—that it is hardly necessary 
to use a knife after you are served. 
Most people would say this is an 
impossibility, since it is commonly 
assumed that pinkness and well- 
doneness cannot go together. But 
you can have thorough cooking 
without dehydrating or losing any 
of the inner meat juices. (This cri- 
terion of moistness and tenderness 
applies to white-fleshed fowl and 
fish, 
pinkness cannot apply.)

1. Have your meat at room 
temperature before you put it 
in the oven or on the fire. Intro- 
ducing it to heat from the cold of 
the refrigerator or freezer seems 
to shock the fibers and they draw 
together, as if in defiance of their 
The result is 
tough, stringy, and not as tender 
as when warmed to room tempera- 
ture before cooking begins. Two 
side-by-side slices of steak, one 
frozen and one at room tempera- 
ture, cooked by the _ identical 
method, seem like completely dif- 
ferent cuts and qualities. Likewise, 
preheating the oven does not seem 
to produce as tender a_ result 
as putting room-temperature meat 
into a cold oven and letting them 
(the meat and the oven) warm up 
together into the cooking phase. 

2. Learn about “coasting.” 
This is a waiting period after the 
cooking period, when the meat 
“Tests,” not cooking but keeping 
warm at about 110° to 120°. The 
coasting and 
resting, and it is taken for granted 
in France. 

What does it do? It is hard to 
describe, even though it is quite 
tangible. The texture of the meat 
gets firm instead of flabby. It gath- 
ers itself together but in a good 
way—in the direction of tender- 
ness instead of the direction of 
flabbiness. 

This is a corollary to Point One, 
above. Apparently meat resents the 
shock of sudden changes of tem- 
peratures—from cold to hot or hot 
to cold. The coasting period, which 
can be 10 to 25 minutes, depend- 
ing on your convenience, should be 
in the repertoire of any would-be 
gourmet cook. 

3. Learn about aging. You 
are probably saying: “How do 
I, the would-be gourmet cook, pro- 
cure high-quality meats on which 
to lavish all this care and atten- 
tion in preparation?” 

I will admit in most areas this 
is a problem. The cook who sets 
out to buy the best steak finds the 
cards stacked against him. Even 
the terminology confuses the issue, 
for the same cut is called different 
But 


even if you get the terms straight- 


names in different sections. 
ened out, how do you get Prime 
beef when you ask for it? 


For all practical purposes, Prime 


beef is hard to obtain in most 
towns. It is handled only where 
the demand justifies its being car- 
ried, and this seldom exists outside 
the large cities. The most impor- 
tant factor in achieving the best 
steak is not in insisting that only 
Prime beef be used, but in taking 
steps to see that the steak to be 
used is reasonably well aged. 

A steak, well aged, even though 
Choice, or even U.S.D.A. Good, is 
superior, when properly broiled, to 
the same cut, even though Prime, 
that has not been aged. So tend to 
this yourself. If you go to a butcher 
and ask him if the steaks you in- 
tend buying are aged, no doubt his 
answer will be yes, and he may be 
telling you the truth. How long 
they have been aged is something 
else again. As meat ages, it shrinks 
in weight, and the profit factor en- 
ters the picture. So, if you intend 
to entertain with a steak dinner on 
Saturday night, get your steaks on 
Monday and place them, loosely 
covered with waxed paper, in the 
refrigerator. Turn them every day 
or so in order that both sides will 
be exposed equally to the air. 

Don’t let your butcher, or any- 
one else, talk you out of this pro- 
cedure. Your butcher may tell you 
that the steaks he sells you are 
fully aged; he may even say they 
have been aged for two or three 
weeks. Perhaps so, but the steak 
will age more in five to six days 
in your refrigerator than it will in 
several times that length of time 
if the aging is done in the quarter 
of beef before it is cut. If you are 
to be a perfectionist meat cook, 
this is one more little point worth 
remembering. 

4. You must be able to tell, 
visually, when the meat is 
done. Thermometers are a neces- 
sary gauge, but the degree of aging 
makes a big difference. If you fol- 
low prescribed time tables inflex- 
ibly, your results will vary consid- 
erably. Here is something that, 
with a little practice, will be fool- 
proof. 

I am sure you have observed how 
a chef presses steaks with his long 
handled fork as he is_ broiling 
them. He is not just testing his 
reflexes. A steak, when it is first 
placed over the coals to be broiled, 
is spongy to the touch. It becomes 
more firm as the broiling proceeds. 
With only a few tries anyone can 
get the feel of what is rare, me-

Because she knew she'd be doing 
the housework, Midge asked Phil 
to put the kitchen in the center of 
things, and he did. From her “head- 
quarters” she can keep an eye on 
the children in the playroom. She’s 
only a few steps from the front 
door. Another couple of steps take 
her to the freezer or washer-dryer, 
and she’s only an arm’s length from 
the dining room. 

This last arrangement has 
pleased the Steins as much as any- 
thing in the house.

er, so use them sparingly. Just a 
dash, rubbed well into the palm of 
your hand and flung over the salad, 
is plenty. 

e@ My dried herb wardrobe includes 
Spice Islands salad herbs, parsley, 
green onion, tarragon, oregano, 
thyme, and dill. House of Herbs 
puts out chervil, lovage, and chives. 
Wagner of Philadelphia also pack- 
ages an excellent variety. 

e If you’re serving salad with meat, 
a good trick is to put the tradi- 
tional meat-flavoring herb into the 
salad—mint, rosemary, chives, and 
parsley flavor a salad served with 
lamb. Dill or the cucumberish bur- 
net flavors a salad served with 
fish. Rosemary and lovage go with 
beef, tarragon with chicken. Basil 
or oregano bring out tomatoes. 

e Always break lettuce into edible- 
size pieces; never cut it with a 
knife. Tiny leaves are used whole. 
@ Overdressing a salad is worse 
than underdressing it. It takes care- 
ful practice and observation to 
dress a salad perfectly, so that each 
leaf is well enveloped in its fra- 
grant dressing, enough but not too 
much. A well-made salad never lan- 
guishes in a puddle of dressing. 

e To mix your salad, put your 
broken lettuces. greens, and herbs 
into the salad bowl, shake the 
dressing vigorously, pour over, and 
toss the greens well with wooden 
fork and spoon so as not to bruise 
leaves. This fatiguing, as the 
French call it, takes time, for each 
leaf coated, but not 
drenched with dressing. 

© Serve salad only on well-chilled

A tree needs special attention to keep it healthy when the root 


zone is covered with paving. Here are ways to help your terrace trees do their best. 


hen you have paving in your garden, you increase your 

need for trees. There’s nothing like the shade of a tree 

to take the glare off a hard surface and keep it cool on a hot 

day. A tree also helps hold the warmth in the paving on a 
clear, cool evening. 

But there is a problem. A hard surface is the natural enemy 


of a tree. Paving can keep both air and water from the roots, 
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and without air and water the tree will die. There are two 
ways out of this dilemma. You can use porous paving, like 
brick on sand or flagstones with space between; or leave room 
at the base of the tree to let the air and water through. On 
these two pages you see a half-dozen examples of trees grow- 
ing happily with paving over their roots. Notice too how 


solving the problem has also enhanced the gardens. 


Hand-picked collection of smooth water-rolled stones be- 
comes an important point of interest in this brick terrace. To 
make watering and feeding more effective, concrete tiles are 


set vertically and extend down into the root zone of the tree.

Plants can make paved walks and terraces more 


attractive. These are also doing a very necessary job. 


he usual way to handle the necessary expansion joints in 

concrete terraces is with wood dividers. However there are other 
possibilities, and plant material is one of the best. The texture and 
form of plants tend to soften the hard look of masonry, and many 
plants give you a bonus of changing color and size. 

When you plant, use tough slow-growing material that is depend- 
ably hardy in your climate. Your local nurseryman will help you 
select the right plants for the job. The environment is not as difficult 
as it looks because water drains into the joints, and the cover of 
paving helps keep the root area cool and moist. 

Of course if you want a flat surface for wheels or easier walking, 
expansion joints of wood are best. You can soften the appearance 


with plants in pockets as shown in photograph, upper left.

away. On the other hand, the fervid 
and dedicated compost pilers point 
to advantage in their way: In the 
pile the heat of decay kills many 
a weed seed, fungus and spore. 

Let me say a word in favor of 
weeds. Louis Abbott walked out 
into his corn fields one day after 
a “gulley-washer.” This day he 
noted particularly how many roots 
the running water uncovered. He 
walked away very thoughtful, for 
the cultivator must break these 
shallow roots, and do more harm 
than the weeds. Now he cultivates 
his corn only once. He has had 
many a compliment on his fine 
stand of weeds. He has also won 
more corn-growing medals from the 
Illinois Crop Improvement Associ- 
ation than any other man. 

It is true that our highly civilized 
row crops cannot compete with the 
tough wild ones when they are 
small. Weeds will smother or stunt 
them in the seedling stage. Either 
a mulch or shallow cultivation is 
necessary. A fellow must, of course, 
take to heart those lines by W. H. 
Davies: 

“A poor life this, if full 
of care, 
We have not time to stand 
and stare.” 

As I say, can lay down a 
mulch between the rows and the 
weed problem is solved.

T WAS a hard year in the gar- 

den, dry, and I was on vacation, 
far away from the water bucket, 
through July. It does seem almost 
wrong and subversive to report the 
truth, but the row that prospered 
best and produced most was the 
row in the rye grass. I do not pro- 
fess to altogether why, 
though I can think up as many 
theories in explanation as the next 
man. By late June, when I sowed

the grass, the tomato roots were 
deep in the earth, perhaps three 
feet; the grass roots seemed quite 
shallow in this their first season of 
growth. I suppose the grass kept 
the soil well aerated, absorbent to 
the rain that fell, and acted as a 
super-mulch, without giving the to- 
matoes much competition in their 
The 
sward was thick enough to crowd 
out other weeds, and made a pretty 


deep underground works. 


carpet until frost, and a rich cover 
crop to be buried in the spring. 

At any rate, weed seeds in the 
compost are hardly a problem at 
all for me. 

As for diseases, I believe I can 
agree with the all-organic frater- 
nity that they are not often a great 
problem in a well-fed garden, well- 
stocked with fertility and organic 
decay. It is necessary, however, to 
sow the seeds thick enough so that 
you have some selection, and can 
retain the strongest plants only. 

There are problems that inevi- 
tably blow in from your neighbor’s 
yard, such as black spot on roses 
and powdery mildew. You must 
dose for these or put up with them 
in my experience. I have had trou- 
ble in past years with a bacterial 
wilt that was sure death in the end 
to squash; however, this destroyer 
winters in the abdomen of a beetle, 
not in the compost pile. I have also 
had a bout with club root on the 
broccoli, but club root is a disease 
that resides in the soil year after 
year. The remedy is rotation and a 
handful or two of lime around each 
plant (to bring the pH up to 7.2) 
for the disease will not live in an 
alkaline soil. Other regions will 
have other blights and bacteria, I 
suppose.

I have noticed on 
or two things in their favor. A 
the years have gone by, as I hay 
improved my land with cover crop 
compost, peat moss, manure, bon 
meal, and also dry chemical fer 
lizers, | have used fewer insec 
cides and simpler ones.

In fact, I find that 
can get through the season witho 
ever using any insecticide that ma 
be harmful on any vegetable th 
we do not peel, husk, or shell. 

My tomato plants may have i 
lustrated something last year b 
sides the virtues of rye grass. Se 
eral days after I set them out, 
observed that the flea beetles | 
bored on the smaller, and presu 
ably weaker, vines. They hardl 
touched the big healthy ones. 

On the other hand, there are m 
Mexican bean beetles. the wors 
pest in my garden by far. They ar 
a sturdy type. I think that the o 
ganic theory is that the health 
plants are tougher chewing, so t 
bugs avoid them. Well, the bea 
beetles in my garden make lace 
the healthiest vine, show no dil 
crimination, and neyer the slighted 
sign of feeling overmatched. Th 
only thing that halts their work i 
a whiff of rotenone dust right i 
the face.

hen you think of Hawaii, you 
think of the hula. In no other 
country is a dance so much a part 
of its popular image. This is as it 
should be. For since the hula was 
developed in the ancient history of 
these islands, it has been vital to 
he communication of the people. 
The hula has countless forms 
ind reasons for being. Originally 
it was based on chanted poems. 
The dancers, in a sense, illustrated 
he poems with 
stylized sets of motions suggesting 
he meaning of the words. There 
were chants through which suppli- 
sation and thanks were given to 


their gestures, 


he gods. Some were in the realm 
of fable and allegory. Some were 
ove songs, others were eulogies to 
he kings. Some of the hulas were 
limited by 
aboos. Some were on the level of 


formal and_ strictly 
Jarty games. 

In the early days the hula was 
im important means of communi- 
sation, because there was no writ- 
en language, and the chants and 
lances were a means of preserving 
he myth and folklore of the peo- 
le. In later years, the hula became 
1 graceful interpretation of me- 
odic song. Finally, it has become 
1 dance in which rapid movement 
ind rhythm predominate. 

Oldtimers bemoan this modern- 
zation of the hula, whose more 
nterpretive forms they so enjoyed.

There can be no true Hawaiian 
hula without its own song, whose 


meaning the dance _ interprets. 
However. in the night clubs, floor 
show presentation has forced a 


certain disregard of this principle. 
Many hulas are now completely 
changed in and 
tempo from the original creations. 
Some are even danced to medleys,

Public performances of Hawai- 
ian pageantry during the annual 
Aloha Week in October and for 
other special events are based 
largely on old dances which, for 
the most part, are presented with 
fidelity to tradition. However, com- 
paratively few old hulas have been 
handed down intact through the 
years. Some modern hula teachers 
have resorted to creating new 
patterned after the old 
forms and such dances reflect their 


interpretations of old chants. 


dances 


In ancient times all perform- 
ances were preceded by invoca- 
tions to the gods of the hula, that 
they might be present and inspire 
the performers. Occasions of cere- 
monial importance opened with 
dances for various gods, but the 
dances themselves were for enter- 
tainment and for the glorification 
of gods and chiefs. 

Performances of today, purport- 
ing to be “ancient,” customarily 
open with such a chanted prayer. 
There may follow a dance in honor 
of Pele, the volcano goddess, for 
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HOUSE BEAUTIFU 


whom many dances have been cre- 
ated or revived to accompany old 
chants in her praise. A dance for 
any other god is rare. The _per- 
formance continues with one or 
more “ancient” dances created for 
a chief or ruler, all to chanted 
background. These dances are not 
ancient, and the use of the term 
is inappropriate, implying that 
they were created in pre-European 
times. It is possible that a few 
of the chants they accompany ante- 
date foreign contact, though even 
this is debatable, but no dance 
exists in its original creation. The 
appellation serves merely to indi- 
cate the distinction between older 
styles of dancing to chants ae- 
cented by percussion instruments 
and newer dances set to melodic 
songs.

X\HE melodic music of Hawaii 
4 is known throughout the world. 
ts beginning was in the hymns 
nissionaries of the 1820's trans- 
ated into Hawaiian and taught 
he natives to sing. With delight, 
he Hawaiians adapted these tunes 

songs of their own composition, 
nd Hawaiian melodic music was 
orn. Influence of other foreign 
ongs was felt to some extent, but 
e simple hymn-like tune re- 
ained the basic style. 


In 1872 Henry Berger came 
rom Germany to be bandmaster 
f{ the Royal Hawaiian Band, and 
e remained in this post for forty- 
ive years. Under his tutelage 
lawaiian melodic music came into 
uli flower, characterized by a 
weetness and plaintiveness that it 
as never lost. In this era the 
-ortuguese prototypes of the pres- 
nt ukulele and guitar were intro- 
luced and their adaptation as 
lawaiian instruments became com- 
ete. The innovation of using a 
teel bar by Joseph Kekuku in 
laying the guitar is a distinctly 
lawaiian invention. These two 
nstruments afford the most satis- 
actory range for pure rendition 
f Hawaiian melodic song, which 
uffers when forced into the more 
lefinite gradations of the tonic 
cale when piano is added. 


Hawaiian melodic song is at its 
est when performed  spontane- 
usly and informally. Most pres- 
ntations strive for this effect and 
he long popularity of the radio 
rogram “Hawaii Calls” attests to 
ts success in maintaining such an 





llusion. On recordings more at- 
ention is, of necessity, given to 
echnical performance, and choice 
yecomes a matter of appeal and 
ssociation. As with chant records, 
nstrumentation varies, and those 
laving only guitar and_ ukulele 
iccompaniment are likely to be 
nore pure renditions. This, of 


course, applies to the strictly 
Hawaiian song. Modern “Hawai- 
ian” songs composed wholly or 
partly in English are Hawaiian 
in mood only, but have great ap- 
peal because of their understand- 
ability. 

Although the ancient Hawaiians 
had one-string and several wind 
instruments, their use was limited 
to individual and intimate per- 
formance and has practically dis- 
appeared. Such instruments are on 
exhibit at the Bernice P. Bishop 
Museum in Honolulu and_ oc- 
casionally replicas are played in 
demonstration. 

Part of the strength of the hula 
and a main reason for its survival 
is the way it has changed with 
the times. It is too much a part 
of these people’s past to abandon 
as times change. In olden days 
specially trained troupes _ per- 
formed the hula for the delecta- 
tion of royalty. Today it is per- 
formed as entertainment for both 
Islanders and tourists. It also has 
another important function. Many 
girls in Hawaii take hula lessons 
to develop bodily grace and the 
expressive use of their hands. 
Hands play a most important part 
in the dance, so hula lessons are 
an effective way for young ladies 
to develop their graceful use. 


OMPLIANCE and adaptability 

are at the root of the remark- 
able adjustments Hawaii has made 
to the people who have come to her 
shores. We should expect similar 
adaptability in the native dance. 
When you see the hula in Hawaii, 
don’t be too concerned about the 
way it has changed. For here 
you will see remnants of ancient 
gesture and pantomime blended 
with the song and dance of con- 
temporary Hawaii. 


If possible, try to see the hula 
sung and danced in some of the 
outlying communities, or at pri- 
vate parties. The emphasis here 
will be different from the hula 
you will see in the night clubs.

It is as though these various cultures had, in 
mutual agreement, decided to pool their resources 
to produce a way of living better adapted to this 
new situation and to discard those things (includ- 
ing habits of living) which were no longer appro- 
priate or applicable to these islands.

From cultures with divergent pasts, 


brought together on this mid-Pacific island, 


the elements of a new style are selected

n the development of any architectural style many 
diverse elements of building can generally be found. 
But a collection of varied elements is not an architectural 
style. (Nor is an architectural style something to be worn 
or discarded as a fashionable fad.) These elements must 
be united and shaped into an artistic whole and directly 
related to a way of life in a certain place and in a certain 
time, before an architectural style can be said to exist. 
An architect may produce a building that has a certain 
artistic unity reflecting his own personal beliefs and values 
and which is yet unrelated to time and place. A style of 
architecture cannot be said to have come into being ex- 
cept as it does reflect a generally tested and accepted and 
unified way of living, thinking, and believing. 

Sometimes, as in folk-architecture, this process of 
unification is the result of the accumulative experience 
of a race or nation. All that is incorporated into it has 
been tested both practically and aesthetically by many 
years of living. 

Sometimes this process may be aided and hastened 
by the clear insight and feeling of individuals who, 
through their own creative ability, can gather these 
unrelated elements, assimilate them, and make them 


into new forms prescient to life. (Please turn the page)

HOW DOES A STYLE GET BORN? continued 


Both of these processes have been at work in the shap- 
ing of the buildings represented in this issue. Although 
there may be many variances in them, arising from dif- 
ferences of site, the architect’s personality, the owner's 
preferences or requirements, etc., in all of them you can 
discover a mutual feeling and understanding of a certain 
way of living. This way of living and the buildings anc 
furnishings which give it material expression are what 
we call the Hawaiian Style. 

Most of the elements represented in it are gathered 
from the traditional folk-building of the racial groups 
represented on these islands. Their fusion into an artistic 
whole started about 29 years ago by the thought of a 
few men. One of these was C. W. Dickey, a descendant 
of the American missionaries who had settled here a 
little more than a century before. He was born in the 
United States and came to Hawaii for the first time in 
1895 after receiving a classical European Beaux Arts 
training in architecture at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. The houses shown on the previous page 
were designed by Dickey. Their roofs, an adaptation of 
tropical forms, are referred to today as either “Dickey” 
or Hawaiian roofs. 

In the design of the Alexander and Baldwin Building, 
shown -ern the opposite page, Dickey was associated in 
partnership with Hart Wood, who sometimes receives 
credit for the introduction of the Chinese ornament. Wood, 
who came to Hawaii in 1919 from a practice of his own in 
California, also designed the Christian Science Church 
shown on page 102. 

Although there had been previous experiments in this 
direction by these and other men, in these buildings 
shown here the major features of the Hawaiian Style are 
brought together for the first time. In them are the 
characteristic sense of roof, an Oriental use of enrich- 
ment, and Oriental feeling for craftsmanship and mate- 
rials, the opening up of the interior to the exterior, and 
the establishment of planned relationship between the 
house and the garden, making them one. 

When the American missionaries came to these islands 
in 1620, the native inhabitants were living in tropical 
“grass shacks,” sentimentalized in popular songs. These 
structures were essentially a roof for shelter from sun 
and rain, built of poles and covered with thatch and 
somewhat similar to those shown on page 102. One of the 
cluster of shelters which made up a Hawaiian chief’s 
household was a detached and open shed, a lanai, which 
was used as a dining hall and place of meeting. 

These two ideas, the roof and the open living space, 
the original Hawaiians had brought with them when they 
had ventured to these islands in their crude canoes

The Alexander and Baldwin Building in Honolulu, built in 
1929, was designed by Dickey and Wood, architects who con- 
tributed much to the development of the Hawaiian Style. 

Although the form of this office building is similar to that 
of the Italian villas and palaces of the Renaissance, it is 
modified by the treatment of the roof and the projecting 
balcony of the upper story. Where ornament is introduced 
the motifs are of Oriental origin, predominantly Chinese, but 
used with a Japanese restraint and refinement. 

As an outstanding example of Oriental enrichment upon a 
major non-residential building, it is probably the first instance 


of such use of Chinese motifs in the islands.

(The early Samoans were skillful and adventurous 

sailors and their longhouse is a cultural parent to the 
native forms of Hawaiian building. ) 


As you can see, the Fitzsimmonses didn’t affect a 
bamboo and thatch roof for a “South Seas” look. But 


they did build into their house the basic ideas that 
make the longhouse tropical in character. 

The form of the roof speaks “shelter.” The concept 
of a building in these Pacific Islands, including 
Japan, is that of an expressive sheltering roof. Not 
a close-clipped roof, but a broad-eaved one so that 


the house may remain open (Please turn the page) 


Inspired by the Samoan longhouse, a residential 
interpretation of this basic form is constructed of exposed 
timbers and decking and rests firmly on concrete abut- 
ments. It is roofed with hand-split shakes. The roof is 
extended to shelter wall and terrace from sun and rain. 


Some areas between the eaves and ground are covered 


with a slat trellis to form protected area for plants. 
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Enrichment marks entrance. Low-relief carv- 
ing in wood, a linear pattern based on a bamboo 
motif, gives main entrance door the extra touch

during rainstorms. The roof blends quietly with its 
natural setting. To the Polynesian and Oriental mind, 
nature is a co-operative partner te be sympathetically 
lived with, not to be unfeelingly mastered. 

The structure of this roof is the essence of simplic- 
ity: one pole leaning against another and both resting 
on the ground. This not only makes for a pleasing 
directness of construction, but it also provides an in- 
terior space which can be free from the interruptions 
of walls or columns. 

Its interior space has an airy soaring quality which 
appeals to the imagination. In this instance the feeling 
is increased by the balcony, a new-old idea borrowed 
directly from the sleeping balconies found in the moun- 
tain cabins of Maine (Mr. Fitzsimmons’s home state). 
From the balcony one can enjoy the advantages of an 
elevated lookout point with a view over the living area, 
the pool terrace outside, and the ocean beyond.

urely, you'll see the hula girls and palm trees and 

orchids, just as the travel posters promise you. You 

will be wreathed in leis. You will learn that people 
do, in fact, greet you with Aloha—and wear shirts of the 
same name to dinner parties. You will ride the surf at 
Waikiki with Diamond Head unbelievably before your 
very eyes. And in the balmy, flower-scented night you will 
look up and see the dark hills of Honolulu scattered 
with lights like a spill-over from the starry sky. This is 
the life, you'll say to yourself, and indeed it is. 

But this isn’t even the half of it. Hawaii is much, 
much more than palm trees and hula girls. Here is a 
spot where the world’s kindest year-round climate (aver- 
age 75°), a heritage of Polynesian informality, and a 
fantastic mingling of cultures have combined to produce 
a whole new genre of beauty in architecture, decorating, 
and gardening, wonderful ways with food and cooking, 
and a type of close-to-nature elegance which is about the 


ultimate in indoor-outdoor living. 
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A unique, delightfully different American culture has 
been emerging on these islands. It has grown so naturally 
that Hawaiians themselves are not all fully aware of it. 
But people who have been to Hawaii intermittently dur- 
ing the past ten years are convinced that this is America’s 
real Western frontier, a place of dynamic creativity that 
is fast overtaking California as a source of fresh ideas 
for living. And they are all here for you to sample and 
enjoy as a tourist and to take away with you to enrich the 
life you lead at home. 

It is, moreover, a mainland American traveler’s dream 
of the impossible—a place with all the glamour and in- 
trigue of a foreign land where you don’t have to struggle 

| with a foreign language. Ask a question and you get the 
answer in good old comprehensible American. And the 
“natives,” whether they're wearing muumus, kimonos, or 
aloha shirts, are just as hep to your quaint American 
longing for ice water, workable plumbing. and the base- 
ball scores as your neighbors back home, for the simple 
reason that they are Americans themselves. 

| And here is something you may not have realized: 
This land with the faraway flavor is so accessible that 
a Hawaiian visit is a feasible one-week vacation even 
for people who live on the eastern shores of continental 
U.S. A. Right now, if you go by air, it’s about 10 hours 
from the West Coast. Add about 9 hours if you are flying 
non-stop from New York. By late 1959 or early 1960, 
jet planes will probably make the flight from the West 
Coast in 444 hours and from New York to Hawaii in 8 
to 9 hours. Before this year’s end American Airlines’ 
transcontinental Boeing 707 jet will cut down the New 


York-to-California flight time to about 5 hours. 





But here is probably the biggest surprise—or kahaha, 
as the islanders say. Hawaii, in the minds of so many 
Eastern mainlanders, has acquired the connotation of 
daydream extravagance, but you can actually fly there 
from New York for less than it costs to fly to Europe. 
(Round trip, first class, is $653.90; coach flight, $480;

and traditional tropical colonial architectural elements that it amounts to 
a style in itself. Jalousies, immemorially part of hot-country colonial 
buildings, are translated inte a movable wall of adjustable shutters. 
See how flexibly they can be manipulated to control light, shade, and air. 
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When there is a 
visual continuity be- 
tween the outdoors and 
indoors, there must be 
the same continuity in 
the furnishings, other- 
wise the illusion of 
space opening up is 
spoiled. Here you see 
a hall, with a balcony 
beyond, equipped with 
this new Hawaiian fur- 
niture. 
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Cushions for all seating pieces can be stored in the copper- 
topped tables, which are really storage chests. Cushions that 
will stay out can be ordered with water-repellent construction. 
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—to use when there is no clear line 


between indoors and outdoors 


he more the architectural dividing line between out- 

doors and indoors fades, as a visual element, the more 
we need furniture which can be used continuously through- 
out two entirely different environments. 

Furniture seen outdoors needs heavy scale and solidity, 
otherwise it seems too fragile and inconsequential. Furniture 
for indoors cannot be too heavy in scale or else it appears 
to crowd the room. Furthermore, the materials that hold up 
in the vicissitudes of weather do not seem polished and 
elegant enough when brought into the living room to mix 
with brocades, satins, and fine carpets. 

These new pieces were designed to solve this real need. 
Made of one of nature’s most durable materials, redwood. 
they can take 12-month exposure. The silvery-beige finish 
simulates what long years of weathering produces anyway, 
so time would only accentuate it. The scale of the furniture 
falls in the middle ground between too heavy and too light. 
The design derives from the Chinese Ming period, when

homeowners would carry such furniture from their 
houses out into their garden compounds to sit under the 
huge spreading trees. There are 20 pieces, made by The 
McGuire Company and available through decorators and 


landscape architects starting in October.

Descending a steep Honolulu hillside, the house hides its life from the street 


street line may give you no clue at all to the life that 
goes on beyond, The land’s hilly topography often aids 
and abets this. The Johnson house, for instance, built on 
a sloping 90-ft. site in a series of descending levels, has 
the inviolate seclusion of the old Chinese system of sepa- 
rate living courts. The house itself is completely concealed 
at street level by an entrance building reminiscent of a 
gate house which contains the garage. From the entrance, 
visitors descend through a hallway to a courtyard, around 
which the house per se is built, in a sort of U-shape. 
While visitors passing through this patio go directly into 


the lanai and living room, the most intimate rooms of 





the house—bedrooms, kitchen and dining room—are com- 
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pletely out of their path, situated in the ells on each side 
of the courtyard. 

Like most Hawaiian houses, this one is strongly 
oriented to the Orient—Chinese in its courtyard concept, 
but Japanese in general impression and in the refine- 
ments of its woodwork and decorative details. Far from 
being a forced copy of a Japanese house, it is simply a 
natural adaptation of the Japanese influences and ma- 
terials that exist in Hawaii, as much part of Hawaii 
as the 184,000 nisei who live here. It is by no means 
exclusively Japanese, but an assimilation of elements as 
catholic as the crowd you see on Bishop Street—Poly- 


nesian, Chinese, Korean, (Please turn to page 144)

his is the home of a distinguished American, 

Katsuro Miho, who believes so fervently in 

his personal responsibility for making the 
One-World ideal an actuality that he has built 
his belief into the architecture of his house. 

Mr. Miho, a Hawaiian-bred nisei, schooled on 
the mainland, naturally lives in Western fashion. 
But he has given his house a second dining room, 
a strictly Japanese room, furnished in matting, 
a 14-inch-high table, and cushions. 

Why, you may wonder. The reason is that Mr. 
Miho has two sons, and he foresees that these 
young Americans must one day go out into a 
fast-shrinking world to meet people of all nations 
and races. This Japanese room is here to train 
them in the disciplined etiquette and good man- 
ners of the Orient, so that they may move grace- 
fully and agreeably among people whose society 
and customs differ from their own.

“4 shining example of the American way to the entire earth” 


here is an old Hawaiian saying: “Maluna O Na 
Aupuni A Pau O Ke Ola O Ke Kanaka,” which 
means “above all nations is humanity.” 

This disarmingly sweet and entirely Christian point of 
view was the catalyst that has speeded the fusion of ele- 
ments in the greatest melting pot in the modern world. 
The host race, the Hawaiian, is given the credit by 
politicians and ethnologists for making our Territory of 
Hawaii almost completely free from the tensions that can 
make so many racially-mixed communities nightmares of 
hatred and fear. 

There can be no doubt that in this smiling land inte- 
gration has taken place with happy results for all. Here 
you see a new culture, enriched by many old strains, 
built on the solid rock of mutual respect and understand- 
ing. Eighty-five thousand Hawaiians and part Hawaiians, 
115,000 Caucasians of American, British, Portuguese, and 
other European ancestry; 32,000 Chinese; 184,000 Jap- 
anese: 61,000 Filipinos; 9,000 Puerto Ricans; 7,000 
Koreans; 2,600 Negroes, all these live together with equal 
opportunities and rights in an integrated American com- 
munity. There are no poll taxes, no double standards 
of education, no job discrimination, no Jim Crow seating 
plans, no separate facilities, no Ku Klux Klan, no second- 
class citizens. There is no racial bloc voting and no 
Fair Employment Practices Law. 

If and where there is bias it is not based on color, race 
or religion, but on individual determinations. There is the 


usual tendency for the educated to separate themselves

from the uneducated, the worldly from the unworldly, 
the older generation from the younger. But the names on 
the mailboxes (Yamamoto, Rodriguez, Chang, Smith) in 
Aina Haina and other postwar communities show that 
most Islanders do not choose their neighbors by race. 

This benign social atmosphere comes from tolerance, 
but not a Bohemian tolerance. The upper classes (regard- 
less of their racial origins) are worldly, widely-educated. 
widely-traveled people and they have seen with their own 
eyes that no one race has a corner on all the good things 
and good ways. So they have absorbed ideas and practices 
from cultures other than their own: foods, furniture, 
architectural ideas, manners, ways of dressing. They bor- 
rowed only those things they wanted. No pressures have 
been at work, and no worry about whether it was “cor- 
rect” or “authentic” to do so. Because the upper classes 
have had such breadth and catholicity of taste, all classes 
have followed suit. So all racial groups have borrowed 
back and forth only those things which they felt were 
personally usable, and they paid no attention to whether 
they were using the borrowed thing or idea in a tradi- 
tional way. 

This blending has produced a special Island atmos- 
phere, which even the most casual visitor cannot miss. 
It is a whole which somehow manages to be greater 
than the sum of its parts. Nothing is rubbing against 
anything, or hurting. The social atmosphere is benign, 


healthy, unworried. The intolerant ones have, at least, 


let others alone. Welcomed into this social climate, so

idyllic that it seems almost child-like, the malihini or 
newcomer, falls under a spell far stronger than any bias: 
the ancient sorcery of beauty. It is astonishing how 
quickly strong prejudices die, once a person arrives in 
Hawaii. 

Hawaii has not only shown the world that racial inte: 
gration can take place within a very short time, but it 
has also demonstrated the advantages of such integration. 
In this essentially American community the cultural tradi- 
tions of each ethnic group have operated to the advantage 
of the society as a whole. The contribution of each race 
is woven like a thread into the web of Island existence 
with the result that the fabric is far richer in color and 
texture than its counterpart in most communities of com- 
parable size. 

This richness is the outward expression of inner social 
values of tolerance and co-operation. It shows itself in 
most aspects of Island life: in the imaginative blending 
of many architectural elements into a new Hawaiian style;

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The world’s richest mix 


of national cuisines 


At least eight different national cuisines flourish side by side in Hawaii. Every- 


body copies recipes from everybody else, to say nothing of dishes, graters, knives, 


and ways of presenting food. Result is many-sided, fascinating, and gourmet

hey say you can eat your way around the 

world in New York, San Francisco, and Paris. 

But they are talking about restaurant-eating. 
How diversely could you dine in these cities if you were 
sampling a cross-section of meals in the dining rooms 
of well-run private homes? 

In any international race to crown a city for sophis- 
ticated food and cosmopolitan habits | nominate Hono- 
lulu. If you exclude restaurants from the scoring system, 
and judge only what is served in the home, Honolulu 
will win hands down. The Hawaiians in our population 
have a fascinating cuisine, gastronomically and nutri- 
tionally. But there are also Samoans, Chinese, Japanese, 
Koreans, Filipinos, Puerto Ricans and “Haoles” (mean- 
ing foreigners, but used to designate the white race— 
who can be mainland Americans, British, Portuguese, 
German, French, etc.). Obviously the Haoles have their 
own diversity in cooking habits, coming as they do from 
the many regions of the U.S.A. and the world. 

The most graphic proof of this international and 
cosmopolitan point of view is to be found in any of 
the post-war supermarkets which are scattered through 
the. residential sections of Honolulu. There under one 
roof, waiting for you, are the foodstuffs to cook in at 
least nine or ten languages—fresh, canned, dried, 
butchered, preserved, or whatever. These are presented 
in the glossiest. pliofilm-wrapped, fluorescent-lighted, 


air-conditioned splendor. And if you are a little vague 
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about the utensils to use, they are also there in the hard- 
ware section, imported from Hong Kong, Tokyo, Manila, 
Paris, or Lisbon. If you were trying to get the same 
variety in New York, you would have to go from store to 
store, from section to section, and you would find them 
in grubby, badly-lit shops where perhaps the proprietor 
did not speak English well enough to explain the labels. 
(Your House BEAUTIFUL editor went almost daily for a 
month to The Times Supermarket in the Waialae-Kahala 
section, to finger, read labels, ask questions, and to 
wallow mentally in such rich variety. ) 

In our home economics classes at the University of 
Hawaii the girls of these numerous racial strains are 
taught how to judge their families’ own inherited cook- 
ing habits in the light of modern nutritional standards. 
But they are also taught to make the classic dishes of 
the other national cuisines of the world. By such condi- 
tions as these, the blending of many cultures is effected. 

This culinary intermixing produces some interest- 
ing experiences for visitors. At a cocktail party, for

be called puu-puus. the Hawaiian word for food you eat 
with your fingers. But the foods themselves may be 
Japanese sushi, or French hors-d’oeuvres, or American 
snacks and dips, or Polynesian tidbits popularized by 
restaurateurs like Trader Vic and Don the Beachcomber, 
or Chinese spareribs and egg rolls. 

Allowing our Hawaiian ways to come into your own 
life can have some very practical pay-offs. Without even 
using a strange foodstuff, you can add more strings to 
your bow to manipulate old familiars like bananas, coco- 
nuts. pineapples, and avocados. And you can buy, almost 
anywhere, delicacies such as Macadamian nuts and that 
full-bodied Kona coffee. And it is beginning to be pos- 
sible to get fresh Hawaiian papaya and mangoes in all 
large cities on the Mainland. You can also find canned 
juices of the guava and passion fruit in the better gour- 


met grocery stores. No matter where you are, you can 


buy soy sauce. What this one thing can add to your 
cooking repertoire! (Editor's Note: A soy article is 
coming up in a few months.) And anybody who can 
plant a packet of seeds can grow white radishes—so 
necessary to Japanese foods when grated or pickled and 
so cherished by American gourmets to have with beer. 

Some visitors’ reaction to eating, in both homes and 
restaurants, is that the best thing they are taking 
home is inspiration about “the beauty of presentation.” 
They see all kinds of decorative possibilities about 
what can be done with fern fronds, leaves of flowers, 
flower petals, water-worn rocks, pine needles, lemon 
slices—just about anything including rock salt. If 
they are exposed to a formal Japanese banquet, which 
can be ordered by advance notice at any of the better 
Japanese restaurants, they are overwhelmed by the

Bess may be found in a wide range of forms. It may 


be in the wild and untamed and in the seemingly brutal forces 
of nature. It may be in those objects whose qualities represent 
the highest achievements of the human spirit.

and dignified background for one of the finest collections 
of art in Hawaii. Most of the collection is Oriental and 
predominantly Chinese. These treasures represent a highly 
developed and assured taste. These are the things which 
their owners know how to use and to whose beauty they re- 
spond. These are objects valued not for their rarity and cost 
but understood and appreciated as supreme statements of the 
human spirit. 

Although this house has none of the identifying features 
that would mark it as a Japanese house, one senses that the 
life which is lived here has that same keen awareness of 
beauty which gave form to the traditional Japanese way of 
living. Japanese life was a daily devotional to beauty. 

It has the same awareness of nature and man’s position 
in nature. It has the same sensitivity of relationships: of 
objects to each other, of persons to objects, and of person 
to person. It has the same appreciation of quality: not that 
of ostentatious and vulgar display which comes from the 
desire to make an impression, but that of intrinsic worth. 
And it has repose: not the quiet that comes from phlegmatism

his is a house that a lot of people could learn from— 

including most city planners. It achieves luxury and 

privacy on a lot that is only 47-by 65 feet. The house 
covers about 65 per cent of the land, which would be forbidden 
by zoning or restrictions in most cities. Yet because of good 
designing, this house looks at no other house, and no other 
house can peer into the rooms or the garden of this one. 

The secret? Walls and fences, put on the property line. 
(This is forbidden in most suburbs east of the Rockies, though 
permitted generally on the West Coast and Hawaii.) As a re- 
sult, this garden becomes a private place which can be used, at 
least optically and much of the time actually, like the house 
itself. In short, the whole lot can be lived on—in a way 


that is not possible when everybody’s (Please turn the page)

The plan reveals that this house is really 2 
luxurious four-room apartment for the occu- 
pancy of one person. There are not many kinds 
of spaces, but they are very ample, packed with 
convenience and amenities, enormously elastic 
for both entertaining and solitary living. All the 
service functions are concentrated in the service 
yard. including the storage of garden equipment, 
clothes drying, etc. The master bedroom area, in 
its own separate wing, is a little island of privacy. 
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yard must be kept open to give a cumulative park-like effect 
when seen from the street. 

This house has only four rooms (five, if you count the serv- 
ant’s room.) But the lanai and the garden nearly double its use 
and optical size. The living room and dining loggia open up 
wide to the lanai and thus add to the spaciousness. 

This is a typically Hawaiian-style house. On the surface 
it looks Japanese, for there is a lot of Japanese architectural 
grammar used—on the surface. In plan it is strictly 20th- 
century American, and it can be lived in as in any up-to-date 
American house. Substitute sliding glass doors for the shoji. 
flatten out the up-tilted roof overhangs, do away with the roof 
ventilation and it would no longer remind you of Japan. 

The L-shaped room plan helps the sense of enclosure; at 
the same time it makes the house seem bigger. From either of 
the main areas (living room or master bedroom) you look over 
to see the house across the garden. And miniature trees and 
the flowing lines of the paving create the illusion of bigger

Making the outdoors part of the indoors is accom- 
plished in the Ansteth house by three simple devices: only 
one kind of door (shoji) is used inside and out; the ceiling 
of the lanai is plastered and painted exactly like the indoor 
rooms, so there is no line of demarcation showing where 
interior stops. Even interior concrete floors are colored 
to blend with the bricks. Thus is continuity achieved.

Almost a real room—that’s what a lanai is, excep 
one wall is missing. It lies somewhere between a patiO 
and a true indoor room. It is seriously furnished an 
decorated, with soft things like cushions, floor cover 
ings, pictures, accessories. It must have some out-of 
sight barrier against marauding children and animals. 
It must be of materials that “take” rain, dew, dust) 
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The little scrap of space devoted to the garden (19’ x 22’) 
manages to look twice as big as it really is. This is accomplished 
because Japanese principles of garden design are employed. 
Dwarf trees and plants, small-scale arrangements of rocks, tiny 
pools, miniature hillocks and the like are the components that 
make a small space as interesting as a big landscape. Mr. Ansteth 
has arranged these traditional Japanese elements so successfully 
that an illusion of much greater size has been achieved.

Change here for Papeete 
and Pago Pago! From Honolulu 
you can fly to Fiji via Canadian 
Pacific Air Lines, Qantas (Aus- 
tralia Government Air Lines), and 
Pan American, for all these lines 
stop here on their way to New 
Zealand and Australia. This sug- 
gests that you might make Fiji a 
stopover on the longer trip “down 
under” and from here “do” the 
South Seas. The 3300-mile plane 
hop from Honolulu to Fiji takes 
about 12 hours, crossing the In- 
ternational Date Line. Fare is 
$436 one-way first class, $784.80 
round trip; $320 one-way tourist 
class, about $576 round trip. 

You can also sail the blue Pa- 
cific from Honolulu to Fiji via 
an Australian-bound ship of the 
Orient and Pacific Lines.

From Auckland, where inter- 
national planes and ships land, go 
to the Caves of Waitomo and the 
Glow-Worm Grotto where you float 
on subterranean waters through 
luminous blue caves lit by millions 
oi these tiny insects. 

Roratua is fascinating. This boil- 
ing mud and sulphur spring terri- 
tory is the center of the Maoris. 
In the village of Whakarewarewa 
youll see good examples of their 
woodworking skill in their  in- 
tricately carved “long houses” and 
thatched huts. Maori tikis, totem- 
like symbols frequently carved out 
of paua shell, are significant sou- 
venirs, because the tiki shows up 
among all Polynesian peoples.

But the most 
arresting terpsichore is the haka, 
a hangover from the war dance, 
performed by the men.

Luckily, a visitor can almost 
always get inside several Honolulu 
homes during his stay, because 
house and garden tours are a favor- 
ite way for local women’s clubs to 
raise money. The Garden Club of 
Honolulu operates tours twice a 
month January through May. Each 
tour covers three homes. Tickets 
are $2.50 plus another $2 for Grey- 
line fare. The Honolulu Outdoor 
Circle sponsors tours on alternate 
Fridays from June 20th showing 
three homes at a cost of $2 per 
person plus $2 for transportation. 
Pickups are made at all the major 
hotels. In addition, church groups 
and women’s clubs are constantly 
sponsoring unscheduled tours. 


HEN you get to Honolulu, in- 

quire at the Hawaii Visitor’s 
Bureau in Waikiki for a list of 
these tours. Also watch the local 
newspapers, particularly the Wai- 
kiki Beach Press, a twice-weekly 
publication directed at the tourist 
audience. For a list of some of the 
more interesting residences, with 
pictures. ask for “A Guide to 
Architecture in Honolulu” at the 
Art Academy or the HVB. The 
best publication on Hawaiian ar- 
chitecture is called Hawaii Resi- 
dential Architecture by Harry 
Seckel, on sale at book shops. 

Drive around for a look at some 
of Honolulu’s more interesting res- 
idential neighborhoods. Arm your- 
self with your city map and start 
exploring. 

This driving about will give you 
a sense of the unique atmosphere 
of this place. a provocative “for- 
eignness” which is still not a bit 
alien. It’s the combination of trop- 
ical climate, the lush brilliance of 
foliage and flowers, the mysterious 
jungle quality of the inland hills, 
the kaleidoscope of racial strains 
in the faces of the people, and 
the piquancy of the English which 
everyone speaks interlarded with 
expressive Hawaiian words and 
pidgin English. 

Just like every other malihini 
(newcomer) you'll find yourself 
unconsciously picking up some of 
the picturesque words that the 
haoles (Caucasians) have absorbed 
into their speech: kama’aina (old- 
timer.

(house), holoku (the  form- 
ting Hawaiian dress with a tra 
as opposed to the Mother Hubba 
called muumuu).

These words you can learn j 
for the fun of it.

can visualize for yourself the “day 
that will live in infamy.”

Navy offers free guided cruises if 
you provide your own transporta- 
tion to the gates of the Naval Base. 

Oahu will give you the most 
intriguing shopping, the broadest 
choice of luxury hotels, and the 
easiest access to Hawaii’s cultural 
melting pot. But to savor Hawaii’s 
characteristic warmth and unself- 
conscious charm to the fullest, be 
sure to visit one or more of the 
other five major islands. In fact, 
many people think that the best 
way to begin sampling the flavor 
of Hawaii would be to spend three 
of four days on Kauai, Maui, 
Hawaii before stepping into the 
rush and sophistication of Waikiki. 


or 


Travel between the islands is by 
two local airlines. Hawaiian Air- 
lines fly Convairs, and TPA Aloha 
Air Lines fly DC-3s on regular 
schedules between all the islands 
almost on the hour. 

Flying to the island of Hawaii, 
58 minutes from Honolulu, you can 
land in Kona. This is a village in 
a district once heavily populated 
by Hawaiians of the pre-white era. 
Traces of their stone age civiliza- 
tion have been largely obliterated, 
but you can still prowl the ruins 
of a few heaus (temples) and an 
old City of Refuge. You wiil find a 
small but fascinating collection of 
Hawaiian artifacts in Hulihee Pal- 
ace. The curator of the museum is 
Jolani Luahine, one of the few liv- 
ing hula dancers trained in the 
ancient tradition. 

You can drive from here to Hilo, 
the island’s county seat, passing 
through spectacular fern forests 
and the still more fantastic lava 
deserts and smoldering craters 
which are all part of Hawaii 
National Park. Here is where you 
can look in on the voleano, Mauna 
Loa, legendary home of the rest- 
less goddess Pele who occasionally 
puts on a fiery show when she 
doesn’t like the way people have 
been behaving. 

In the winter you can ski on 
Hawaii’s mountains as convenient- 
ly as you can swim year-round 
from the sand beaches at Puna. 

At Waimea you will see the

In the village of Hana you'll 
see the small Buddhist temple 
shown on page 106. This was built 
by Japanese plantation carpenters 
who gave the roof and entrance an 
Oriental flair, although the main 
structure is the only kind they 
knew how to build—the typical 
New England farmhouse which 
the Congregationalist missionaries 
introduced into the islands in 
the 1820’s. The only place to stay 
is the Hotel Hana-Maui, a luxuri- 
ous place designed by Albert Ives. 
Interiors are Japanese modern. 


Kauai 

Kauai, most verdant of the is- 
lands, has the best beaches, its own 
Grand Canyon called Waimea Can- 
yon, curious caves at Haena, and a 
sea geyser. The most interesting 
place to stay is Coco Palm Lodge 
at Wailua. The wash basin in your 
bathroom is a giant clam shell and 
some of the beds have outrigger 
canoe headboards. Local church 
groups help raise money by sing- 
ing Hawaiian songs and dancing 
informal hulas charmingly for the 
guests after dinner.

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What Does It Cost? 

Waikiki hotel rates can start as 
low as $6 a day per person, but a 
more realistic figure would be 
about $16-$20 for choice beach- 
view accommodations at a luxury 
hotel. A round figure for touring 
the other islands is $50 per day. 
Dress is largely informal summer 
wear, but you had better bring 
something warmer for the higher 
altitudes of the voleano country 
and sturdy shoes for exploring. 
It’s a good idea to bring formal 
clothing, especially if you travel 
by ship. The Hawaii Visitors Bu- 
reau, 2051 Kalakaua Ave., Hon- 
olulu, with a branch at 209 Post 
St., San Francisco, will send free 
information on any aspect of travel 
in the Islands.

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motif, the roof, with the New Eng- 
land pattern of Mrs. yonHolt’s an- 
cestry, the Cape Cod clapboard 
house. 

The missionaries brought with 
them other qualities in addition to 
their religious zeal. Among them 
was a Yankee practicality and 
common sense. They soon saw that 
in this mild climate, varying about 
thirty degrees during the year, 
from fifty-six to eighty-six degrees, 
one could live in the open almost 
as the natives did. 

But for their way of living— 
based on a developed sense of the 
individual, the family, and prop- 
erty in contrast with the natives’ 
communal “Garden of Eden” ex- 
istence—they needed privacy. 

They easily and quickly gained 
this privacy by marking the boun- 
daries of their property with plant- 
ing. It is this use of planting which 
helped to change the appearance 
of the “dusty plain.” 

And since openness for easy air 
movement made for more com- 
fortable living in this climate, it 
soon followed that they opened up 
their houses to the garden and 
planned them as one living space.

They incorporated the lanai, a 
roofed but open living space, as 
a transitional element between the 
garden and the individual rooms 
of the house. 

They also introduced other pro- 
visions for openness into their 
buildings. The little Catholic 
church, with its open latticed walls, 
on page 106, is a delightful illus- 
tration of a form of openness in a 
non-residential structure. In _ its 
naiveté, it breathes the very spirit 
of tropical isles. Other illustrations 
of providing openness will be found 
in the houses in this issue. The 
open ventilating gables, used in 
the Damon house on page 89, are 
one. The band of grillwork used 
below the ceiling, in the carport 
of this same house and in the cor- 
ridors of the Alexander and Bald- 
win Building, is another. 

Although traces of Oriental cul- 
ture had found their way to these 
islands, at this early crossroads 
of the Pacific, on the sailing ships 
of the traders, the importing of a 
group of several hundred Chinese 
laborers in 1852, followed by a 
group of 149 Japanese in 1868 be- 
gan the addition of still another 
quality to the culture of Hawaii. 


HE first meeting of the Orient 

and the Occident architectural- 
ly (if it may be called a meeting) 
is represented by the temple shown 
on page 106 with its traditional 
Buddhist front and New England 
clapboard sides. The one ignores 
the presence of the other. 

Other temples were built in the 
completely traditional manner, 
symbols of a transplanted faith. 
But the Orientals brought with 
them other elements than symbols 
of a faith. They also brought a 
high degree of craftsmanship and 
a long tradition in woodworking, 
a love for the natural beauty of 
materials, an Oriental sense of 
ornament and color (a sharp con- 
trast to the Puritans’ rejection 
of these things as worldly), and 
a long tradition of living in houses 
having an integral relationship be- 
tween the house and its garden. 

Contained within the limits of 
these islands, whose total area is 
about that of the states of Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island com- 
bined, and guided by the disci- 
plines of their singular climate and 
landscape toward a regional way 
of building, these various unre- 
lated elements were waiting to be 
formed into a style. 


The processes of time alone 


might have achieved it. Aided 
the imaginative foresight of f¢ 
architects represented in this iss 
the processes were accelerated. 


ICKEY and Wood had by 19 
indicated the styles, gene 
features, and form.

wo objects cannot occupy the same space at the same time. 

This principle is as true in gardening as it is in physics, 

and you can put it to work in your landscaping to save your 
self maintenance time. Saturation planting means growing the 
plants you want in such density that they crowd out the ones you 
dontsyant. They keep down the undergrowth by keeping out the 
light, by using up most of the available nutrition in the soil. 
and simply by taking up the physical space. 

When you follow the classic advice to build a thick high lawn 
as the best defense against lawn weeds, you are using the satura- 
tion principle. When you set out ivy or pachysandra as a mass 
sround cover, you are doing the same thing. What may be new to 
you is that you can use shrubs and trees in the same way. You 
can plant them close enough together to eliminate the problem 
of weeds and the fruitless job of regular cultivation. 

This kind of planting works so well that there is danger of 
overdoing it. Without the proper planning. you'll only ave a 
jungle. You can avoid overgrowth if you select the proper plants, 
put them in the right places. and keep them under control.

More and better films for home showing are being 
released every year. Where and how do you get them? 


Here is a guide to the largest sources of supply 


hese are good times for 16mm 

films. More films are being re- 
leased than ever before, and hap- 
pily more good films. 

The 2.385 new titles listed in 
the latest supplement to the Edu- 
cational Film Guide (published 
by the H. W. Wilson Company in 
New York) show a substantial in- 
crease over the previous year’s 
1.445. In addition, nearly a thou- 
sand feature films were introduced 
to 16mm users during the past two 
years, a record in number and in 
such splendid diversity as Garbo’s 
“Camille” (from Films, ine.) and 
Fellini’s “La Strada” (from Bran- 
don Films).

Dear R.W.: 


I think I am a reasonably intelligent person. I 


enjoy reading and have little trouble following 


the thoughts of some of the great authors. I en- 


joy my rare occasions at the theater. Music, how- 


ever, seems to be a closed subject to me. I have 


never learned to play the piano and cannot read 


notes. I have been to one or two concerts but, 


while I liked some of the music, other compo- 


sitions bored me. I have listened to one or two 


records but couldn't keep my mind on the music. 


Yet I know how much pleasure my friends get 


from music, and I am a little envious. How does 


one get to love music?-—M.M, 


Dear M. M.: 


The question you raise is not 
new. Nor is there an easy answer. 
Let me first say that what you ask 
for can be done: that many people 
have gone through the process of 
conversion for which you seek 
guidance. Today there are many, 
many people who derive an encom- 
passing and enduring enjoyment 
from music, without necessarily 
possessing any knowledge of mu- 
sic—certainly without possessing 
any technical knowledge. The con- 
verts grow apace, the community 
of sound swells year by year. More 
records of good music are spun, 
more music is taught in school, 
concerts are better attended even 
in unprosperous periods, and good- 
music radio stations withstand the 
onslaught of TV.

Five guideposts 
for entering 


the world of music 


By RICHARD WILLIAMS 


Dear R.W.: 

I think I am a reasonably intelligent person. I 
enjoy reading and have little trouble following 
the thoughts of some of the great authors. I en- 
joy my rare occasions at the theater. Music, how- 
ever, seems to be a closed subject to me. I have 


never learned to play the piano and cannot read 









notes. I have been to one or two concerts but, 


while I liked some of the music, other compo- 


sitions bored me. I have listened to one or two 


records but couldn't keep my mind on the music. 


Yet I know how much pleasure my friends get 


from music, and I am a little envious. How does 


one get to love music?-—M.M. 


Dear M. M.: 


The question you raise is not 
new. Nor is there an easy answer. 
Let me first say that what you ask 
for can be done: that many people 
have gone through the process of 
conversion for which you seek 
guidance. Today there are many, 
many people who derive an encom- 
passing and enduring enjoyment 
from music, without necessarily 
possessing any knowledge of mu- 
sic—certainly without 
any technical knowledge. The con- 
yerts grow apace, the community 


possessing 


of sound swells year by year. More 
records of good music are spun, 
more music is taught in school, 
concerts are better attended even 
in unprosperous periods, and good- 
music radio stations withstand the 
onslaught of TV. In short, music 
has become hugely popular. 

Still, we who are professionally 


interested in music have no right 
to feel complacent, to feel that our 
work is done. There are still many 
thousands who are strangers to 
music. And some of these look for 
guidance. That this is so is attested 
to by the success of the attempts 
to give guidance. For example, the 
Book-of-the-Month Club offers a 
series of music-appreciation rec- 
ords in which the music is accom- 
panied by a second record on 
which the composition is discussed 
and explained. Record companies 
have issued special records de- 
signed to entice the beginner, such 
records as “Classical Music for 
People Who Hate Classical Music” 
and “Good Music for People Who 
Don’t Know Anything About It.” 
Their success shows the presence 
of popular demand.

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CREAIN 1 COOKERY 


The exuberance that interlards our society is 


creating new things of all kinds, and in the most surprising places. 


One of these is a creative restaurant, of all things, and it typifies 


what is happening to the American home cuisine 


By ELIZABETH GORDON 


everal decades from now, when historians have 

got matters all properly adjusted to their liking, 

certain things will be clearly important as inno- 

vations peculiar to this time of the Mid-Twentieth 

Century. But I am the impatient type, and I hate 
to have to wait to be told. I want to enjoy it now, wallow- 
ing in my appreciation of it, so to speak. 

So I go around using the wrong end of my field glasses, 
trying to get perspective on the things right under my nose, 
trying to discover the real “stand-outs” of this day and age. 

One of these, I have decided, is that a new, creative 
approach to cooking is emerging. If this fails to seem re- 
markable to you, let me hasten to remind you that for a 
hundred years or more cooking has been the most time- 
bound, tradition-bound art of all the arts. The more gour- 
met the cuisine the more tradition-bound it has been. The 
international cuisine, used (or attempted) by better restau- 
rants and hotels all over the world, is the classic French 
cuisine, which is hoary with tradition. It operates on the 
premise that the best way of doing everything was figured 
out a hundred or more years ago and that there is no point 
in questioning it or trying to improve it. This classic French 
cuisine has been perpetuated by the apprentice system, 
whose basis rests squarely on the attitude “do what you are 
told and don’t ask why.” 

But Americans are great askers of “why” and prone to 
bolt from rules. Even though it has been drummed into 
home cooks “this is a tested recipe, so follow it exactly,” 
it is only beginners and the congenitally timid who are 
likely to actually comply with this advice. 

This matter has been very hard to get an exact line on. 
For cookbooks sell by the millions, and the people who 
write them and publish them deduce that they are being 
used in the precise way they are written. But I get into as 
many homes a year as anybody in America, and I talk cook- 


ing everywhere I go (it being my favorite subject) and I 
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have had a growing suspicion for at least a decade that the 
cookbooks are being used more as a point of departure than 
as instruction books to be taken literally. After the woman 
has passed through the first five or ten years of marriage, 
she is no longer a novice cook. She begins to freewheel. 
tamper with, and transpose recipes. In short, she begins to 
be a culinary creator. 

Since no field research has been formally done, almost 
nothing has been said about this. The wiseacres in the food 
world officially think otherwise. Each woman who does cre- 
ative cookery thinks she is unique, for she has no way of 
finding out how many there are like her. 

I was willing to go along with this conspiracy of silence, 
on the grounds that my field sampling was inadequate, until 
a most unusual and significant thing happened. Last winter 
a new very high-class restaurant opened in New York that 
dared to break with the classic cuisine that is the founda- 
tion of all restaurants attempting to do an elegant and gour- 
met job. Their menu, their presentation of the food, the 
architecture and the decorating. even the attire of manage- 
ment and captains, and the attitudes of the entire person- 
nel—everything that adds up to character—was different. 
Different, not to be different, but because they had some 
new kind of two-fisted grasp—call it understanding—about 
food which I had never seen in a restaurant in the United 
States or in the other twenty-two countries | have been in. 
Here was something authentic and original. This restaurant 
was not molded in the image of a great, classic French 
restaurant, even though it is as elegant and as gastro- 
nomically satisfactory. At last, somebody had broken out 
of the pattern of “conventional wisdom,” and was shaping 
a new point of view about cooking. 

Apparently “the book” hadn’t been completely written 
after all! And if the restaurant world had enough vitality 
to break the bonds of tradition, then anything could hap- 
pen.

f you can free your mind of clichés and con- 

ventions you ve made a big step toward pro- 
ducing or judging creative work. Where light- 
ing is concerned this means forgetting the 
chandelier, sconce, and lantern and _ starting 
fresh in terms of what electric lighting can do. 

In these custom fixtures, all the work of Irene 
McGowan of Seattle, you see the result of this 
uninhibited, creative point of view. These are 
truly fresh thoughts on how to use light most 
effectively and beautifully. Although as objects 
they are elegantly beautiful in themselves, the 
real art lies in what they do with light. In other 
words the fixture is not intended as an end in 
itself, but as a means to an end. The end goal is 
to use light as an appropriate architectural 
element, delightful as well as functional. 

All the units shown here were designed for 
specific places, sympathetic in scale and char- 
acter with their environment so they belong as 
inevitable features in the room and _ building.

You will find an unusually broad selec- 
tion, including as many as thirty to forty pieces for various 
rooms in the house. 

The quality of construction in this furniture is of the degree 
usually associated with good decorator shops and furniture 
stores. It is furniture that makes the most of the beauty of 


wood—in the tradition of fine design and woodworking crafts- 


manship. All through this collection of furniture there is the 
use of panelling with veneers, cross-banding for contrast in 
pattern, and marquetry (inlay work) with veneer. As you run 
your hand over it, you notice how well the wood grain is 
matched; you feel the craftsmanship of the joinery and 
detailing, and the quality of the finish. The effort here is to 
make the grain and character of the various woods become 
a feature of the design. 

Besides the size of the collection, your shopping con- 
venience has been considered in other ways. Stores that carry 
it will have a large percentage of the collection on hand and 


will display it so it is easy to see and (Please turn the page)

inspect. It will be in “open stock,” which means it is planned 
for continuous availability. Pieces that are not on display can 
be obtained on order. 

The furniture is neither strictly traditional nor modern in 
design. The use of wood and the craftsmanship is traditional 
in character, but the feeling is contemporary. The pieces are 
not copied from traditional forms but designed to blend with 
either style. 

There is a family resemblance all through the collection, 
but each piece has its own definite interest and character. 
The similarity in the pieces is partly due to the over-all design, 
but is mostly due to consistency in materials, detailing, and 
finish. All the solid wood is pecan. Veneers are butternut, 
myrtle burl, Tamo from Japan, and Zebrawood from Africa. 
Hardware is gold-on-brass with antiqued finish. Pernige marble 
from Portugal is used on some tables. It has a wide range of 
soft colors and is shot through with accents of shell and fossil. 
Every detail has been carefully considered and given signi- 
ficance in the design. 

The finish is warm and mellow honey-color, not quite shiny 
and not quite dull. 

This collection of furniture is named Sophisticate, and is 
made by Tomlinson of High Point, North Carolina. 
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Sofa doesn’t take up a lot of room, but is 
comfortable, neat, and good-looking. Frame is pecan, 
cushions are foam rubber on hand-tied coil-spring 


seat. Portuguese marble table top, pecan frame.

no great quantity baggage to handle, quick 
passage through customs. Even the most 
complex air tour, using four or five con- 
necting airlines on six continents, can be 
bought on a single ticket in less than an 
hour. The international airplane is not only 
fast; its services, going with the traveler 
wherever he may land, are many and re- 
markably comprehensive. In thousands of 
cities around the world, for example, the 
airlines stand ready to arrange accommo- 
dation, sight-seeing, car rental, etc. Their 
offices and agents (Pan Am alone, with its 
affiliates, has 926) serve also as informa- 
tion centers and points of contact in each 
country. Wardrobe advisors and shopping 
consultants offer special services to women. 

Aboard the global plane everything from 
child care to champagne to private com- 
partments are to be found. Air France has 
an airport nursery in New York and Paris, 
and serves its famous cuisine with Limoges 
porcelain, Baccarat crystal and Christofle 
silver. In the heart of Africa, Pan Am 
serves meals prepared by Maxim’s of Paris; 
and Japan Air Lines’ décor includes sugi 
and kiri paneling and flower arrangements. 


je all-embracing web of air routes now 
penetrates every corner of the earth: to 
Khartoum and Afghanistan and the re- 
motest of South Sea islands. By means of 
interline agreements (any airline will sell 
the services of any other to fill the gaps 
’ in its own service and to give you precisely 
the itinerary you want), this web becomes 
in effect one unified system that goes every- 
where from anywhere. A journey of almost 
any size, shape, and combination of coun- 
tries is made feasible even for the man with 
only two or. three weeks (and $1,000 to 
$2,000) at his disposal. 

The 15 transatlantic airlines are now 
carrying as many passengers to Europe as 
the steamship lines. London, Paris, and 
Rome are the great gateways, but they are 
only the beginning of the air traveler’s 
new world. Every day Air France, for ex- 


ample, flies from the pale gray light of 
Paris to the many-colored pageant of 
Morocco and on to the darkest outposts of 
Equatorial Africa. Even the countries of the 
oxcart and the wooden plow—India, Tur- 
key, Mexico, Ethiopia, Peru—have exten- 
sive well-run domestic airlines, that make 
it possible to grasp their immensities in as 
little as a week. Nairobi (Kenya) is served 
by 13 different airlines, to and from every 
part of the earth; Istanbul is served by 20; 
Athens, by 21; Beirut (a true world cross- 
roads), by 28. 

Based on dozens of such air centers, the 
frequency, density, and connectivity of air 
service create an entirely new geography 
of travel. Possibilities of range and variety 
are opened up that make the land or sea 
traveler’s itinerary seem fragmentary and 
rigid. The imagination leaps to a new point 
of view: Burma, South Africa, Ceylon fall 
into one’s hands. The airplane has made 
an easygoing world traveler of the man who 
used to settle for two weeks at the seashore. 

Taken by air, Europe, the Near East, the 
whole Mediterranean world is much like 
New England taken by road. Given the jet’s 
foreshortenings of time and the opportu- 
nity to come and go as he will, the traveler 
attains the freedom of both Europe and 
the world. And nowhere is this freedom 
more useful than in the enjoyment of the 
remarkable system the airlines call stop- 
over privileges. It means this: that the in- 
ternational air traveler can turn a business 
trip to Rome, for instance, into a 16-city 
grand tour. Or a trip to India can become 
a round-the-world tour of 50 cities, costing 
no more than the point-to-point ticket. 

It is a delightfully complex affair (de- 
pending on the different routes of the 
different airlines) with many tempting 
subtleties. Essentially it allows a wide choice 
of stops (of unlimited duration) along any 
given route, after payment of the fare only 
to the farthest point of the trip. You might 
go, for instance, direct from New York to 
But

L, all depends on the route of the par- 
ticular airline. The energetic traveler can 
choose from hundreds of cities; the farther 
he goes, the more interesting the choice be- 
comes. The range and diversity of the stop- 
over tour are limited only by the willing- 
ness of the traveler to keep moving. For 
the lover of big-city contrasts, the possible 
juxtapositions are marvelous. For the full 
impact of air travel with stopovers, the as 
sumption must be made that even one day 
or two in Paris, Rome, Athens, Istanbul can 
be enough; that the quickly shifting kalei- 
doscope, bright with first impressions, will 
produce a string of most memorable days. 

If the traveler buys a round-trip ticket, 
he can often double the stopover possibil- 
ities. Pan American, for instance, flies to 
Beirut by way of Shannon, Dublin, Lon- 
don, Paris, Munich, Vienna, and Istanbul, 
and returns through Damascus, Cairo, 
Athens, Rome, Nice, Barcelona, Madrid, 
Lisbon, and the Azores. The very extensive 
BEA network within Europe makes possible 
many combinations. Even on the relatively 
short runs to Rome, many variations are 
offered. KLM has seven different combina- 
tions of stopovers on the way to Rome, for 
instance, and the SAS route (always at the 
same basic New York-Rome rate of $591) 
includes Amsterdam, Copenhagen, Milan, 
Florence, and Venice, along with six other 
cities. TWA lists 17 stopover cities on its 
New York-Rome route, can take you via 
Lisbon and Madrid, return you via Milan, 
Geneva, Zurich, Frankfurt, Paris, Brussels,

Special-flavor beers from around the world—and from our own breweries too—have 


found new popularity in America. Some are darker, some are richer, some are stronger 


mn flavor, all are individuals. Still only a drop in the beer-drinking bucket, their rise 


fo recognition is another indication of the growing cosmopolitan taste in America 


ach year more and more foreign beer is imported into 
L the United States, and each year more of our own 
pecial brews are sold here. Admittedly, the market for beer 
vith an individual character. whether foreign or American, 
s extremely limited. A thousand to one, Americans still 
thoose the light dry types—the standard brands. Yet the 
change is perceptible. Some individual beers, like Danish 
fuborg, show an increase of 500 per cent. Heineken’s of 
dolland has rocketed; so has Lowenbrau of Bavaria. 

What are the reasons? Foreign travel, of course. A grow- 
ng acquaintance with different types of beer. Perhaps a 
light swing of the pendulum away from light and dry to 
icher flavors, more body, more solids, more strength. All 
hese have some bearing. The experts are inclined to believe. 
iowever, that most important is our American desire for 
reedom of choice. Wholeheartedly in this country we have 
mbraced the philosophy that the world, the whole world 
ind the riches thereof. can be ours to choose from, espe- 
lally in the realm of food and drink. 

For us, all this started with an article entitled “Beer in 
he Champagne Manner” which appeared in House Brav- 
IFUL, August 1956. We dealt specifically with American 
veers which are by design and intent light, dry, delicate. 
1ot too filling and not too high in calories. 

“But what about other beers?” we were hounded. “You’ve 
eft a whole wide world of beer untapped.” 

They wanted to tell us about their “discoveries,” about 
eers that are rugged individuals.

How to be a beer expert: 


Don’t stick to one beer. Try various kinds. 
Know the difference between types: ale and 
lager, for example, and Pilsener and Miinch- 
ener. 

Judge each beer as you would a person, play, 
or book—on its merits as an individual. 
Don’t make wild generalizations, such as 
“draught beer is always better.” Know when 
to order draught. 

Store beer in cool darkness (direct sunlight 
can ruin beer), and never let it freeze. 
Choose the proper container to suit the beer 
and the occasion. Don’t believe that it tastes 
as well out of the bottle or can. 

Rinse the beer glass with cold water before 
you use it. 

Pour beer so that it has a head on it, at least 
an inch or an inch and a half deep. 

Serve beer at the proper temperature—never 
so cold that it deadens the taste buds—about 
40° for light American beers, 48° to 55° for 
the fuller-bodied imports and ales. 

Do not hoard your best beers. They should 
be enjoyed quickly. 

Serve the right beer with the right foods, 
mating light with light, rich food with darker, 
stronger beers and ales.

E discovered, among other 

things, that it is a great mis- 
take to assume that all European 
beers are more interesting than 
American beers. Some are and 
some aren't.

(In Sweden you 
can buy a so-called “motorist beer” 
which contains only 2.8 per cent 
alcohol by weight or a beer con- 
taining almost 8 per cent alcohol 
by weight.) Some European beers 
are full-bodied. Many are aged a 
great deal longer than the average 
American beer. Some, like those 
imported into this country from 
Bavaria. are made of all barley 
malt. Most imports, however, are 
brewed. like American beers. with 
some corn, rice, or wheat. 


HE fact that a beer is “local.” 
found on draught in a little 
German tavern or discovered in

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a way-off-the-beaten-track village, 


does not necessarily make it great. | 


This truth was illustrated viv- 
idly a short time ago when we 
accompanied a golden (anodized 
aluminum) barrel—the hundred- 
millionth barrel of Pabst beer—on 
its way to a hamlet in Germany 
from which the company’s founder 
had come some 140 years before. 

The whole countryside was in- 
vited to the feast for free Pabst 
beer. But for a time we ignored 
the free beer and insisted on buy- 
ing the local brew. It was served 
or long wooden tables. There were 
a stone courtyard, flowering lilacs. 
a rosy-cheeked fraulein, great 
mugs. The bratwurst was excellent, 
the brotchen were fresh and crusty; 
the mustard biting hot. 

Everything was perfect—except 
the local beer! There was no deny- 
ing. it had a curious off-taste, sort 
of buttermilky. It was not lusty. It 
was, in fact, definitely on the weak 
side and more than a little muddy. 

This opinion must have been 
shared by the citizenry, for after 
recovering from the first surprise 
of finding beer in cans they took 
a few speculative whiffs, then a 
taste and then another, and_pro-

Beer vs. Ale 


Just what is the difference be- 
tween beer and ale? The essential 
difference is in the type of yeast. 
Ale yeast is more like the one that 
produces wine. Some of ‘the rich, 
fine ales of England were once 
called barley wine. Ale yeast works 
at the top. Beer yeast settles to 
the bottom. The temperatures are 
different, too. Ale is fermented at 
a much higher temperature. Beer 
fermentation takes longer than ale, 
but ale must be aged a good deal 
longer. Usually beers have less al- 
cohol than ales and a less obvious 
blessing of hops.

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The Cult for Draught 


Among the beer-drinking frater- 
nity, the wildest enthusiasm is re- 
served for draught beer. There are 
some who even go so far as to in- 
sist that “bottled beer isn’t worth 
drinking; draught is the thing.” 

All too often these same people 
have the most distorted ideas about 
the difference, which is principally 
pasteurization. 

As with milk, the pasteurization 
of beer in the bottle slows down 
but does not halt the ravages of 
time. As with milk, it does in some 
small measure alter the taste. 
All bottled beers are pasteurized. 
Draught beers, which are delivered 
in kegs and kept constantly under 
refrigeration, are not pasteurized. 
This is the principal difference be- 
tween the two. But the difference 
grows greater as the beer ages. 

Once we tasted Pabst beer fresh- 
bottled right off the bottling line 
and compared it with the same 
beer on draught. Even the great 
Dr. Joseph Bauch, one of the 
world’s finest beer technologists, 
could not be quite certain which 
was which. But when we compared 
draught beer with the one that had 
been bottled for three months, the 
difference was apparent—even to 
an editor. 





Nevertheless, draught beer is 
more “chancey.” Its quality de- 
pends not only upon the brewer 
but upon the handling, transporta- 
tion and also upon the tavern 
keeper. Hazards are multiplied 
when you order imported beer on 
draught, for the time involved in 
transportation is so much greater 
and the distances are longer. If a 
keg of beer from Europe has been 
transported under ideal conditions, 
if it has been kept refrigerated 
and at the proper temperatures, if 
the demand in that particular 
tavern or restaurant is great, if 
the equipment is admirable and 
the bartender is conscientious, you 
may have an incomparable drink. 


F COURSE, there are some of 
the same problems involved in 
getting a bottle of imported beer at 
its peak of perfection. It may be too 
old. It may have developed a haze. 
It might have been frozen or kept 
at too high a temperature. The 
best known brewers of Bavaria, 
Holland, and Denmark are well 
aware of these dangers, and in 
their export brews have built in 
some protections, slightly adjust- 
ing their bottled beers to the heat 
of Africa or the chill of Alaska. 
Some beers are so rich, so deli-

There is a certain art in match- 
ing the proper beer with the proper 
food. The principle is much the 
same as it is with wines. Mate rich 
with rich, light with light. With a 
lusty red meat dish like a sauer- 
braten or an oniony stew a dark 
Miinchener would be excellent. 
With shrimps or crabs, lobsters or 
any kind of fish that might suggest 
white wine, the beer should have 
the same qualities of lightness, 
never overpowering the subtle fla- 
vors of the sea. 

Plain foods take to beer and so 
do exotic dishes. No wine is quite 
right for a curry or a rijsttafel. 
With these, as might be expected, 
nothing is quite so fine as an India 
pale ale which is a special type, 
delicate but pungent, that began 
to be brewed many generations 
ago, especially for export to India. 

As a general rule, beer blends 
with almost any kind of food ex- 
cept those made with rich cream 
sauces, or flavored with wines or 
brandy. Beer is particularly good 
with pork, ham and sausages, with 
goose and game. It is at home with 
a hot dog at a ball park or a bear 
steak at a banquet. 

You can also have your beer in 
food. Beer cookery is a much neg- 
lected branch of the culinary art. 


Yet for centuries there have been 
notable recipes using beer. In 
stews or gravies and even in breads 
or cakes, beer may be substituted 
for a part or all the liquid. 
House BEAvTIFUL (August, 1956) 
featured a number of recipes in- 
cluding the renowned Flemish stew 
known as Carbonnade. There are 
shrimps cooked in beer, a_ beer 
bread, Alsatian potato-ball salad, a 
beer-glazed ham, an English rare- 
bit new style, and even a rich, 
moist, dark-as-dark chocolate cake 
made from a mix—and with beer.

the high incidence of creative 
cooks in American homes wasn’t so 
after all. For indeed, 


the last place you would expect 


far-fetched

thing was more widespread than I 


in private homes. 


had let myself believe. 

So I began a systematic examina- 
tion of what made this restaurant 
tick—this restaurant in Rockefel- 
ler Center called “The Forum of 
the Twelve Caesars.” I wanted to 
know if this totally new character 
was a fluke they had stumbled on, 
or the result of a planned policy. 
Was it made, or did it just happen 
like Topsy? 


OR eight months I have been 

eating my way (at my expense) 
through their extensive menu and 
getting acquainted with the people 
who run the place. What I have 
found is a rare specimen of per- 
fectionism—genus Americanus. I 
found what Europeans would say 
could never be: a real quality res- 
taurant run by big business. For 
this 
tronomic establishment, with 


small richly-appointed  gas- 
only 
144 seats, is run by a big company 
called Restaurant Associates. em- 
ploying 1,200 people and operat- 
ing 28 other quite different res- 
taurants where the average dinner 
check is moderate in the majority 
of them. Other big companies have 
tried to run fine restaurants and 
did not succeed for one reason or 
another. So what was the hidden 
factor here, making the crucial 
difference? 

I found that the cooking. buying 
and presentation ideas of the ex- 
ecutives are so similar to those of 
the private gourmets all over the 
world that to explain them is to 
draw a blueprint of what it is to 
be a gourmet anywhere. 

The keystone is that the eight 
or nine top executives who created 
“The Forum” all think that food is 
the most fascinating subject in the 
world. Specially. they think eating 
should do more than satisfy the 
palate. It should also please the 
eye with its presentation, and in- 
terest the mind and _ intellect.

Caribbean to the bottom. Looking 
| down on the islands from the air, 
it seemed we were never very high 
off the ground, and we were hardly 
ever out of sight of land. Prac- 
tically all the hops were of less 
than an hour. On the map many of 
these islands are just pin points. 
The Leeward group starts with the 
‘Virgins and runs into the Wind- 
wards. Together they form a curv- 
ing necklace that holds back the 
rough Atlantic from the quieter 
waters of the Caribbean. 
From the air the islands look 
'more or less alike. All have lush 
tropical foliage bordered by a nar- 
row white fringe of beach. Some 
“seem more mountainous than oth- 
ers; some have more land under 
cultivation. Yet once you have 
landed on one of the islands and 
have figuratively scratched the sur- 
face, you find that each has a dis- 
tinct personality and character of 
its own. 


Guadeloupe 


Leaving the well-known Juxuri- 
ous accommodations of Jamaica 
behind, my first stops were in the 
French West Indies islands of 
Guadeloupe and Martinique. These 
twin islands admit that they are 
not quite ready for an influx of 
tourists. 

“But just wait,” His Excellency 
Le Prefet, Governor of Guade- 
loupe, told me as I sat in his office 
at Government House in Basse 
Terre. “We have plans for three 
big hotels,” he said, pulling the 
drawings out from a desk drawer. 
“They'll be ready in three years.” 
They are all to be located in beau- 
tiful areas on magnificent beaches. 
But as yet, not even the roads to 
reach these sites have been con- 
structed. I’m afraid it will be a 
long time before the French West 
Indies develop a bang-up tourist 
season. For one thing they will 
have to do something about the 
mosquitoes and sand flies. Perhaps 





they will even have to turn the 


famous black sand beaches to 
gleaming white. 
Nevertheless I loved my _ brief 


stay on both Guadeloupe and Mar- 

tinique. They seem isolated and 
cozy, and both have a very foreign 
atmosphere. They are packed with 
color and beauty. Their personality 
is totally unlike any of the other 
islands that make up the West In- 
dies, although Guadeloupe is just 
a hop from the completely Brit- 
ish island of Barbados. 


Pointe-a-Pitre, Guadeloupe’s ar- 
rival city, is busy-busy, completely 
spilling over with a native popula- 
tion that lives in tiny wooden 
shacks with fancy gingerbread 
trim. They stand side by side but 
amusingly all awry. The hurricane 
of 1957 gave them that look. The 
colors they’ve been painted are be- 
yond imagination, ranging from 
bright yellow to violent tangerine 
to a warm deep red. And with 
quantities of black-skinned chil- 
dren running around in all sizes, 
the city has all the look of a gay 
musical comedy. 

During my first afternoon drive 
out into the island of Grande Terre 
I began to realize just how fertile 
Guadeloupe is. France does not 
have to subsidize Guadeloupe, I am 
told. It is self-supporting. Everyone 
there works—everyone, that is, ex- 
cept married women, who are for- 
bidden by law to do so. Everything 
imported comes from France. The 
freighters you see moored to the 
dock bring in their cargoes and 
carry away tons and tons of raw 
sugar. The nicest import I bought 
was a French perfume for $5 an 
ounce (it sells for around $25 in 
the United States). 

I stayed at Pointe-a-Pitre’s Grand 
Hotel. It is no Caribe Hilton—if 
you know what I mean. In the late 
afternoon you can sit on the ve- 
randa, cooling off with a rum 
punch. You can have the excite- 
ment of watching a fast set of 
table tennis, then wind up the day 
by eating a fairly good meal pre- 
pared by a French chef. However, 
the half-day’s motor tour I made 
with a most pleasant, polite native 
driver who also acted as a guide 
was really worth the entire trip 
to Guadeloupe. 

We traveled from Grande Terre 
across the bridge to Basse Terre,

North of Frankfurt lie the 
Rhineland, the Moselle, and then 
the Germany of heavy industry, of 
coal. steel, of metal working and 
chemicals. 

True. the piece of the Rhine 
from Mainz to Koblenz is famous 
for its castle-crowned vineyards. A 
motor or boat trip downstream, 
even as far as Cologne, is nearly a 
must. (Don’t overlook the Swan 
Hotel at Oestrich and the Crown 
at Assmannshausen. ) 

Yet even in the “Ruhr area” the 
newcomer is startled to find deep 
woods and old castles practically 
the head- 
and steel mills. A drive 
along the River Ruhr itself is one 
of the most revealing excursions

She 
might have said that a squash is a gourd. that 
a squash is most often a pumpkin, or that a 
pumpkin is sometimes a squash, without rais- 
ing a single botanical twinkle or grin—and I 
will herewith prove it.

Squash with Yogurt Dressing 
2 tablespoons fresh dill, chopped 
1 pint yogurt 

1 large clove garlic, mashed 
Salt and pepper to taste

When you want a really rich- 
flavored dressing, prepare it a day 
ahead. First gather a handful of 
dill from the garden. If you must 
give it a rinse, dry thoroughly on 
a paper towel before chopping. 
Beat yogurt until all lumps are 
gone. A rotary beater is handy for 
this. Season with garlic (straight 
from the press). salt, and freshly- 
ground pepper. Add 2 level table- 
spoons of dill, beating yogurt mix- 
ture again. Keep at room tempera- 
ture for an hour and refrigerate 
until needed. 

Pick firm young squash less 
than an hour before serving time. 
Scrub well with a vegetable brush. 
Slice into thin slivers and wilt by 
sprinkling lightly with salt, and 
let stand 15 to 25 minutes. Com- 
bine with dressing and decorate 
sparsely with more chopped dill.

FP he age of sputnik has not yet made the compost pile 
obsolete. There is no substitute in the garden for organic 
matter in the dynamic state of becoming humus. The only 
question is how to integrate the composting area into the 
garden so it fits the over-all design. 
Coping with this problem is not difficult if you consider 
it a permanent part of the garden, and give it the thought 
it deserves. No one should, or has to, settle for unsightly 


piles of decaying vegetation. 


Shown below is an example of how well an efficient com-

posting operation can fit into a garden. You can also use 
fences, or planting, or an existing building to help screen 
the compost area from view. Don’t pile compost up against 
a permanent structure. It will cause rot—unless the wall is 
of masonry, redwood, or cypress. If the area is enclosed, 
allow plenty of room to maneuver with a wheelbarrow. 

The average small garden should have an area at least 
5 feet square and 4 feet high for the compost pile. 

Here are some other thoughts to help you develop an 
efficient composting operation: 

Put the compost in the shade to reduce the evaporation of 
needed moisture. Make a depression in the top of the pile 
to serve as a catch basin for rain water. 

If possible, put it within reach of the garden hose. As 
new material is added, it should be wet down thoroughly 
(except for succulent greens like grass clippings). During 
a drought, you may have to water almost every day. Sprinkle 
only until the compost becomes moist and spongy, not over- 
saturated. Nothing will leach the minerals away quicker than 
over-watering, or heavy rains. 

Leave one side open for easy handling of the material. 
or fit one side with removable slats.

You can take a lot of toil and 
trouble out of compost-making if you give 


yourself a really good place to do it 


This is a compost factory—and a very good one. It pro- 
duces an excellent product with low overhead, few labor 
problems, and no depreciation. Hollow concrete block is laid 
up in mortar to make a perforated outside wall and let air 
into the pile. Floor is concrete, and for interior dividers the 
blocks are stacked—without mortar—as movable partitions. 

On the left you can see how the space was divided when 
it was photographed. Sketches show other ways compart- 
ments can be arranged. In the fall when the bulk of the raw 
material is collected, the remaining compost from the years 
before—in different stages of breakdown—is moved into 
smaller quarters and space left to start a new batch. Compost 
needs turning; this and the moving are done in one operation.

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efficient than with a single source. 
Low-nitrogen wastes (leaves, straw, 
hard stems, or sawdust) decay 
slowly by themselves. The high- 
nitrogen materials (grass _ clip- 
pings, clover, hay, young weeds, 
or manure) are furiously worked 
on by the bacteria, evolve plenty 
of heat and may lose a good por- 
tion of nitrogen as ammonia gas. 
Together, they turn out a_high- 
grade compost fit for the most ele- 
gant flower bed. 

Shredding refuse into one-inch 
pieces greatly speeds up the com- 
posting process. The rotary lawn 
mowers now on the market can 
shred as well as mow. Shredding 
is especially important for leaves 
and heavy stalks, which are slow- 
est to break down. A bin-in-waiting 
is very handy for storing material 
to be chopped. 

Preferably, make the pile all at 
once with shredded organic matter 
and wet thoroughly. In the fall. 
decomposition goes on slowly. It 
speeds up as the weather warms. 
Remember that small pieces of 


material, addition ef rich soil,

fertilizer, or manure (as an acti- 
vator), plenty of moisture and 
occasional turning to mix and 
aerate are the keys to fast action. 
If you start a pile now you can 
have rough compost by next sum- 
mer and good compost by fall. But 
if you use unchopped material and 
don’t turn it often it may take 
three years or more to make good 
compost. 

if a well-chopped pile is started 
in spring it will heat up to as 
much as 140°-160°F. as the bac- 
teria come into play. This heat 
safely kills plant diseases and in- 
sect eggs. Weed seeds germinate 
and die off (remove weeds from 
the top of the compost pile). 
Should you be able to turn the 
pile every week or so, you will be 
rewarded with a usable compost 
within two or three months. 

Don’t wait until the compost de- 
cays into perfect black humus. 
Apply it to the soil when the last 
active stages of decay are reached. 
Dig in as a top dressing in flower 
and vegetable beds. Put it in plant- 
ing holes; screen to use in potting. 


SQUASH AND PUMPKIN CAN BE 
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fruit knife. Steam in a large cast- 
iron frying pan in chicken soup 
(about 44-inch deep) and the bou- 
quet of parsley. Bring to a boil, 
lower heat and simmer for 10 min- 
utes, no more. Drain well and cool 
somewhat before wrapping each 
piece with bacon strips. Two pieces 
will probably take care of each 
squash portion. Sauté quickly until 
the bacon is crisp but not exces- 
sively brittle. Serve immediately.

for growing members of the pump- 
kin-squash clan.

He may kill the 
vine while he builds the piles of 
dust that reveal his work. One gar- 
dener found a way to kill the grubs 
with a 15-cent oil can and Black 
Leaf 40, a strong poison. He put 
a drop of poison in the can. filled 
it with water, and, using the snout 
needle, 
deadly bath. “Layering” is another 
remedy. Where the vine branches. 
bury it under a shovelful of earth, 
and it will root at once, giving it

The vines will often try to root 
that the earth. 
This should not be allowed without

The vine borer has only one gen- 
eration a year. a plan I would like 
to propose to the Mexican bean 
beetle as a suggestion in public 
relations. In fact, all the ills I 
have seen afflict the cucurbits seem 
to wane as the summer waxes. and 
any vine that lives in health 
through July goes on until frost. 


R. BEARD of the Connecticut

You may want to take additional 
precautions. Rotate the family sea- 
sonally with corn, a root or leaf 
crop, not a vine. Keep down the 
weeds roundabout, especially milk- 
weed, catnip, scoke, and_ burr | 
cucumber, which might carry mo- 
saic. Burn every expended vine. 
But the old gardener considers 
pumpkins and squash among the 
easy crops and you will probably 
have little trouble with them.

THERE’S NO TUNE LIKE A SHOW TUNE

of Victor Herbert, Rudolf Friml, 
and Sigmund Romberg. But the 
Middle European culture, on which 
the plots and songs in these musi- 
cals were based, had little relation 
to the lives of most Americans. 
During the 1920’s these costume 
musicals were challenged with in- 
creasing success by shows which, 
despite plots that were often writ- 
ten in-pure gibberish, had idiomatic 
American settings and songs that 
captured and commented on the 
foibles of 


American terms. The bridge be- 


living and loving in 
tween the two schools was Jerome 
Kern who. as far back as 1905, 
was attempting to Americanize 
European operettas and even be- 
fore the arrival of the Twenties 
had contributed such views of the 
musical future as The Siren Song 
in Leave It to Jane and They Didn't 
Believe Me in The Girl from Utah. 


N THE two decades from the 

middle Twenties to the middle 
Forties. a glorious parade of mem- 
orable show tunes marched across 
the Broadway stage, usually sup- 
ported by very rickety plot lines. 
Latterly some of this tuneful geyser 
was piped off into the movies, par- 
ticularly the Fred Astaire films. 
Then came Oklahoma! and with it 
the emphasis on comedy left the 
American musical theater, giving 
way to rational characterization 
within a seriously developed “book.” 
The songs became subservient to 
the new over-all aim. They were 
more closely integrated with plot 
development, more ambitious, often 
less easy to hum and decidedly less 
slick than the earlier musical com- 
edy tunes had been. This was un- 
deniably a step forward but one 
which. temporarily at least, pro- 
duced fewer of the whimsical. 
evocative. and witty songs which 
have become most closely associ- 


ated with the term “show tune.” 

In the days when the classic 
creators of show tunes were all at 
work, they turned out one delight- 
ful song after another which im- 
mediately disappeared into a musi- 
cal limbo. overshadowed in the pop- 
ular memory by such outstanding 
hits as Kern’s Yesterdays, Gersh- 
win’s Oh, Lady Be Good, or Por- 
ters What Is This Thing Called 
Lou e? 

Only a small coterie of show- 
tune aficionados—enthusiasts whose 
esoteric knowledge included the 
verses of songs by Rodgers and 
Hart or Porter which were heard 
only in English productions—rel- 


ished the joys of Rodgers and 


Hart’s It Never Entered My Mind 
or Porter’s Experiment or By My- 
self by Arthur Schwartz and How- 
ard Dietz. It was possible then for 
an astute, searching singer such as 
Mabel Mercer to have Little Girl 
Blue all to herself for almost a 
decade before other, less adventur- 
ous singers discovered it. 

Now that recordings of the com- 
plete scores of hit musicals have 
become commonplace, the less ob- 
vious but no less compelling songs 
have a much better chance to gain 
a wide audience. Oklahoma!, be- 
sides changing the course of the 
musical stage, was also the fore- 
runner in popularizing the record- 
ing of complete scores by Broad- 
way casts. This project was the 
brainchild of the late Jack Kapp, 
the founder of Decca Records and 
one of the most creative minds in 
the recording industry. First re-

CL 837), and Ira and George Ger- 
shwin’s Oh Kay (Columbia CL 
1050), as well as the more familiar 
brilliance of Jerome Kern’s Ro- 
berta (Columbia CL 841). 

Of even more significance is the 
fact that two of the best produc- 
tions in the series—Pal Joey (Co- 
lumbia OL 4364) and Porgy and 
Bess (Columbia OSL 162, three 
discs )—inspired the extremely suc- 
cessful revivals of these shows 
which sent Joey from Broadway to 
the Sinatra-ized film and Porgy 
around the world. 


UT recordings of full scores, 

valuable as they are in keeping 
alive many tunes that might other- 
wise be lost, scarcely begin to open 
the doors to the varied wonders 
and delights in the show-tune reper- 
tory. To find these in quantity, we 
can turn to collections by singers 
of both great and little popular 
renown. Collections by Perry Como 
(Victor LPM 1191), Dinah Shore 
(Harmony 7010), Mario Lanza 
(Victor LPM 2090 and LPM 2070), 
or Jo Stafford (Columbia CL 584 
né@ CL 1124) lean to the familiar 
and base their appeal on the per- 
sonalities of the singers. At the 


other end of the scale are discs 
by skilled but unheralded people— 
Louise Carlyle, Bob Shaver, or 
Warren Galjour—which are stud- 
ded with charming songs, many 
of them rarely recorded by anyone 
else in the business. 

These three singers can be heard 
on most of the discs produced by 
Walden, an unusual label devoted 
to the recording of neglected (or, 
at the most, not over-done) show 
tunes. Walden has some tempting 
offerings for anyone setting out on 
a show-tune safari. There are two 
discs of Gershwin Rarities (Walden 
302 and 303) which dig back into 
Treasure Girl (1928), Tip Toes 
(1925), Funny Face (1927), Par- 
don My English (a 1932 failure), 
and the original and unsuccessful 
version of Strike Up the Band 
(1927) for some gleaming in- 
stances of forgotten Gershwinia. 
Rodgers and Hart (Walden 304) 
runs an intriguing course from the 
team’s first contribution to a Broad- 
way show (Any Old Place with 
vou in A Lonely Romeo, 1919) to 
one of their last efforts, To Keep 
My Love Alive, written for a re- 
vival of A Connecticut Yankee in

The pursuit of the more unusual 
show tune leads in other directions, 
too. It takes us to

bel Mercer who combs Cole Por- 
ter’s output with knowing percep- 
tion on Atlantic 1213 and mixes 
carefully culled samples of Kern, 
Rodgers and Hart. Kurt Weill, and 
Maxwell Anderson and Schwartz 
and Dietz with her own personal 
repertoire on Atlantic 1244 and 
Atlantic 2-602: to Portia Nelson’s 
explorations of some all but un- 
touched Gershwin. Porter. Coward, 
and Kern on Autumn Leaves (Doi- 


small and 


phin 4) and Love Songs for a 
Late Evening (Columbia ML 
4722): to the exuberant Bobby 


Short who rummages through for- 
gotten scores like a joyful magpie 
on three Atlantic dises (1214, 1230 
and 1262); and to Lucy Reed, a 
sensitive, warm-voiced girl who fol- 
lows her own quiet path on The 
Singing Reed (Fantasy 3212) and 
This is Lucy Reed (Fantasy 3243). 


HE willingness of the show- 

tune lyricist to face up to the 
activities of “he and she” has pro- 
vided Martha Wright with an ami- 
able group of songs which are much 
less leering than the title of her 
disc. Censored (Jubilee 1028) would 
suggest, while Charlotte Rae has 
gathered together a magnificent ar- 
ray of selections that have fallen 
into inexplicable obscurity on 
Songs I Taught My Mother (Van- 
guard 9004).Among them are Marc 
Blitzstein’s Fraught from No for an 
Answer, Cole Porter’s When I Was 
a Little Cuckoo from The Seven 
Lively Arts, the lilting Summer Is 
a Comin’ In, written by Vernon 
Duke and John Latouche for The 
Lady Comes Across, which lingered 
on Broadway a matter of days; and 
another Duke tune, this one com- 
posed with Ogden Nash, The Sea- 
Gull and the Ea-Gull, from Sweet 
Bye and Bye which never even 
reached Broadway.

Broadway stars are brought into 


the more personable 
the recording studio, they are apt 
to set down their best-known num- 
bers, a habit with which one can 
scarcely quibble when talent and 
tunes are as well mated as on two 
Fred Astaire discs (Epic LN-3137 
and Vik LVA 1001), or when Ethel

voiced career on the two discs 
which make up Decca DX-153.

Some of the most effective and 
venturesome interpreters of show 
tunes have been singers drawn from 
the ranks of jazz or near-jazz. Al- 
though Lee Wiley has a warm afin- 
ity for Gershwin songs, her only 
current collection of show tunes, 
Duologue (Storyville 911), is de- 
voted to Rodgers and Hart, a team 
she treats with equal understand- 
ing. Carmen McRae shows a sur- 
prising empathy for Noel Coward 
in her forthright exposition of his 
songs Mad About the Man 
(Decca 8662), and a newcomer, 
Nancie Malcomb. brings a touch 


on 


of the modern jazz approach in 
both her piano and vocal stylings 
to a sturdy group of show tunes on 
Camden CAL-422. Ella Fitzger- 
ald’s a_ ballad 
makes the Gershwin tunes flow eas- 
ily on Decca 8378 and it brightens 
both The Cole Porter Song Book 
(Verve 4001-2) and The Rodgers 
and Hart Song Book (Verve 4002- 
2). but she is apparently puzzled 
by the wit of Porter and Hart. 

Jazz instrumentalists, too, have

recently discovered show tunes and 
show scores. From the point of 
view of the show tune fancier, this 
is a mating of dubious merit be- 
cause an instrumental jazz version 
jettisons not only the lyrics but the 
actual melody line as well.

Y ITS nature, a show tune is a 

thing for singing. Because its 
lyrics actually say something, fre- 
quently on several levels, they 
should be sung with a flair that 
mixes distinctness and distinction.

¢ Noone will argue that for nearly two decades we have 
enjoyed a prosperity unparalleled in the history of 
man. A new book by John Kenneth Galbraith, a noted 
economist, confirms this pleasant state of being. 
But then he proceeds to imply that perhaps we have 
too much affluence, and that more goods for more 
people should not be the path of the future. Pro- 
fessor Galbraith’s thesis, as I understand it, is 
basically that the individual cannot be trusted to — 
spend his money wisely, and that more of the deci- 
sions on how to spend the national income must be 
made for the individual by government officials. 

This seems to imply an essential disrespect for 
the potential of individual human beings and a pes- 
simism about the enormous growth that one individ- 
ual can make in one lifetime, given reasonable oppor- 
tunities for education and experience. 

The editors of this magazine move continuously 
among people of all incomes, and we see what they do 
with their money. We also know what industry sells, 
and what kinds of merchandise become the best sellers. 
And we say emphatically that there is no basis for 
Professor Galbraith’s pessimism. Out there in the 
homes of America, things are net what he implies. 
In closing he says, “to furnish a barren room is one 

















thing; to continue to crowd in furniture until the 


foundation buckles is quite another.”

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When men discriminate 


wealth is a maturing influence 


There is poverty that vulgarizes. There is wealth 


that vulgarizes. Only discrimination can stop the vulgarization, 


says this outstanding American philosopher 


he “ships” of average Americans have been 

“coming in” until the poverty-stricken have be- 

come a diminishing group in America. Indeed, 
America has all but abolished poverty, albeit through 
means that some think threaten to leave us poor. 

How is our wealth to be converted into welfare? Pro- 
duction has been the magic word for the transformation. 
It is no longer enough, the critics cry. We have produced 
ourselves into plenitude; but, say some, for all our 
wealth we are in some ways poorer than when we lacked 
plenty. Are we always to have poverty, though the poor 
cease to exist? Over-rich in goods, under-rich in virtue: 
this is the line of thought proposed by Professor John 
Kenneth Galbraith in his book, The A fluent Society. Itis a 
line of thought laid deeply against our grain. 

At every supermarket and every department store we 
ean confirm what Mr. Galbraith says about modern pro- 
duction. But we do not share his suspicion that the produc- 
tive process, which has lifted us in so short a time from 
physical poverty, will in shorter time plunge us into 
decadence. “Where wealth accumulates, men decay,” 
but only when we are dealing with men already decadent. 

The traditional cloud cast by the “dismal science” 
of economics projects still a shadow for Mr. Galbraith. 
The early fear was that there would never be enough 
production to make welfare of wealth. In the Nineteenth 
Century all maxims centered on production. “From each

cried the socialist. “From each according to his ability, 
to each according to his needs,” cried the communist. 
“From each according to his ability, to each according 
to his prowess,” cried the capitalist. Then came the fear 
that there would be too many mouths to feed. Now the 
fear is that the quantity of goods produced and the nature 
of advertising required to move them will engulf all 
quality. 

The notion that quantity and quality are thus at war, 
strikes us as a species of what Galbraith happily calls 
“conventional wisdom,” a credo, that is. which we sub- 
consciously agree to believe for other reasons than that 
it is so. Though Mr. Galbraith takes a hopeful view of 
Western civilization, and particularly of American civili- 
zation, the fear which gnaws at the vitals of his hopes 
springs from his distrust of the productive process to 
create its standards as it goes. Worship of products is 
materialism. Deference to the creative process is idealism.

BEAUTIFUL, emboldens us to confront with modesty, but 
without fear, the expert who hesitates before our vast 
productive capacity. Wealth requires only discrimination 
in order to produce men. 

There are two ways in which taste gets disseminated: 
by precipitation and by osmosis. There is the aristocratic 
way in which some excellence gets imported to the process 
from without, foisted within by force, fraud, prestige. or 
education. If it has no peer as competitor, it gets easy 
sailing. That is to say. if only one kind of architect is 
available. then only one kind of architecture results. 
Such excellence may be real enough; but it is excellence 
by definition. and its definition is by presumption. 

There is no denying that taste spreads this way. but 
it is precipitated from above and spreads downward. The 
spread is likely to be reluctant and the hold of anything 
superimposed may well prove precarious. 

There is another way, the democratic way. in which 
we start from where we are with what we have. never 
branding anything inferior because of the group or class 
from which it comes: each allowed to count for one and 
none to count for more than one. Folk music is good for 
the folk: it comes from their want and fulfils their need. 
And folk music becomes better music as the folk become 
a better folk. Such standards are not born in a vacuum, 
and they operate in a market place where standards are 
no less competitive than are goods. 

This democratic way of depending upon our house- 
hold gods. so to say, may not get us anywhere in terms 
of a shining goal. but it is a pleasant way of ambling 
along together. It is progress by osmosis. And there is 
no cosmic law saying that a prescribed goal is somehow 
better than a succession of goals, all created in the process 
and set adrift. as it were, to jostle one another in friendly 
competition. 

What is never to be overlooked—however “conven- 
tional wisdom” may decry it—is that quantity production 
can, in this democratic way, facilitate a quality product. 
The same kind of prejudice against quantity once decreed 
that democracy as a form of government would always 
defeat its own ends, if its spread were larger than a city- 
state. It remained for James Madison, father of our 
Constitution, to argue and for history to prove that the 
bigger the unity, other things being equal, the solider 
the base for governance. Not only do provincial extrav- 
agancies tend to neutralize one another, but the size 
of the base increases the chance that statesmanship will 
arise and prevail. It is not different with artistic excellence. 

Men learn by their mistakes. But poverty of taste, 
like shortage of goods, narrows choice. Only those can 
really choose who can afford to do without what is not 
chosen. Freedom of choice prospers in an affluent society. 
Choice is wasteful, but not pure waste. Shall the waste be 
on the few or on the many? Waste is the price of taste, 


and taste pays back its long-run (Please turn to page 280)

Generously scaled steps leading up to 
the grass terrace repeat the bold sweep of the 
roof line. As features in the foreground, re- 
lated architecturally to the forms of the house, 
the steps and retaining wall extend the house 
into the landscape, wedding it to the earth 


and giving it a pleasing sense of importance 


and enduring graciousness. 








Direct use of construction. There is 
nothing “just for effect” in this house. Its 
appearance is the result of the way the 
materials are put together and of how the 
structure “works.” The horizontal lines of 
the square masonry piers, on which the 
roof trusses rest, are made with regular 
column block with thin concrete brick 
between. The bolts and square washers at 
the splice in the cross ties of the roof 
trusses, placed with care, are decorative 
as well as useful. The battens which cover 
the joints and allow for shrinkage in the 


cypress walls produce the ribbed texture. 


Low-priced hearth, shown here in a 
close-up view, is made of four pre-cast 
concrete tile, 24” square, which, if pur- 
chased in small quantities, cost $1.60 per 
block, delivered, or $1.40 in larger quan- 
tities. The rich and interesting contrasts 
of textures are a natural effect produced 


by vibrating in the manufacturing process. 
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Spacious bathing area, a continuation of the 
dressing area, is paved with ceramic tile for easy main- 
tenance. Cleanliness can be more than a hygienic chore. 


Pleasant openness, without over exposure, is a fea- 
ture of the house as seen (left) in long vista which ex- 
tends from bedroom area through and beyond living area. 


The finishing touch in the sleeping area is the 
colorful ready-made linen and cotton bedspread, with a 
custom-made quality and look, which cost only $39.95.

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@ If palatial living in today’s America does not take 
a lot of money, neiiher does it take a lot of space. 
This house, designed for a widow living alone in 
Florida. proves the point. Within the confines of her 
26’ x 26’ house, the owner has every convenience she 
needs, every pleasure she wants. 

The plan of the house evolves from a simple square, 
with the whole area considered living space. The bath- 
room was enclosed, and its wall, with that of an 
adjacent closet, formed the scaled-down but luxurious 
kitchen. Otherwise the room was left open, with an 
imposing fireplace used to screen the bedroom area. 
The partitions, except for the bathroom enclosure, are 
kept at door height to retain the one-room feel. To 
make maintenance as simple as possible for a woman 
living alone, the architect used ceramic tile floors and 


cypress walls throughout. (Please turn the page)

The continuity of these two materials helps make the 
house all of a piece. Much of the furniture is built-in 
for the same reason. One unit runs continuously along 
three walls, forming seats and end tables in the living 
area, a headboard and night tables in the sleeping area. 

Small as the home is, it fits Mrs. W. R. Ewing per- 
fectly. Her children are grown and have families of 
their own, so she is alone most of the time. Even 
before she came to Florida, she had decided on Alfred 
Parker as her architect. With his help she selected 
a site that had been passed over by many others 
because of a sunken area just back of its center. 
Parker realized there was adequate high ground for a 
small house that would easily meet Mrs. Ewing’s mini- 
mum space needs. 

In planning the house, the architect decided to 
raise the living area one floor above ground level. 
Since the house would have to be set relatively close 
to traveled streets, this would gain the necessary 


privacy without shutting off (Please turn the page)

The kitchen in this one-room house is surprisingly spacious. It 
is convenient, even luxurious, to work in. The materials used, 
tile and wood, are the same as those used in the rest of the 
house, making the kitchen seem just another part of the large 
room. The kitchen counter drops down to dining-table height 


and continues into the living area as a built-in table (below).

two sides of the house. At the same time, it brought 
the house up to leaf level, which in Florida means 
getting every possible breeze there is. 

But raising the house up might involve a flight of 
steps, not desirable for a woman of grandmother age. 
Architect Parker solved this problem with the two- 
stage ramp seen here. Its foundation is placed directly 
over the low-lying land, thus nullifying the pit’s 
effect on the rest of the property. At the halfway 
point, the ramp spreads out to become a 15’ x 15’ ve- 
randa, with built-in benches. It makes a beautiful point 
at which to pause on the way up. And from the house, 
Mrs. Ewing can descend to this deck to sit out, without 
going all the way down to the ground-level patio. 
Both deck and patio are well-shaded. 

At every turn, this graceful house belies its cost 
of $16,000 (excluding land and architect’s fee). To 
live here among the treetops, amidst such beauty, is 
indeed palatial, even as nobility reckoned it. 


Block-enclosed room at ground level serves 
as an oversize storage room, but also 
contains the equipment for Mrs. Ewing’s 
ceramic work. Textured foundation wall was 


achieved with concrete block, ends exposed. 


The house seems to float in space, another 
tree among the many around it. Its height 
gives it privacy from near-by streets and 
a chance to catch the breeze. Wide roof, 
with an extra-deep fascia, protects interior 


from brilliant southern sun and sky glare.

® Colorful drifts of bulbs in the full glory of bloom are to 
me the essence of springtime beauty. And the easiest way I 
know to enjoy them—and eliminate the problems they bring— 
is to grow them in pots. 

Let’s face it, bulbs do bring problems. After they bloom and 
begin to die down, the yellowing foliage gives the garden an 
unfortunate look of neglect—just when you'd like it to look 
its best. You can lift the bulbs and dig them in to harden off 
somewhere out of sight, but this is a lot of extra work. 

Also, if you grow them in beds, you have only bare earth to 
look at from fall until they begin to bloom in spring. Some 
of them can be naturalized and grown in a lawn or ground 
cover, but this limits the kinds you can have. Another problem, 
although no fault of the bulbs, is the fact that gophers and 
mice love to eat them. 

The way to solve all these problems at once is to grow the 
bulbs in pots. You can keep them out of sight while they are 
developing, and move them front and center when they are at 
their absolute best. You can take them away as they begin to 
fade. And they are completely safe from underground thieves. 
The portability of potted bulbs is also a great advantage in 
arranging color combinations. You can group and regroup them 
to your heart’s content. 

There is another dividend too. When your bulbs are planted 
in pots, you can move some of them inside and “force” the 
bloom to bring an authentic touch of spring to your breakfast 
table or living room a full month or more ahead of their 
natural flowering time. 

When you are after a strong show of bloom, the place to put 
the bulbs is right up close where you can enjoy all they have 
to offer. This means you should buy the biggest, healthiest 
specimens of the showiest varieties you can find. The big 
bulbs may cost more, but you can get more effect for your 


money than with smaller ones used in a distant bed or border. 


How to choose bulbs 

Don’t be misled by their size. Bulbs of some varieties are 
naturally larger than those of other varieties. However, size 
within the variety is important. The largest daffodil and tulip 
bulbs are called top size. The best hyacinths are called ex- 
hibition size, the next grade is called first size. These large 
specimens are best for growing in pots. Some of the large 


daffodil bulbs are double nosed and (Please turn to page 291)

Where palaces of old made an ostentatious display 
for the sake of an exterior impression, this house 
underscores its splendor with a knowing reserve. 
Its austere exterior gives few hints of its inner 
luxury.

@ In the planning of this house there are many 
illustrations of how materials, which we think of as 
common (space, light and water), may be shaped 
into forms that present them as the wonderful and 
precious things that they really are.

And so it is with 
the imaginative shaping of light and space. 

Here, in the desert, they are crystallized into an 
inward-turning architectural oasis.

@ There are eight precious months in the year, from mid-

“King’s Trail” through Arctic Lap- 
land. The emphasis is on freshness 
of approach rather than comfort, 
and the opportunity to see unusual 
places in the company of high- 
spirited Englishmen is not the least 
of their appeal. 

Other London agencies, Euro-

You can explore 
Buccoo Reef after a half-mile ride 
by launch and see a tremendous 
variety of exciting, brightly-colored 
tropical fish in all shapes and sizes. 
You can also take a day’s trip to 
Little Tobago island where you find 
a 450-acre sanctuary for the Birds 
of Paradise. This is the only place 
in the world outside of New Guinea 
where these birds are found in 
their wild state. 


SUPPOSE the greatest native 
excitement on Tobago comes 
around Easter time when the tra- 
ditional goat races take place. The 
entire population of the island 
turns out in their Sunday best to 
cheer their favorites. The goats are 
groomed until their coats shine. 
Hoofs and horns are gilded and 
polished. But the goats, though 
they are fleet of foot and guided 
by a leash, often refuse to do what 
is expected of them. The results 
are most amusing. 

Actually. the truth is, once you 
have landed in Tobago, you don’t 
really want to do very much of 
anything. And there are many nice 
hotels to do nothing in. This past 
winter a beautiful resort hotel was

stayed. and Arnos Vale. The latter 
is only a few miles out of town on 
a high point above the sea. Yet the 
hotel and its guest cottages give 
the impression they were cut right 
out of a coconut jungle. (Double 
room and meals, about $35.) 

Alma House is most unusual. 
People I had met along the way, 
before I reached Tobago, had told 
ine that Alma House has some of 
the best food in the West Indies. 
They were right. The house is set 
high up in Tobago’s green hills 
above Scarborough. Tom and Ruth 
Bulkeley, a British couple, own and 
run Alma House and can take care 
of only about 20 overnight guests. 
But they have built such a reputa- 
tion for good food that many out- 
siders flock here from all over the 
island just to have one of their 
delicious meals. (Double room, 
breakfast and dinner. about $21.) 

I never had such a 
ot good meals in the West Indies 
as I had during my stay at Alma 
House. Everything was wonderful, 
the fresh fruit 
made especially good with the ad- 
dition of cut-up dates and slivers 
of preserved ginger—to flaming 
babas, the dessert specialty of the 
house. And I'll never forget the 
king-size pancake that came in on 
my breakfast tray. on a sizzling 
hot plate. It had been made paper 
thin to the size of the griddle. then 
spread with butter, sprinkled with 
brown sugar, and rolled up like 
a jelly roll.

e If the spoken theater is to be 
considered as the Fabulous Invalid, 
we may well speak of opera as the 
dead plebeian come back to life. 
Opera has pronounced 
dead, not once but a of 
times and by many authorities. It 
has been decried as an artificial 
form of art—as if all art were not 


been 
number 


art-ificial—one unsuited to the ex- 
pression of modern thoughts and 
feelings. For was not opera the tri- 
umph of the exaggeratedly emo- 
tional, appealing through sentimen- 
tal melody, through swashbuckling 
pageantry, and through the gran- 
diloquent aria, a set piece to be de- 
livered over the footlights straight 
at an audience made up of roman- 
tic men and women? With its pos- 


ings and its “airs,” was it not es- 
sentially a ridiculous art? It was a 


which, 


paradoxically, served as the delight 


plebeian form of music, 


of the gallery in Italy, while in our 
country it was supposed to appeal 
to the rich and socially elect who 
sat in the loges. 

No one could deny the power of 


the Italian lyric works of the 
Nineteenth Century to stir the 
heart.

mighty outbursts—which with all 
their symphonic grandeur and har- 
monic sophistication were still es- 
sentially works of melody—the next 
step the operatic composer took was 
to compress, subtilize, increase, 
and further complicate Wagner’s 
complexities while forgetting about 
Wagner’s melody. There grew up 
a whole school of operatic works, 
anchored in the German tradition, 
which disprized singing. It broke 
the melodic line into short bits, 
symphonic fragments, which were 
not really sung, but declaimed in 
a kind of heightened speech which 
the Germans call Sprechgesang. 

Composers of all nationalities, 
including a few American com- 
posers (not many American operas 
were written), in the period be- 
tween the First and the Second 
World Wars, felt that this new 
form of symphonic music-drama, 
highly expressionistic and largely 
somber, offered the only opportu- 
nity to the expression of their 
thoughts and feelings. But perhaps 
what the lyric stage gained in con- 
temporary quality it lost in perma- 
nent, broad appeal. Schrecker, 
Hindemith, Schoenberg, Alban 
Berg in Germany, Britten in Eng- 
land, Janacek in Czechoslovakia, 
Milhaud in France, produced such 
operas. Of them all, only one has 
survived, Alban Berg’s Wozzeck, a 
powerful and fascinating opera, 
which is to be revived again this 
season by the Metropolitan Opera. 

The others remain in the archive. 
It is a fact—disconcerting and al- 
most incredible—that the most re- 
cent opera which is still given reg- 
ularly in the opera houses of the 
world is Turandot by Puccini, com- 
posed in 1924, This is not at all a 
modern work. It is in truth quite 
old-fashioned, with its Chinese- 
Italian story and tener aria. 

At any rate, we have to do with 
an art in which nothing successful 
has been produced in over a gen- 
eration. Could that happen in lit- 
erature or in the theater or in the 


graphic arts? Hardly! It is quite | 


understandable, then, that one 
could arrive at the conclusion that 
opera was a product as indigenous 
to the Nineteenth Century as a Vic- 
terian armchair and not easily 
adaptable to modern living. 

But the obituary, it now seems, 


was premature. The dead art has 


arisen, fortunately not as a zombie | 


but as a pleasant and quite whole- 
some resurrection. It only seemed 
dead as long as the singers up

to sing. Give them something worth 
while to breathe forth from their 
cultured throats and, lo and_ be- 
hold. the blood begins to flow, 
the temperature rises to normal, 
the body moves. 


HERE is, of course, no reason 

why opera should be dead. Why 
should it not be as serviceable to 
the Twentieth Century as it was to 
the Nineteenth? The fundamental 
appeal of a strong art does not 
change, because the need it serves, 
the need to experience emotion on 
a high plane and therefore to live 
life more 
change. What is an opera? It is a 


intensely, does not 
play in music. It deals with char- 
acters as does the theater. But un- 
like the theater, the substance from 
which to form these characters and 
the means for conveying to us their 
thoughts is music, not words. 

To put it differently, a successful 
opera cannot simply be a success- 
ful play accompanied by or under- 
scored with music. Underscoring 
and accompaniment won't do it; at 
best you get an operetta. In an 
opera the music must give us the 
essence of the drama, which means 
that the characters must be allowed 
io tell us something about them- 
selves—by singing, preferably. If 
they speak, then we might as well 
go to the theater. If the orchestra 
has all the say, then we might as 
well go to the concert hall. 

You can agree with the reason- 
ing or not; I do not think you will 
argue with the statement that when 
you pay your money to go to the 
opera house you, the lay spectator, 
demand to hear and experience 
song. So you come right back to 
the wish for melody. 

Only within the last four or five 
years has the serious composer re- 
turned to a melodic approach to 
opera. What is most interesting is 
the fact that the renaissance of 
opera is taking place in America. 
Yes, it is right here—and not in 
Italy—that the 
greatest promise for operatic fu- 


Germany or in 


ture seems to lie. The serious Amer- 
ican composer has recently turned 
to opera, with great enthusiasm. 
New operas are being composed 
right and left. And audiences are 
responding to them. To everybody’s 
surprise, last spring’s season of 
American opera at the New York 
City Center Opera was a success. 
Imagine, a whole season of modern 
operas and people willing to pay 
money to hear them! 

The two most successful recent 
operas have been Carlisle Floyd’s 


Susannah, a folk opera, and Sam- 
uel Barber’s Vanessa, with a li- 
bretto by Gian-Carlo Menotti. Su- 
sannah and Vanessa are very dif- 
ferent works. but they have one 
thing in common: they are both 
melodious. folk 
opera, American in its locale and

atmosphere; }anessa, more mystic, 
is less defined in locale and in na- 
tional characteristics. But you can 
be sure that they are both singable.

unique qualities and fit them to your own garden needs. Let’s look 





at the special characteristics of this hydrangea. And let’s consider 
useful ways to take advantage of what it has to offer without being 


influenced by whether or not it is popular or “stylish” today. 


Where to plant it 

This is a big shrub. In fact it can be pruned upright as a small 
tree. Where soil and care are good and winters not too rigorous, it 
will reach 20 or 30 feet. Grown as a shrub, a mature specimen makes 
a spreading plant 8 to 10 feet tall. 

A plant this size calls for space. It is a mistake to crowd it up 
close to a house or put it where it will soon look out of place because 
of its size. Leave enough space around it so you can appreciate its 
shape and size. Put it where the background will help show off the 
bloom and not conflict with it. 

Peegee hydrangea is deciduous and has little to offer in winter. 
Put it where it won’t draw much attention when dormant, but where 
you can see it and enjoy it when in leaf and bloom. The foliage is a 


cool green that looks refreshing in hot weather. 


How to grow it 

This hydrangea is quite hardy. If your climate is milder than 
Minnesota, North Dakota, or Montana, you can grow it. 

It will grow in sun or shade, and in soil on either the alkaline or 
acid side. Although it will grow with very little attention, it does 
much better with more care. 

It is a vigorous feeder. Give it rich soil, light shade, feed it well 
a couple of times a year, water during dry spells and you will see 
how spectacularly Peegee can perform. Pests and diseases are no 
particular problem. Any bug-fighting gardener will count this among 
its larger blessings. 


Pruning is important 

To prune any plant, all you need to know is how it grows. This one 
blooms on new wood and the old (last year’s) wood can be cut away. 
The best time to do this is in the spring. If you do it in the fall a 
warm spell might force tender new growth that may be frost-killed. 

Don’t prune in the spring before danger of frost is past. Cut the 
stems back to two to four nodes (growth buds) on the old wood. 
If you want the largest possible flower heads—they will grow to 12 
inches or larger—prune the plants back harder. If you want more 


natural flower heads, cut the branches back more lightly. 





The hydrangea is adaptable to more uses than you 


might think. Here it is planted on top of a retaining 


wall, and lower branches cascade over the edge.

helping hand

By WILLIAM ALVADORE BUCK 


e Scientists have long wondered 
why the Mayas many centuries ago 
constructed great cities in Guate- 
mala and Mexico, with stone pyra- 
mids and temples built for the 
ages, and then abandoned them. 
The last guess that I heard was 
that they moved because they liked 
their corn and tomatoes fresh. 
When the cities were built, the 
land about them was virgin and 
productive, but as the years went 
by, the fields starved out. In trop- 
ical rain forests the jungle fertil- 
ity leaches away fast when the 
lands are planted to row crops like 
tomatoes and corn. The Indians 
had no other crops to use in rota- 
tion. Year by year the farmers 
chopped and burned out new fields 
from the jungle, and year by year 
the new productive land moved 
farther and farther away. Anyone 
who has eaten corn and tomatoes 
fresh from the garden will have the 
‘right feeling for this argument. 
We have learned a little since 
the Mayas built, though by no 
‘means all there is to know about 
| growing things. We know today 
how to change the most depleted 
dirt into green pastures and waving 
‘corn. Be at ease; we will not need 
/to abandon our continent to dust- 
bowl winds, for we still have the 
subsoil, the source of all life. We 
know that the sub-soil contains all 
of the elements necessary to feed 
plants, worms, and men. We know 
a bit about nature’s process for 
converting this mineral subsoil into 
plant food; it is elaborate and 
complex beyond imagining, involv- 
ing vast cooperation among proto- 
zoa, bacteria, fungi, worms, and 
perhaps other precious and _slith- 
jery things we know nothing about. 
Using nature’s equipment which 
has been developed over the last 
two billion years, we can imitate 
her soil-making process, and, in 
fact, do better. In Ohio, Louis 
Bromfield started Malabar Farm 
fon land scarcely worth its price of 
1$75 an acre, where nothing much 
but ragweed and poverty grass 
‘would grow. In a few years at a 
‘cost of $25 an acre he converted 
them into acres worth $300. More- 
|

over, he took some crop from the 
land each year. Where else can a 
fellow triple his money in a hand- 
ful of years? Here I mean to de- 
scribe methods much like those 
that Bromfield employed. 


You need good drainage 


The first thing to look at is 
drainage. If there is any doubt, 
dig down three feet to see a profile 
If the subsoil is brown, yellow, or 
red, you are in luck, 
colors generally that air 
reaches the lower regions and all 
is well. If it is gray, green or 
noticeably mottled, you must either 
get a sub-soiler or limber up for 
some fine healthful exercise.

Sometimes, when the condition 
is not too bad, it may be corrected 
by sowing the area with an ambi- 
tious, deep-rooted legume, like al- 
falfa or sweet clover. Alfalfa roots 
will run anywhere from ten to 75 
feet into the earth, though not 
through hardpan. Tomatoes often 
send their roots five feet deep. 
Alfalfa, called in England by the 
pretty name, lucerne, is a mighty 
useful legume. The long roots mus- 
cle around in the depths, make way 
for nature’s plowmen, earth worms 
(which have been uncovered as 
deep as six feet), lay by some or- 
ganic matter to decay in the sub- 
soil, aerate the earth, bring up 
into roots and leaves the mineral 
resources of life.

HOUSE BEAUTIFUL 


Most beginners, who set out to 
turn weary dirt into living soil, 
make the mistake of doing too lit- 
tle; they treat a thousand square 
feet of land to 50 pounds of bagged 
cow manure and expect it to grow 
miracles. On some I have 
known less than a thousand 
pounds would be needed to do the 
work—and that might cost a fine 
sum in these days of pretty pack- 
aging. An equal volume of horse 
manure, wood mould, spent mush- 
room manure, sawdust, leaves, com- 
post, or two bales of peat moss 
would also have met the mark 
fairly well. Over the years, I have 
applied to my own garden wood 
mould, cover crops, peat, compost,

Fertilizer, mulch and compost

Compost, which can be counted 
among the gardener’s best friends, 
has a place in the program too, A 
compost pile started now and con- 
scientiously encouraged will be a 
blessing well worth the effort.

ipa THE early spring the pile will 
not have the sweet earthy smell 
and crumble of finished compost, 
| but will be a clean vegetable hash 
‘and very useful. In the earth it will 
finish its composting quickly. When 
‘the cover crop is eight inches high 
and you can muster your ambition 
in the spring, scatter a layer of 
rough compost over it, and dig 
‘them both under. Don’t let your 
ambition fail for long, though, for 
that happy new green (sometimes 
called green manure) may get very 
hard to wrestle down if it grows 
too tall and you have no machinery. 
Also, don’t let the compost lie in 
the sun too long, for the sun kills 
its good bacteria. It matters little 
/how you turn the soil, so long as 
the green cover crop dies under the 








ground. 

Such a lawn of handsome green 
usually can be plowed earlier and 
wetter than bare earth, for the 


roots will support the soil struc- 


ture—not when the frost remains 
in the ground and the bog and sog 
/of winter lies on the surface, but 
| still pretty wet. If the earth glis- 
| tens when you turn up a spade- 
| ful, if it makes substantial and 
| cohesive mud pies, if squeezing it 


|'makes your hand quite muddy, 
most soil is too wet. If worked in 
|this condition, it will later form 
| hard clods and be difficult until the 
| next winter freeze. If your guessti- 
| mating faculty says the green ma- 


_|nure is too wet, but your ambition 


|says go ahead, turn each forkful 
‘and leave it in the rough; if you 
do not chop up the sod, nor rake it 
for a couple of days, it will drain 
and dry out enough. I have dis- 
covered that soil which is well- 
laced with humus oyer a couple ot 
| years may be worked when it is 
| pretty wet without damage to its 
structure, cover crop or no. 

When you spade under the crop, 
one of the main elements in the 
plant’s diet, that special protein 
element, that evanescent nitrogen 


again, will almost disappear. It 
seems the bacteria that create ni- 
trogen compounds now concentrate 
their appetites on the cellulose in 
the dying cover. After about a 


expect nearly any dirt to return a 






















































month, depending on the weather, 
the operation of breaking down the 
cellulose is finished, and the pro- 
cess goes into reverse, leaving the 
soil richer in nitrogen than before. 
In fact, a soil well stocked with 
fairly decayed organic matter is 
seldom low in nitrogen. 

If you must plant before the 
green manure frees its nitrogen, 
accordingly, give the planting an 
extra dose of this protein element, 

Now, should this happy land 
have more fertilizer for the sea- 
son’s crops? Recent experiments 
have demonstrated that, even when 
the soil is well stocked with humus, 
the harvest will be heavier if we 
use something that comes out of a 
bag and costs cash. Should we use 
dry chemical fertilizer, or liquid, 
or should we stick forever to the 
organic products? There is a vio- 
lent school which preaches only 
organics, and blames all of our ills, 
from the common cold to heart 
disease and cancer, on the “poi- 
son” of dry fertilizer. It kills the 
earthworms, they say. and harms 
all of nature’s wee helpmates. I 
can only say to them that I have 
used it for fourteen years, that I 
never turn over a forkful of soil 
without disturbing many worms of 
every size and condition of wiggle, 
and that I have not spent one day 
in bed since the 1918 flu. The or- 
ganics that come in bags are too 
slow in action or too limited in use 
for my purpose. The liquids are 
excellent for giving a retarded but 
worthy plant a boost but they are 
expensive. I use a “5-10-5” (the 
first figure in the formula always 
shows the percentage of nitrogen 
in the formula. the second. phos* 
phorus, and the third potash), fol- 
lowing the directions on the bag. 


O THE process need not be diffi- 
cult but can be easy and simple. 
Put in enough organic matter, look 
to the drainage (not often a great 
problem), use fertilizer, adjust the 
acidity of the soil, and I would 


good to excellent crop the first 
year. The second and third years 
should be better. However, the proc- 
ess never ends: the -old gardener 
and I contribute more humus and 
fertilizer and test the acidity every 
year. On this plan it is possible to 
maintain a fertility higher than the 
fertility of virgin land.

ein the spring of 1902. two men 
journeyed to Milan’s La Scala to 
hear a young tenor. They listened 
and observed that the people in the 
theater shouted in enthusiasm and

they decided to go backstage and 
try to induce the singer to sing 
into the horn of a new contraption, 
a talking machine which repro- 
duced (more or less) the human 
voice.

© Along with swags and jabots, try your hand at pouf- 
making. The pouf is a simplified swag, much the easiest 
bit of fabric gaiety to whip up. Using the pattern above, 
cut the shape from your own choice of fabric, and staple 
the concave curved top and bottom into small folds. A 
staple machine is a must for easy assembling. Trim sides 
of the poufs by stapling Silver Aspen Tinsel, which is 
stiffened by its own wire core.

Make your own festive swags 


e You, too, can make swags as well as any professional. 
Besides glamorizing your Christmas decorations they can 
give you a carefree lesson in year-round, serious deco- 
ration. After mastering the cutting and draping of these 
festoons, you’Ll know the technique for creating important 
effects with valances and draperies. 

Cut a muslin pattern for a test run. Above, are two use- 
ful sizes—24” and 3314” long and both 22” deep. Straight 
top edge is narrower than curved bottom. Bring the points 
of the jagged sides together (see No. 3 and No. 4 above). 
forming soft folds indicated by the dotted lines, and 
the bottom will curve up to just meet the top. Arrange 
folds gently by hand. Avoid pressing. Staple the pleats 
securely at each corner. Staple on Silver Aspen Tinsel 
and add a ring at each side for hanging. Cut the swag 
pattern on the length of the fabric.

When the truth comes out, is the wonder of 
Christmas gone? Most parents are surprised 
how soon children discover the true 


spirit that makes the holiday so rewarding 


@ “Pretty soon we won't have anyone left who believes in 
Santa Claus.” At least once in the life span of every family 
this sentiment is expressed—wistfully and resignedly. 

To many parents who utter these words, such an inevitabil- 
ity looms up like a dark cloud. It seems to herald the end of 
holiday fun and make-believe. They fear that, once the chil- 
dren know the truth, all the sparkle will disappear and 
Christmas will never be quite so wonderful again. 

Those of us who have crossed our Christmas Rubicon 
know better. If anything, the fun gets merrier, the make- 
believe more fantastic and—what is particularly rewarding 
—a sense of beauty, spiritual awareness, and genuine giving 
begin to appear. 

In this regard all parents of older children are of the 
same opinion.

course to steer is to let the children take the initiative and 
the parents follow as best they can. For we've found that, 
wherever children create their own holiday make-believe, 
the whole family enjoys the fun and fantasy. For example, 
last year one teen-age daughter we know added her own light 
touch to the Santa Claus legend. She cut out man-size, red 
velvet footprints. On Christmas Eve she spaced them sig- 
nificantly between the fireplace and the tree. Then she out- 
lined them with artificial snow. The “prints” made such 
a hit that they stayed on the floor until the tree came down. 
They’re sure to be repeated again this year unless the young 
lady gets a fresh inspiration. 

Another example of child-inspired fun takes place in a 
family that has had a long-standing tradition of writing 
detailed letters to Santa. When they were small, the chil- 
dren would work on the letters independently. Their father 
would then read them aloud on the night before Christmas. 
After reading each one, he’d put the letter on the fire poker 
and send it up the chimney with shouts of “Did you get 
that one? Hope you can read this handwriting . . . and 
here’s the last . . . Goodnight and Merry Christmas!” Every- 
one loved the nonsense, but when the youngest caught on to 
the game, the parents were prepared to abandon it. The 
children wouldn’t hear of such a thing. They were caught 
by the whimsey, and as they grew older their letters stopped 
being order lists and became expressions of gratitude, love 
and concern for others. Now at college age, they are such 
beautiful, personal essays on the theme of Christmas that 
everyone in the family looks forward to hearing them, and 
the mother says she is moved to tears every time. 

Boys are not often expected to hatch ideas with senti- 
mental overtones but sometimes even the most practical 
fellow surprises his family. This was true of the 13-year- 
old who had a Saturday job in a neighborhood nursery. 
Originally, the work was simply intended as a means of 
earning pocket money, but he became so fascinated by the 
plant material that by Christmastime he’d become something

@ Almost begging you to create the Christ- 
mas aura in your home with your own 
hands are wondrous, simple, inexpensive, 
and unexpected materials that are all 
around to entice you. They’re in every fam- 
ily’s hoard of ribbons, metallic braid, glit- 
ter beads, and other bits of splendor too 
lovely to throw away. They’re on gift-wrap- 
ping counters in foils as opulent as a rajah’s 
raiment, and in tissue paper with colors 
to shame the rainbow. Among humble ma- 


terials rich in decorative potentials are wax 


paper, shelf paper, cotton rug yarn, even 
discarded nylons. 

Besides the feeling of power you'll get 
when materials like these respond creatively 
to your touch you'll experience a great sense 
of accomplishment—satisfaction that your 
whole family can share, if you'll set up a 
home assembly line where each member 
with a job to do gets a deeper meaning from 
the Christmas he has helped to make. Here 
and on the next nine pages are ideas that 


will get you off to a good start. 





Weave wondrous spheres 


from everyday string 





@ These decorations could be the loveliest, lightest, and 
laciest spheres that ever orbited into your Christmas world. 
Make them of simple cotton rug yarn, dipped in starch, and 
watch them grow like magic from fingers which don’t have 
to be nimble, much less skilled. The technique you use 
couldn’t be simpler. You could call it netting (the kind a 
fisherman makes), but you don’t need to knot. You could 
call it weaving, but you don’t need to interlace two sets of 
threads. You merely lay yarn, sticky with starch, in lovely 
patterns over molds to dry. When molds are removed, the 


starch-stiffened forms hold their rigid shape. 


(Directions for making these decorations on page 155.) 




















Typical of impressive ornaments you can 
make of simple materials is this lantern 


of starched yarn, with glued-on squares 
of colored tissues. It is molded into this 
rigid sphere over an inflated balloon. 
Fiberglas sheet makes light bulb cylinder. 





Balloon, like the one which sped Mr. 
Phineas T. Fogg around the world in 
80 days, is made of same materials as 
above. Basket is molded over refrigerator 
dish, then attached to bailoon by yarns. 


Starched-yarn tree with tissue-paper trim 
is molded over cardboard cone. Two- 
piece fruit bowl is molded over 12-inch 
mixing bowl for top, small refrigerator 
dish for base. Parts are then joined. 
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Basie design of all these decorations, 
made of gift-wrapping foil, is a circle. 
Drawn, cut, and glued together, circles give 
various effects, depending upon the way 
they’re folded. Folded into triangles, as 
these sketches show, the circles in the 
above group make a large hanging sphere,

@ Sweet are the uses of geometry when it gives such rich 
splendor for so little work, so little money, Gift-wrapping foil 
is the single shiny ingredient for these geometrical designs, 
many of which stem from the polyhedron. (Remember Geom- 
etry 2-B’s family of figures with many faces?) Like faceted 
jewels, the more faces the designs have, the more light they 
reflect and the more they dazzle. In spite of any high-sounding 
talk about geometry, the basis of these designs is a circle, 
folded to make various forms. Using any flat, round object 
as a pattern (we used a 6-inch saucer), draw circles on white 
side of paper-backed foil; cut, fold, and join together with 
rubber cement. For variety, line some circles, as we did, with 
contrasting-color foil. These designs adapt to any kind of crisp 
paper that will fold nicely. (See page 154 for directions for 


making these decorations. )

There’s as much to be said for the joys children 
get from participating, from doing—not just pas- 
sively watching TV or waiting for Christmas to be

the joy and pride of children bringing home cut- 
outs and paper-link chains. You can improve their 
tastes with these upstyled projects. Unlike the kin- 
dergarten stuff you may have tried to hide at the 
back of a tree, these are decorations you'll be proud 
to use. Indeed you'll probably wish to make some 
with your own two hands. 

A child only reaps these benefits by doing, and 
there’s an even richer reward when he does it for 
others. As our Family Editor says on page 127 
(“After Santa Claus .. . What?”), when children 
fairly burst with generous thoughts for family and 
friends, this altruistic spirit has usually been aided 
and abetted. So, you can let these attractive kits 
fill still another important role: that of aiding 
and abetting your child’s altruism, encouraging him 


to make such trinkets for others to enjoy.

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You'll have a richer glow of color and a livelier pageantry 
of light, if the design is repeated over a large window 
area. Where there are large panes or picture windows, 
you can fake the leaded effect of stained-glass joinings 


by making as many divisions as you like with plastic tape. 
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You don’t have to in- 
stall a Gothic rose 
window to enjoy the 
jeweling effects of 
stained glass or the 
pageantry of light 
passing through it. Even small pieces of 
colored wrapping tissue, confined be- 
tween two layers of wax paper can cast 
a rich glow over a room. They can give 
it changing patterns of light and move- 
ment from sunrise to nightfall. 

Designs for creating these stained- 
glass effects are simple. Whether you 
trace and draw them or cut them out 
freehand, whether they’re religious or 
secular in theme, mosaics of colored 
tissue paper in your window can be an 
eloquent symbol of the Christmas spirit. 

The materials you'll need for making 
these window decorations are ordinary 
kitchen wax paper, colored tissue paper, 
and glitter (optional). 

To make tissue paper designs, you can 
use various motifs. Trees. bells, stars, 
Christmas balls, angels, Madonnas and 
the like can be cut symmetrically on a 
center fold so as to produce multiple 
designs with just one cutting. 

For our Christmas tree, shown in the 
window, opposite, we first drew and cut 
simple outlines of a tree along the cen- 
ter fold of a rectangular piece of tissue 
paper. To make the tree leafier, we took 
the cutout pieces of tissue that were 


You can create

left (they had a similar tree outline), 
turned them upside down, and trimmed 
them to about the same size. We laid 
these on top of our original trees to 
give them the leafy look you see in the 
photograph at the left. 

Once designs are made, you can lay 
them aside for the moment and proceed 
to make your wax-paper panes. Place a 
pad of newspaper over the center of the 
ironing board. Unwind 10 or 12 feet of 
wax paper over the roll, and let it fall 
behind the board. Reverse the roll, and 
holding it in one hand, start doubling 
the paper back over the already unrolled 
portion. Keeping the two edges even. 
join by sealing them on the right-hand 
side with a hot iron, running it over the 
double layers for a depth of about one- 
half inch. Continue unrolling and iron- 
ing paper as you go, until the whole 
length has been doubled and joined. 
Joined at one side only, this long double 
layer of wax paper can then be cut into 
panes of any size you want. Each pane 
can be opened like the covers of a book 
and a design inserted sandwich-style be- 
tween. A bit of glitter can be sprinkled 
over the inserted design before you close 
and seal the wax paper pane by running 
a hot iron over the whole thing. 

To fasten these stained-glass effects 
to your window, just apply a few dots 
of rubber cement to the back of each, 
and glue it to the glass.

The timid, afraid that the decorations they 
make will look like the work of an amateur, 
can be made bold by the classic festoon. Be- 
cause this leafy garland, hanging in natural

on a poet’s brow, you can hardly go wrong with it. We'd 
say it is as safe from the look of hands-that-stitched- 
it-up-at-home as festoons of light swagged across San 
Francisco Bay. Costing almost nothing to make, festoons 
could stand in for a passel of expensive decorations. 

To make, you'll need discarded nylons, tissue paper 
for stuffing them, white shelf paper for leaves, white glue, 
Krylon spray enamel, and paper clips. 

To make base for festoon: Use two stockings to make 
a long festoon, and fill with tissue paper crushed loosely 
into wads. For a shorter festoon, use one stocking, tie

Fold the paper, accordion- 
fashion, until you have ten layers, to be cut all at one 
time. Secure the layers with paper clips to keep them 
from slipping while cutting. Fold each stack of leaves 
lengthwise, and before separating, crimp a few irregular 
pleats along the fold to give a natural “leafy” look. Pre- 
pare about 300 leaves this way. (Three cutting lots, as 
described, will do the trick.) 
Gluing: Leaves are attached singly at the round end, 
but by squirting a dab of glue on one leaf and rubbing 
some of it on the next leaf to be applied, you can trans- 


fer and spread the glue thinly without gumming up your 





hands. The secret of making leaves stick easily is to 





have glue spread thinly, to pinch each leaf in place for 


a few seconds. With stocking base suspended between two 




















chairs, begin attaching leaves at center, working around 

















joining of two stockings in circular rows, points over- 





lapping.

Another evening, after someone else has given a cocktail 
party, we'll invite the cocktail guests to come to us for a 
buffet dinner, as glamorous and different as | can make it 
because by now everybody is sick to death of routine holiday 
food. And all through the season there will be the inevitable 
dropper-inners who may or may not stay on to dinner. I’ve 
dreamed up all sorts of ideas for coping easily with these. 
and I'll divulge my gentle tactics in detail a little further 
on in the article. 

But. to put the cart before the horse a little, my first 
Christmas party, which comes before the big day. is Bob’s 
office party. I’m going to talk about office parties at lengtn 
because no other party during the year is looked upon with 
as many mixed emotions. But it has certainly become a 
national custom. I am deluged with letters asking how to 
make it fun for everyone and still keep it well behaved and 
without unpleasant consequences. For let’s face it, none of 
us is at our best if we have had that one drink too many 


and mixing business with pleasure is always touchy. 














The time of day is the key to the type of party you might 
give. If the office will be closed on the afternoon of Christ- 
mas Eve, a morning party can be fun. Keep it modest and 
sensible, like a glorified coffee break. You might make a 
huge bowl of coffee bralot or coffee diable, or you could 
have cold bouillon, orange or tomato juice with a dash of 
vodka. Or serve just coffee with a fat bottle of brandy 
alongside for a warming addition. These are simple drinks 
that call for just enough spirits to salute the season. A 
snack bar with crackers and cheese, “Donut Holes,” coffee 
cakes and sliced fruit cake would be ample. Close down the 
coffee bar at twelve and send everyone off for the day. 

A “beer bust” is a wise kind of party which you could 
put on from noon to two. You can make this a Gay Nineties 
party, complete with an old-time bartender and a free lunch 
counter. This makes a tremendous hit, for everyone is in a 
nostalgic mood anyway. Have beer on tap, an oyster bar, a 
pianist or a strolling musician and a Barbershop Quartet 
out of your own group if possible. Music is a must for this 
party, for everyone loves to sing the old songs. 

If you want to go really all out on a lavish free lunch 
counter, it is far simpler to have it catered. The oyster bar 
is a must, and then you can swing into all the different 
roasts of beef, lamb, steak, and birds, with rye, pumper- 
nickel, and French breads for do-it-yourself sandwich-mak- 
ing. Unusual and fancy foods and delicacies can be conver- 
sation items. But the eatables should have enough to them 
to stay the inner man. 

So many countries drink beer. You could have a Danish 
party, with an array of Scandinavian delicacies. Smoked 
salmon, herring in sour cream, tiny shrimp, cheeses and 
interesting breads make a perfect foil for their delicious 
beer. We like Tuborg, which comes in a Christmasy green 
bottle with gold foil, so you can serve the beer in the 
bottle. Just get'a large container for ice, and place the beer 
in the ice. German beer is also delicious, and Wurzburger 
Hofbrau comes in a green bottle also. And think of the 
beautiful “free German lunch” you could put out. Go to 
your nearest German delicatessen and go overboard buying 
their goodies, from their mustards to potato salads. What 
fun to have German music! 

East Indian curries and Mexican food are all comple- 
mented by beer, too. So your beer bust could go really 
exotic as an Indian party with popadums, curry puffs, 
shrimp puffs (all of which come packaged and easy to pre- 
pare), or a fullfledged curry of rice and shrimp served 
buffet from an electric casserole. Or turn it into a Mexican 
fiesta (see page 141), playing up the colorful Mexican 
motifs which look like Christmas anyway. Here again you 
can get canned and frozen foods like tacos, little tamales 
and chile beans, that are so easy to prepare. A strolling

I’ve listed below the contents of my Christmas-time 
larder which makes it a cinch for me to breeze through 
every kind of holiday entertaining from a Big Bash to 
the Dropper-Inners. I take inventory of my shelves in 
November, then load them up with staples and fill 
in with a few seasonal foods or luxury goodies. Here 
are the things [ wouldn’t be without: 

My “specialty” shelf: S & W canned shrimp, tiny and 
jumbo, Yak Yak meat balls, salmon balls, Reese 
Cocktail Balls in curry, S. S. Pierce chicken in glass

Bread Waferettes, Rye Thins, oyster crackers, pretzels, 
Peek-Frean Twiglets. 

Cheeses: 2-pound piece imported Swiss, wedge of 
Roquefort, grated Parmesan, Rouge et Noir Camembert. 
Of the packaged cheeses: Treasure Cave blue cheese, 
Wispride in all flavors, MacLaren’s Imperial Cheddar.

The ice cream drawer: several gallons of ice cream, 
sherbets, a cake of ice duked up with fruits frozen 

in it (to put into a party punch), trays of extra ice cubes. 
My “‘frozen goodie” section: frozen meat balls,

puffs and curry puffs, cocktail tacos—all things I

not too unlike their delicious roebuck. If you can get veni- 
son, serve that with a flourish. In fact, any game would 
be a conversation piece. You can whip up a wild duck paté 
made of one wild duck chopped up with the dark meat of 
chicken or turkey and seasoned with red wine. Cold roast 
pork could pinch-hit for wild boar. And it’s all good husky 
food. Austrian Christmas cookies and coffee would complete 
your picture. And let there be Viennese music, of course! 

If the office must be open in the afternoon, an Irish 
coffee party from three to four is an easy and different 
idea. All you need is an ice bucket filled with lightly 
whipped and sweetened cream, several bottles of Irish whis- 
key, and plenty of hot coffee. For this you should have 
stemmed glasses which you might rent, for the coffee looks 
most festive served this way. German or Danish Christmas 
cookies, pastries, and nuts are all the food necessary. But 
close down the bar after one hour, so that everyone can be 
on an Irish pink cloud but no higher. 

Bob’s office is relatively small, so we’re fortunate in 
that we can have his office party at home. Usually we have 
a punch bowl and a bar in one room and the food in the 
dining room. It’s all buffet and kept hot throughout the 
party, so if some wish to eat early their supper is there. 
If they want another drink they can come in later for food. 
It is actually easier for me when people eat inerelays for, if 
you're limited en plates or soup cups, you can get them 
washed up for the next group. The kids are always on hand 
to help, for they know all the guests. They ladle out punch, 
pass the popcorn and nuts, and the homey, informal atmos- 
phere seems to be fun for everyone. 


S, much goes on before Christmas that everyone has sort 
of a let-down feeling right after the big day, so it is fun 
to go to a party some time before the New Year’s Eve 
wingding. Our Open House is scheduled for the week end 
after Christmas. It is planned for parents and their young 
adults, for I like to include the young whenever I can. This 
party has some of the elements of a cocktail party, but I 
center it around a rosy rosé punch (the same as I suggested 
for an office party). This drink carries a zing, but does not 
hand you a wallop. When you have a large punch bowl you 
can eliminate the bartender. If you have one large buffet 
table filled with goodies, you will need only one or two in 
the kitchen to renew the food trays and keep the rooms tidy. 
I learned long ago, too, that olive pits get into the most 
unheard of places, so I serve pitted olives. Another item 
of debris is the toothpick upon which you have served an 
hors d’oeuvre. Eliminate these by serving an edible pick, 
such as a thin pretzel, a slim breadstick or a “Twiglet.” 
When you are dreaming up the food for the holidays, you 


must have things that are simple, and yet rich enough to 


have staying qualities. For our Open House, of course a 
tray of various cheeses is always good. | keep on hand

Anew Sound in Christinas 


The new sound is stereophonic. Now you can have it 


You'll need to know about 


“COMPATIBILITY” 


on records as well as on magnetic tape and radio, but it is 


wise to learn a little about it before you shop 


Can I play the new stereo records on my old equipment? 


Can I play my old records on the new stereo equipment? 


This is the double-barreled question of compatibility. 


If you have a standard pho- 
nograph you should not play ster- 


eophonic records on it. But it can 
easily be modified to play them. 

The problem is this: Stereo rec- 
ords call for a stylus of smaller 
diameter, a more flexible pickup, 
and less tracking pressure. They 
also require two separate pickup 
leads, one for each of the two 
sound channels on the record. Your 
existing pickup and stylus is not 
compliant (flexible) enough, the 
stylus diameter is too large, and 
there’s too much weight on the 
record groove. It is easy to replace 
the monophonic pickup with a ster- 
eophonic one and there are many 
to choose from. They cost from 
$10 to $90. Tracking pressure 
should be lightened. Some tone 
arms have a weight adjustment, or 
your repair man can lighten it. 

If you have a stereophonic 
pickup on a monophonic machine 
you can play the stereo records but 
you wont get the stereo effect. The 
stereo pickup has separate leads 
for each of the two amplifiers and 
speakers necessary for true stereo. 


You can have these wired to play 


both channels through one speaker 
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and get monophonic sound from 
stereo discs now and add the sec- 
ond amplifier and speaker system 
later for true stereo. The stereo 
pickup will also play 3343, 45, or 
16 rpm monophonic records. 
Remember: Although you can 
play stereo records, they will sound 
like monophonic records until you 
add the extra amplifier and speaker. 
One exception: Don’t play 78 
rpm records with a stereo pickup. 
The diameter of the stylus is too 
small and it rides between the 
grooves instead of on the sides 
where the sound impressions are. 
If you still have 78’s you'll need a 
larger (3 mil) stylus to play them. 
The “turnover” cartridges have 
both the 3 mil stylus and the 
.7 mil used for stereo. 
If you have a _ complete 
stereo unit you can play any 
micro-groove record. The stereo 
records will give you the full im- 
pact of stereophonic sound, The 
monophonic records will sound as 
they would on a monophonic sys- 
tem of similar quality. You can 
use your second (stereo) speaker 
to widen the sound source when 


you play your standard records.

@ The familiar sweet strains of Adeste Fidelis and Silent 
Night, and the joyful lilt of Jingle Bells will have the added 
dimension of stereophonic sound for more families this 
year than ever before. Never in the history of the music 
business has so much that is so new become available in so 
short a time. No doubt about it, the lucky ones on this year’s 
shopping lists are the home-music enthusiasts. . 

Last Christmas there were a few experimental stereo 
broadcasts, and a new but fast-growing market for stereo- 
phonic sound on magnetic tape. At that time stereo sound 
on records was a 25-year-old laboratory experiment with no 
value to music lovers. 

But this year! This year there are more broadcasts, more 
tape machines and tapes and, on top of that, a whole new 
business built around stereophonic sound on records. The 
purpose of this article is to help you evaluate this new 
development in sound on records, and to tell about the news 
in magnetic tape and stereo broadcasting. All of the basic 
problems of producing stereo records have been solved and 
there’s a very large, and growing, selection of discs on 
hand. This is a major expression of the wonders an indus- 
try can perform under the stress of competition. When so 
much occurs so fast, there is sure to be some confusion. 
Even the engineers and manufacturers have honest differ- 
ences of opinion on some points. But there’s no question 
among the experts about the value of stereophonic sound as 
a step toward greater realism. 

The differences of opinion have to do with refinements. 
For example: How long will a stereo record wear? How 
flexible must a pickup be to get the most from a stereo record 


and play it without damage? How important is speaker 











placement? How accurately must speaker quality be bal- 
anced? Must both speakers reproduce the full range of 
sound? Are ceramic or magnetic cartridges best? There are 
theories and opinions on both sides of these and similar 
questions. Only experience will give the final answers. First, 
a word about the relationship of stereophonic sound to high 


fidelity, then let’s consider the stereo phonographs. 


Stereo and high fidelity 


Stereo refers to a kind of music reproduction; high fidelity 
refers to the quality of the sound. High fidelity is the re- 
production of sound with a high degree of fidelity to the 
original. How high the degree of realism must be to qualify 
is a moot point. But if the term is to mean anything at all, 
it must mean sound which is well above the average that it 
is possible to reproduce. Now, stereo sound is a variety of 
recorded sound that is different in kind from monophonic 
sound. Stereo is not automatically high fidelity. Some stereo- 
phonic units qualify as high fidelity, some do not. As for 
cost, you can figure stereo will be about one-third to one- 


half more than monophonic sound of equivalent quality. 


A word abcut the records 


Stereophonic records cost a little more than monophonic 


discs by the same maker. You can get both 7-inch 45 rpm, 


and 12-inch 3314 


/o 


rpm stereo records from $1.50 (7-inch) 
to $6 (12-inch). If possible, listen to the records before 
you buy. There’s great variation and some are marginal in 


quality. Don't judge stereo by a poor recording. 


The equipment you can buy today—what it costs 
You can buy equipment for the new sound on records in 
any of three ways. The easiest and most direct is to buy a 
stereophonic phonograph complete with the two amplifier 
systems and two speakers. You can get either portable or 
console models. The complete portable stereo units cost from 
about $100 to $250. As for the console models, some are 
all in one cabinet, others have the controls in one unit and 
a separate speaker system in another matching cabinet. 
The second amplifier may be in either cabinet. In general, 
the prices for the consoles fall into two overlapping cate- 
gories. At the lower end of the scale there is a wide choice 
from $200 to’$400; at the upper end of the scale the consoles 
run from $400 to about $650. All the well-known phonograph 
manufacturers have exceptionally complete selections within 
these prices. You can expect the same range of quality in 
their stereo units as in their monophonic equipment. For 
the utmost in stereo facilities, many phonograph com- 
panies and some tape recorder makers have luxurious 
music systems as complete as you could ask for. These 
include top quality equipment for playing stereo records, 


stereo tapes, monophonic tapes, (Please turn the page)

The key to the difference between stereophonic 


sound and monophonic sound (less accurately 
called monaural) is a matter of separation. Stereo- 
phonic sound is separated into two channels when 
it is recorded. monophonic sound is always on only 
one channel. In stereo each of the two channels is 
picked up by a separate set of microphones. The 
sound is transmitted to the listener through two 
separate amplifiers and two or more speaker sys- 
tems. The separate parts are combined and made 
complete by the listener as he hears them. The 
sounds that originated on the left are heard from 
the left. Those that came from the right are heard 
from the right. Sounds that originated in the center 
are heard in part from the left and part from the 
right and sound as if they come from between the 
speakers. Some playback systems use a_ center 
speaker to enhance the sound in the middle. 

You play monophonic sound 
through two or more speakers to spread the source. 
But this is not stereophonic sound and will not 
sound like it. For true stereo there must be two 
separate channels at the source of sound. 


The new sound of stereo is not easy to describe 


can, of course, 


in words. To be appreciated it must be heard. The 
value of a high quality stereo system to the listener 
is the sense of spaciousness, richness, and texture it 
brings to the sound. Be prepared to hear two. kinds 
of recording on stereo discs and tapes. On some, 
the stereo effect is purposely pronounced, with 
obyious separation between channels. On_ others, 
the effect is more subtle. In fact you may not fully 
appreciate it at first, but after listening to well- 
recorded stereo on good equipment, a monophonic 
reproduction can sound thin and seem as if it were 
coming through a window or out of a box. 

If you would like to read more about the prin- 
ciples of stereo, see What You Should Know About 
Stereophonic Sound, in the March 1958 issue of 
House BeautiruL. You will also be interested in 
Richard Williams’s article on page 14 of this issue. 
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AM-FM radio, and in some cases AM-FM stereo broad- 
casts. These marvelously complete machines come either 
in one cabinet or with matching, movable speakers and 
cost from $1,500 to $2,600 complete. 

Another way to get stereo equipment is to buy the 
separate components and plug them together. The ad- 
vantages are maximum flexibility in housing the equip- 
ment, and, if you have developed a preference for partic- 
ular brands, you can put these units together. 

Both the component system and the console system have 
ardent champions. The fact that they are both thriving in- 
dicates they each fill a definite consumer need. If you think 
through your own requirements in terms of space, whether 
or not you wish to feature the equipment as furniture, your 
knowledge of high-fidelity components, and your budget, 
the most logical choice for you will become apparent. 

For those of you who now have high-fidelity equipment, 
the best way to get stereophonic sound will probably be to 
add on to what you have. Say you have a good monophonic 
phonograph in either a console or component system. You 
will need three new pieces to convert to stereo. You'll need a 
new cartridge (including stylus and tone-arm wiring), a sec- 
ond pre-amp and amplifier, and a second speaker system. The 
job is simplified if you now have an all-in-one console 
manufactured by one of the well-known makers. Most of 
them have adaptor kits with which you can convert their 
earlier equipment to stereo. Cost for these kits runs from 
about $100 to $350. All of the new monophonic phonographs 
are now designed to convert to stereo by simply plugging in 


the extra elements. These are called “wired for stereo.” 


Evaluating the parts 

If you have a component system, the addition of stereo is 
quite simple, but you have literally dozens of choices of 
equipment in each category. The best advice we can give is 
to seek out a high-fidelity dealer whom you trust. He 
will be your best guide through the maze of possibilities. 
If you are pleased with the equipment you have, youll want 
to consider the stereo add-on units of the same manufacturer. 
If there is any problem in converting, it is not having too 
little to choose from but too much. Here are a few things 
you should keep in mind when you convert to stereo. 

Concerning cartridges: Listen to both ceramic and mag- 
netic cartridges playing the same record on the same equip- 
ment to see if one sounds significantly. better to you than 
the other. If you have 78 rpm records, get a turnover car- 
tridge with a 3 mil sapphire stylus to play them with. Use 
only a diamond stylus for your microgroove records. Check 
the weight of the tone arm and new cartridge. You can buy 
an inexpensive gauge for this purpose. The stylus pressure 
should not exceed 4 to 6 grams for best results. If it has 
less than 4 grams it may not track properly. 

The record player: You need a high-quality turntable 
or changer for stereo. The better monophonic units can 
be adapted, but in some cases it is best to buy a new

Then join flaps A and B to form 
a ring.

Follow the same procedure 
for joining together the five tri- 
angles in the bottom row. With 
strong thread and needle attach a 
thread for hanging ornament.

Triangles made this way are also 
used to form the large wall orna- 
lying flat, in photo- 
graph, top of page 130. This time, 
use two sheets of foil paper, each 
of a different color, and make 12 
triangles of each color. Pair off 
these 24 triangles by gluing a tri- 
angle of one color to a triangle of 
the other color, flap to flap. as de- 
scribed above.

12 pairs of two-color triangles. 

To assemble these pairs of tri- 
angles into a wall plaque, take six 
of the pairs and join them together 
by gluing the two remaining flaps 
of a triangle of one color to a flap 
of a triangle of the other color.

@ You have planned a dinner to do you proud, 


chosen your company with love and wisdom, pored 
over recipes, dreamed over the menu and the wine. 
Now you must cap the climax with something wlti- 
mate. 

In the opinion of many connoisseurs, there should 
always be a Cognac or a brandy to go along with the 
coffee or to sip afterward. You should also offer, 
if possible, another eau de vie or “water of life” 
distilled from the wine of fruits, cherries or rasp- 
berries, pears or wild plums, walnuts, quince or 
flowering gentian. 

These cordials are not at all sweet but dry as air 
on the highest mountain and as heady to inhale. 
Some, like the Cognacs, Armagnac, Calvados, the 
mare of Burgundy or the Greek Metaxa, will be pale 
gold, the color of sunlight caught in bottles. Kirsch, 
mirabelle, framboise, and maraschino in their tall, 
aristocratic vials, will sparkle crystal-white and gla- 
cial water-clear. 

\nywhere in the world these are among the most 
precious and most expensive, the rarest of spirits. 
Here in the United States, they are also, with the 
exception of Cognacs and some Armagnacs, the most 
difficult to come by. But they are well worth looking 


for and paying for, well worth spending a few of

Fruit brandies, cordial but not sweet, 
are the most knowing way to end a perfect 
dinner. Learn what is what among the rare 


spirits, how to pick the right one to serve

your precious hours in Paris visiting a shop like 
Fauchon’s behind the Madeleine, where you will find 
one of the world’s finest assortments. 

Cordial is the mood and word for a great number 
of drinks that are traditionally served after dinner. 
Cordials include liqueurs as well as many different 
types of brandy. There are of course some popular 
sweet and fruity liqueurs called blackberry, cherry, 
or peach brandy. But strictly speaking, the label 
“fruit brandy” belongs to a distillate, generally 
clear, pale-amber or white, usually unsweetened. 

Most people like to offer a selection of liqueurs 
as well as brandies at the end of a meal. Who is to 
say what your choice will be at the end of any din- 
ner? Liqueur or brandy? It all depends upon your 
taste and the occasion. It is currently the fashion 
among some epicures to insist that brandy is a safer 
choice, since its excellence depends upon the spirit 
itself and nothing else. No added sweetening; no 
added flavoring. No cover-up is possible. 

Brandy alone usually refers to a distillate of 
grapes. It is made not only in France and the United 
States but also in Germany, Israel, Italy, Spain, 
Portugal, Mexico, Africa (North and South), Greece, 
and Australia. In fact, wherever there is wine-making 


you will find brandy too. 











But all brandies are not made of grapes. Many 
other fruits are used—apples to make Calvados and 
applejack; wild cherries to make kirsch and mara- 
schino; plums for mirabelle, quetsch, prunelle, and 
pflumliwasser; wild raspberries for framboise and 
himbeergeist. 

Among all brandies there can be no doubt that 
Cognac reigns supreme. Too often, however, the 
great name of Cognac is too lightly used. It does not 
mean just grape brandy or even just any French 
brandy. It is the home-land name reserved by French 
law for one certain brandy from one certain district, 
distilled, blended and aged in one certain way from 
one certain type of grape. 

Only a few thousand acres in the Charente area 
surrounding the town of Cognac must produce all 
the celebrated brandy that bears that illustrious 
name. For centuries, others have tried all over the 
world to reproduce the flavor and fragrance, the 
“long” caress upon the palate, the lasting scent upon 
the glass, the delicacy and strength and charm. Of 
course there are good brandies in the world outside 
of France, like Paul Masson and Coronet of Cali- 
fornia, Asbach Uralt of Germany, Fundador from 
the Jerez section of Spain, Pisco of Peru, and Madero 
of Mexico. 

The soil, the light, the climate, the grape. and the 
character of the people all have an effect upon the 
spirit made in any place. Theoretically, brandy can 
be made from any wine, but in reality the most 
elegant of brandies are made like the. most exquisite 
of Champagnes—from white wine made from white 
grapes, blanc de blanc. But the best drinking wines 
are not necessarily the finest for brandy-making. A 
soft, mellow, well-aged wine that might be heaven 
to taste would produce a brandy far inferior to one 
distilled from an untamed young wine that has just 
finished its fermentation and still has some of the 
yeast suspended in it. 

A distinguished Cognac deserves the same rever- 
ential treatment and understanding as an important 
painting. In House BeautiruL, March 1956, you will 


find an article entitled “Cognac—Grand Finale to a

Perfect Dinner” with answers to a score of questions 
about this special spirit. “How to Cook with Cognac” 
is explained by Alice B. Toklas in the same issue. 

For those super moments when only the best of 
the best is good enough, you will, of course, serve a 
Cognac. And you will find none better than these: 
Bisquit Dubouché, Courvoisier, Denis Mounie. Hen- 
nessy, Hine, Martell, Monnet, Otard, Remy Martin. 

For after dinner you will probably choose V.S.O.P. 
(Very Special Old Pale), which means generally 
with these companies that the spirit has been aged 
for an average of twenty years in old oak casks 
from the forests of Limousin. 

Next in rank after Cognac is a brandy produced 
farther south in France in the land of Armagnac. It 
is curious how different they are—these two _peer- 
less brandies. For the grape in both cases has the 
same parentage. Yet in the flinty soil of Armagnac 
it takes on a taste quite different from its flavor in 
the chalky fields of Charente. There are many other 
differences—in the methods of distillation, in the 
treatment of the wines and spirits, in the wood used 
in the casks for aging. 

Whatever the reasons, Armagnac has a more earthy 
flavor, a taste that might be compared to that of a 
wild mushroom or even a truffle. An Armagnac is 
often rougher, less mellow than a Cognac. Some 
people call it harder and occasionally you will find 
even an underglow of bitterness. 

According to government regulation, no brandy 
can display the coveted white certificate known as 
the Acquit Blanc, unless it is made of the proper 
grape and in a tiny area. However, there are also a 
number of eaux de vie made in the same region, 


which carry a rose- (Please turn to page 187)

Discover the infinite variety of ham 
and you'll realize why it’s the favorite of gourmets 
the world over, why you shouldn’t settle for just 


one kind. Here’s a glossary to guide you 
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@ “What ever happened to real, good-tasting, old-fash- 
ioned ham?” It’s time somebody raised the question. 

The answer is, “The world is full of it.” 

The whole United States is full of such ham. So are 
Denmark, Holland, France, England, Ireland, Spain, 
Italy. This is the festive ham that Athenaeus of Greece 
wrote about. It’s the savory stuff that intrigued the 
Emperor-Cook of China four thousand years ago. For 
the art of ham-making, salting and smoking meat, is 
probably almost as old as a smoldering campfire. And 
to this day there is probably no meat more sought after 
and savored by gourmets the world over. 

However, we are not talking about the pale and pretty, 
baby-pink and spongy substance that hides (and _ it 
should hide) between slices of white cotton-batting 
bread to make the typical American ham sandwich. 

We are talking about real ham, true and honest ham— 
firm and robust, full of savor, smoke and juices, man- 
aging to be at the same time sweet of meat, salty, spicy, 
yet ineflably delicate. 

But try buying even a slice of such ham in the usual 
market. It is almost impossible, despite the fact that 
some of the most gourmet-prized ham in the world is 
raised and cured right here in the U.S.A. 

When we taste the ham that so many people are used 
to accepting as adequate, we wonder if a new genera- 
tion will grow up never knowing or even caring for 
this great epicurean experience? Will our palates be- 
come so attuned to, so perverted by streamlined, quick- 
cured processed, sterilized blandness that we actually 
prefer “rose-colored blotting paper, fit only to be cov- 
ered with mustard or used as a base for a compote of 
fruits” (which is how one visiting Frenchman de- 
scribed our ordinary American ham) ? 

About a year ago a plaintive letter came to Clemen- 
tine Paddleford at the New York Herald Tribune asking 
where, oh, where, could a city gentleman locate a 
smoked country ham like those of his youth for which 
he had a tremendous hunger—the kind of ham that hung 
in his grandfather’s cellar. It looked more or less like 
the ham of today, but there all resemblance ended. 
Within a week, more than fifty letters brought scores 
of addresses, the best of which Miss Paddleford has 
been willing to share. For several years House BEAUTI- 


FUL editors have been collecting, too, a treasure list of

addresses, especially mail-order addresses, where hams 
with character can be bought. You will find this list 
on page 175. 

But where is only a part of the story. There are hams 
and hams. The choice is almost as wide as the world. 
Which do you want? And once you have got it, how 
will you treat it to enjoy to the full its subtle flavor. 

Ham is probably the most bewildering of all meats 
to buy. A ham marked “tenderized” may be anything 
but tender. So-called “ready-to-eat” hams may have 
to be cooked. One type of raw ham must be soaked, 
simmered, baked or fried. Yet again, it is a sacrilege to 
heat another raw type like prosciutto or Westphalian. 

Ask for a “country-style” ham and you can get prac- 
tically anything. Order Virginia ham. It’s a lottery in 
which you may draw anything from a sugar-coated mar- 
aschino-cherried nonentity to an aged, black-pepper- 
pocked vintage aristocrat fit for a gastronomic godling. 

For your guidance here is a glossary of ham talk, 
from A through the alphabet, answering the puzzled 
questions most people pose about ham, its nomenclature, 


origins, cooking procedures, and sources of supply: 


American Hams 


Generally it is agreed among connoisseurs everywhere 
that when an American country-cured ham is at its 
best—“‘its local best”—you cannot find its equal any- 
where. This ham has been smoked with corn cob, hick- 
ory, or sassafras, and usually bears no relationship to 
the everyday ham purveyed by ordinary supermarkets 
or average butcher shops, unless yours is one of those 
extra-special personal butcher shops that will order extra- 
special delicacies for you. But the supply of fine hams 
is small; the cost is high; every year fewer farmers cure 
hams. When they do, frequently it is for their own use. 
“Flaunting dollars in their faces does not always lure 
people to part with their prize smoked pork,” one ham- 
connoisseur has observed. 

The opposite number of a country-cured ham is one 
sometimes called a “city ham,” a “western ham,” or 
“the packing house kind.” These may or may not be 
worth eating. 

The usual American ham of today is generally dull, 
but not standardized. Among those generally available 
in stores some are passable, some are good, and some 
are better. Brand names and your confidence in them 
become important guides. Each brand has its own cook- 
ing requirements, and whole hams are usually tagged 
with directions for preparation. However, the consumer 
may be left at sea, especially when buying a part of a ham 
or a slice, unless through experience he has developed an 


appreciative palate for the best. (Please turn the page) 
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SO MANY DIFFERENT HAMS continued 


Kentucky hams. Honest-to-goodness Kentucky hams 
are becoming almost as scarce as dinosaur eggs. These 
should be made from Hampshire hogs that roam amidst 
the clover, beans, and acorns after weaning and are 
“finished” on grain, mostly corn. These hams are put 
down in dry salt for at least a month or more and hung 
on the rafters for 12, 18, or 24 months. (More about 
Kentucky hams can be found in the article on Cooking 
with Bourbon in House BEAutiruL, December, 1955.) 

Kentucky and Tennessee hams must generally be 
ordered by mail if you live outside of the region. They 
are rarely sold ready to serve. 

Smithfield hams. Far and away the most famous of 
all Virginia and American hams are those made in the 
county surrounding the small town of Smithfield, Vir- 
ginia. Only these hams can carry the renowned name of 
Smithfield. In addition to being made in this particular 
locality, a true Smithfield must come from pigs of razor- 
back ancestry, a long, lean breed of porker. 

These pigs are grown and fed in a special way. For 
the first six to nine months of their existence, they 
are allowed to roam the woods, feeding on acorns, beech- 
nut, and hickory nuts. Then they are turned out to root 
in the freshly-harvested peanut fields, and at last they 
are fed on corn. After dry salting and peppering, they 
are heavily smoked with hickory, apple, and oak and are 
hung in smoke houses never for less than a year, gen- 


erally for a much longer time.

The rich spicy vintage ham, for 
which Virginia, Kentucky, and 
Georgia are famous, lends itself 
sublimely to hors d’oeuvres.

It comes as a surprise to learn that despite the world 
renown and ancient prestige of Smithfield hams, there 
are only four brands available: Amber, Gwaltney, Joy- 
ner, and Luter. For clubs, restaurants, and hotels there 
is also available a Deband Smithfield ham which is pro- 
duced according to a special formula by the Luter Co. 

Jordan, known for generations as a Smithfield aristo- 
crat, is now being cured and smoked in nearby Rich- 
mond, (See House BeautTiFuL, May, 1957, page 141.) 

Tennessee hams are of the same genre as Kentucky 
hams. Every year they become harder and harder to find. 

Virginia hams. The best of Virginia hams trace their 
ancestry back, back, back thousands of years to the hams 
of China, where those of Kin Hua and Yunnan are the 
most famous. Some of the Italian hams prepared in the 
vicinity of Venice are extraordinarily similar to those 
of Yunnan and recipes for preparing them might have 
been brought to Italy by Marco Polo, who is known to 
have visited this ancient city. According to one story, a 
Colonial Virginia gentleman spent a whole year in 
China learning the revered technique. Whenever a 
Chinese recipe calls for ham, this is the type of ham 
that should be used—and is used, not only in the United 
States, but by Chinese epicures all over the world. 

The true Virginia ham must come from the razorback 
breed. They are fed on peanuts and peaches and some- 
times apples, and the hams cured according to age- 


old recipes, usually put down (Please turn to page 171) 
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in dry salt, heavily peppered and 
smoked with hickory, apple, and 
oak. Virginia hams are generally 
hung in smoke houses for months 
and sometimes years. Among the 
best “true” Virginia hams are 
Todd and Williamsburg. Todd 
hams, ready to slice and serve, 
can be bought all year round at 
fine shops. including Charles & 
Company in New York. Colonial 
Williamsburg hams, either cooked 
or baked and ready to eat, may be 
ordered from Williamsburg Pack- 
ing Co., Box 428, Williamsburg, 
Virginia.

Baking hams. Ham is usually 
baked fat side up in a slow oven, 
325° F., from three to four and a 
half hours if it is a raw ham. 
A tenderized or processed ham re- 
quires only one or two hours. The 
internal temperature of a processed 
ham when done should be about 
1502 3k: 

To prepare one of the country- 
cured hams for baking, it is most 
important to soak it completely 
immersed in water for two days, 
using new water each day. On the 
third day, parboil at a simmering 
temperature for four hours, using 
fresh water. Some people divide 
the simmering into two parts, doing 
it for two hours on two successive 
days, but using the same water. 
Some people save this water (called 
“not-likker”) for cooking other 
foods. On the fourth day, it is to 
be baked, but only after skinning, 
so the tough outer rind is removed. 
Place it with the fatty side up and 
coat with any number of possible 
coatings—brewn sugar, molasses, 
etc., according to the recipe you 
are using. 

Boiled ham. One of the most 
important things to remember 
about a boiled ham is that it must 
never actually be boiled. The so- 
called boiled ham that you buy in 
delicatessens is generally pressure- 
cooked or steamed. Properly boiled 
at home, ham is merely simmered. 
Allow thirty minutes per pound for 
simmering a medium-size ham, 
slightly more for a small ham, and 
slightly less for a large ham. A 
meat thermometer thrust into the 
center will register 165° F. when 
the ham is done. This is for ham 
that is to be served without further 
cooking. If the ham is to be baked 
afterward, allow about five minutes 
less per pound.

Canned hams. Because __ it 
would require such long, intense 
heat to sterilize a large piece of 
ham, only the small ones, one or 
two pounds in weight, may be kept 
on an unrefrigerated shelf like 
other canned food. Larger canned 
hams are marked perishable and 
must be kept in the refrigerator. 
Or they may be stored for a time, 
not more than a month or two, in 
the freezer. Always read the label 
to make sure of the right kind of 
storage. 

Canned hams are ready to slice 
and serve just as they come right 
out of the tin, or they may be 
glazed or used in any number of 
dishes which call for cooked ham. 
Several of the imported raw hams 
like prosciutto and Westphalian 
are now sliced and canned with 
paper holding the slices apart. 
These need no refrigeration. 

The very best canned hams are 
all in one piece. Lesser brands 
consist of chunks pressed together 
and ready to fall apart when you 
try to slice. New York canned ham 
made by the Albany Packing Com- 
pany is very special, sold by L. 
Rossi, 1298 Second Ave., New 
York City. 

“Cook before eating” appears 
on some labels. Such hams may 
be slowly fried or broiled or baked 
or boiled. Sometimes they need 
soaking and parboiling too. Look 
on the label for full information, 

Curing. This is the first step 
in transforming the hind thigh of 
a porker into a ham. In a dry 
cure, the meat is covered with salt 
and/or sugar and spices, or it 
may be put into a heavy brine also 
with some sugar or honey or mo- 
lasses. The term  “salt-cured” 
usually refers to dry salt. “Sugar- 
cured” can mean either a dry or 
a liquid cure.

EUROPEAN HAMS 


Danish hams. The canned 
Danish hams that come into this 
country in great numbers are mild 
and sweet. bland enough to appeal 
to almost everybody. A’ popular 
and widely distributed brand is 
Hafnia. Another excellent Danish 
ham is one packed by Arne Eck- 
hoff of Odense. Denmark. It is 
produced from hogs grown in the 
Schleswig-Holstein area. 

French hams, The meat of 
the epicure, especially in France, 
is not beef or lamb or even chicken, 
but ham. Even as an entrée many 
discriminating Parisians will prefer 


_le jambon in some form over and 


beyond a fillet of beef. Every year 
for hundreds of years and even 
today there is in Paris and in 
several other large cities of 
France a complete fair dedicated 
solely to ham. It is claimed, even 
by the academicians, that the an- 


| cient Gauls taught the world the 


art of making hams from the wild 
pigs that roamed the forests. Ac- 
tually it would seem that in China, 
the ancestor of our own Smith- 
field ham was being served at 
imperial banquets a thousand 
years before. 

Bayonne ham is one of the 
renowned hors d’oeuvre hams of 
France and is generally served 


| raw in rose-petal-thin slices. This 


ham does not in truth come from 
the city of Bayonne, but from the 
near-by village of Orthez where 
for generations this special kind 
of curing has been done. 

French hams are represented in 
this country at present by only one 
great ham from Lyon, the gastro- 
nomic capital of France. The 
brand name is Louis Ranque snd 
it is available at Altman’s and 
Bloomingdale’s in New York and 
at other fine food shops. 

Holland ham. An excellent 
Holland ham is imported into this 
country canned, of course. The 
brand name is Delft from the city 
of Deventer. It is packed by An- 
toine Hunick, known as the finest 
of the fine among pork product 
packers. This Holland ham is soft, 
moist and delicate. made from 
hogs fed on a special fodder of 
maize, wheat, and barley. 

Irish hams. There was a time 
when Irish hams, like Irish bacon, 
were among the most popular 
imported meats used in the United 
States. Our strict import regula- 


| tions have hampered the trade in 


the past years, but boneless Irish

hams may soon be available in 
tins. Generally hams of this type 
are cured in brine and smoked, 
often with peat, which lends a 
delightful flavor. 

Parma vs. Parme. Among 
the most renowned of French hams 
is the jambon de Parme, not. to be 
confused with the most prized ham 
of Italy, which is Parma ham. 
Jambon de Parme comes from the 
southwest of France near Biar- 
ritz. Parma ham comes from the 
north of Italy, the area around the 
the city of Parma. The French 
Jambon de Parme is very delicate 
and very sweet. Parma ham on the 
other hand is riehly spiced and 
smoked. You’d be surprised how 
even the experts get confused, for 
though the names are so similar, 
the hams are entirely different in 
color, texture, and taste, Both are 
served as hors d’oeuvres in the 
thinnest of slices. 

Prague or Polish hams, Like 
that of Virginia, the name of 
Prague as related to hams _ has 
been famous—and sometimes in- 
famous. Generally these hams are 
pickled in a mild brine for sey- 
eral months and smoked with beech 
wood. Instead of being hung from 
rafters to mature they are usually: 
put into cool cellars. All this pro- 
duces a ham with an extremely 
subtle and delicate taste. Whether 
or not this delicate flavor survives 
canning is a question. 

Prosciutto. This glorious ma- 
hogany-colored, spiced and smoked 
ham of Italy is probably the best 
known of the world’s hors d’oeuvre 
hams. The prototype of all pros- 
ciutto ham is the peerless ham of 
Parma, but every region of Italy 
has its own version. 

Prosciutto from Italy is avail- 
able in five- and eleven-ounce tins, 
thinly sliced and _ sterilized. In 
restaurants and in Italian grocer- 
ies and delicatessens you can buy | 
some American-made  prosciutto- 
type hams—excellent to serve in | 
the classic manner with wedges — 
of melon and coarsely ground black 
pepper, or with fresh green figs 
or with pears. 

One of the finest American-made 
prosciuttos is La Perla, produced 
by the Kingan Company and dis 
tributed by DeBragga and Spitler 
of New York. There is also im- 
ported and American-made bone-— 
less prosciutto, which is easy to. 
slice and handle, but which is not | 
considered as good as that which 
is processed on the- bone. 

Prosciuttino. The prosciuttino 
is a spicy boiled ham, made in 
America and useful for appetizers 
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and sandwiches, but not to be con- 
fused with prosciutto. 

Swiss hams. A very few Swiss 
hams have recently found their 
way into the United States, but so 
few and so scattered that this note 
about them is included mostly to 
alert the lucky ones who will be 
traveling in Switzerland. Be sure 
to ask for the local ham, especially 
in small inns and country hotels. 
Often they are works of art. Early 
in the summer they will be smoked 
with young hay, later over grape 
leaves and stems, and in the fall 
and winter over pine needles. The 
drying in the high mountain air 
gives a special flavor, too. Chef- 
Director Albert Stockli of The 
Forum restaurant has _ nostalgic 
memories of these hams. He _ be- 
lieves, incidentally, that when you 
serve cold ham, you should serve 
two cooked hams and one raw ham, 
ie., a slice of Smithfield ham, a 
slice of York ham, and prosciutto 
or Westphalian. 

Westphalian. This is the most 
famous of all German hams and 
perhaps the world’s best known 
“raw ham.” It is smoked with 
juniper berries and it is always 
served in tissue-paper-thin slices 
as an appetizer or a garnish. It 
can be bought in cans in the United 
States. The brand name is Noacks, 
imported and distributed by Roth 
and Liebman. 

York and other English 
hams. One of the best known and 
most popular of all English hams 
is York, which in order to be 
authentic must be made in York- 
shire. However, it has been widely 
imitated. 

André Simon describes York 
ham as “firm and yet tender, mild 
flavored, but far from insipid, with 
meat that is attractively pink and 
sweet.” In many ways it is similar 
to some of the American country 
hams because it is put down in a 
dry salt cure. 

Next to York, some of the other 
well-known hams of England in- 
clude the Brandenham made in 
Chippenham Wilkes, according to 
a special recipe dating back to 
1781. and Wiltshire ham, a mild- 
tasting ham of the called 
gammon in Britain. 

Fresh ham. A fresh or “green” 
ham is one that has been merely 
salted, not dried or smoked. Some- 
times the term is applied to a fresh

“Fully cooked” label 
means just what it says, that the

ham has been completely cooked 
and is ready to use. However. such 
ham may be reheated in the oven 
or put under the broiler to glaze. 


In any case, it should not be 


warmed too long or it will be dry. 
Fully cooked ham is often sliced 
thin and lightly sautéed in butter 
or ham fat. Sometimes this is called 
fried ham, but more properly it is 
frizzled ham. 

Gammon. In many cookbooks 
written in England and also in 
French cookbooks translated into 
English you will find this term. 
Technically it refers to the leg of 
the pig which is cured along with 
the side meat before it is cut away. 
Any good smoked ham or even 
lean bacon may be substituted. 

Glazin 
and spices are used to impart a 
glisten and taste to the outside of 
a ham. These include sugar, brown 
er white, maple syrup, honey, mo- 
lasses, jellies, marmalade, puréed 
or preserved fruits. Whole cloves 
are the usual, but whole pepper- 
corns or cracked pepper are some- 
times used, as are dry mustard, 
cinnamon, nutmeg, cassia buds. 
Often the ham is basted several 
times with wine, fruit juice, bour- 
bon, rum, or brandy. 

Gravy. Old-fashioned ham gravy 
means two entirely different things 
to people from different parts of 
America. One is rich, thick, and 
brown. The other is thin, red, and 
often peppery. Neither can be 
found in cookbooks, and both ery 
out for hot baking-powder biscuits. 

This is how Della Lutes de- 
scribes ham with milk gravy. 
“When it came to cooking the ham 
for breakfast, my mother sliced it 
about a fourth of an inch thick 
and freshened it in cold water, 
brought to warm on the back of 
the stove. It was then drained and 
wiped dry. In its own firm border 


_of fat it was fried slowly (in a 


heavy iron pan) and then removed 
to a hot platter. The remaining fat 
was allowed to reach a smoking 
heat, an additional amount being 
added if necessary from a surplus 
store, and into this my mother 
sifted flour to a bubbling paste, stir- 
ring while it seethed and browned. 
When enough flour was added to 
absorb the fat, warmed milk was 
stirred in gradually and evenly to 
make a gravy having the consist- 
ency of heavy cream.” This 
known as ham gravy or milk gravy.

Remove the ham from the skillet 
and keep it warm. Add about a 
cup of water (or coffee) to the 
drippings in the pan or enough to 
loosen the brown particles that are 
there.

Season to taste with a touch of 
red pepper or Tabasco, a mite of 
sugar, maybe, and the same of 
mustard and, if you wish, you may 
add color with a speck of paprika. 

Serve promptly, for if fried ham 
stands too long it will harden and 
be tough as leather. 

Ham bones. The true Virginia 
and Smithfield hams are cut with 
long bones and are known as long 
shank hams, but the present tend- 
ency is to cut the bone off short, 
giving the ham a_ stubbier and, 
some say, neater appearance. Many 
hams are sold with the bone out, 
to the dismay of the true epicure, 
“sweet-

But since you are rarely 
informed how thoroughly or par- 
tially the ham has been cooked, it 
is difficult to judge how much fur- 
ther cooking is required. The length 
of time and the temperature of the 
smoke varies from brand to brand. 
A tenderized ham does not require 
soaking, but some people do parboil 
for a while and then bake, broil, or 
finish in some other manner. 

U. S. Government Inspected. 
The stamp of government approval 
on a ham or on the label is a guar- 
antee that the ham is wholesome 
and has been made under approved 
conditions. it does not imply any 
gastronomic judgment. In order to 
be sold outside the state, the gov- 
ernment stamp is required. How- 
ever, there are local hams, and 
some of them very fine hams, that 
do not have the government stamp.

is more sensitive to extraneous 
sound (rumble) generated by the 
player. Only record players and 
turntables that are quite rumble- 
free are good for stereo. 

About pre-amps and amplifier 
systems: The theoretical ideal is to 
have identical amplifiers for each 
channel. How critically important 
this is, only experience will tell. 
Certainly the nearer you can match 
wattage and quality of the two am- 
plifiers the better. Ideally, the pre- 
amp should have a separate vol- 
ume or balance control for each 
channel so you can adjust the two 
speakers for possible differences 
in their efficiency, for differences 
in the channel balance of the rec- 
ords, and room acoustics. 

It is also convenient to have a 
control that will raise and lower 
the volume of both channels simul- 
taneously without changing their 
relative balance. Another valuable 
control is channel reversing. Say 
Channel A is playing through the 
right speaker, Channel B through 
the left, but in recording, Chan- 
nel A was picked up on the left 
and Channel B on the right. It usu- 
ally sounds better at home to hear 
it as it was recorded. 

The speaker system: The ideal 
for stereo sound is to have identical 
speakers for each channel. This 
may not be possible because of 
space or budget. However, some 
engineers believe that there is so 
little directional or spatial quality 


in the low notes (below 300 cycles) 
that they can be eliminated in one 
speaker and transferred to the 
other larger speaker without sig- 
nificant sacrifice in the stereo effect. 

Such speaker systems are avail- 
able. This is something you will 
have to listen to and decide for 
yourself, for there is some disagree- 
ment among experts on this point. 
You must certainly have two high- 
quality speakers if you expect high 
fidelity stereo sound. 

You can use your radio or tele- 
vision as a second channel for 
stereo. This can save space and 
eliminate the cost of a second am- 
plifier and speaker. Keep in mind, 
however, that the quality of the 
second speaker should be consistent 
with the master unit. Have this par- 
ticular conversion done by a pro- 
fessional repairman because there’s 
danger of shock when you hook 
into a unit with a separate power 
source. 


Where to put the extra speaker 


This can be a thorny problem. 
Some of the console units solve it 
by including both speakers in one 
large cabinet. This calls for more 
wall space than a monophonic unit, 
but not as much as for two sepa- 
rate speakers spaced apart. There 
is some compromise in the stereo 
effect when speakers are only 4 or 
5 feet apart. A 6- to 8-foot spacing 
is considered better for most situa-

The tape-record seesaw 


The key to the mushroom growth 
of the stereo records was competi- 
tion. When stereophonic sound first 
came out commercially, it was on 
magnetic tape. It boosted interest 
and sales in tape and tape record- 
ers at a tremendous rate. The phon- 
ograph and record manufacturers 
could see the implications of this 
new dimension in sound, and they 
started the full-speed program that 
produced stereo on records in such 
short time. Meanwhile, back at the 
laboratory, the tape industry was 
not sitting on its hands. The first 
move was to lower the cost of tape 
by putting four channels instead 
of two on the 14-inch stereo tape. 
Now there are 4-channel tapes. This 
means there are two 2-channel 
stereo tracks on each length. This 
in effect halves the cost of stereo- 
phonic sound on tape. The next 
step is to slow the speed down to 
334 ips (inches per second) and 
cut the cost again.

The cartridge players will cost 
from about $275 to $600 for com- 
plete stereophonic units. The car- 
tridges, of course, are a standard 
size but the reels vary and play 22. 
32, 47, and 60 minutes. They cost 
from about $5 for the shortest one 
to $10 for the longest. 

No one knows how fast the tape 
cartridge will catch on and develop, 
but potentially it can revolutionize 
the magnetic tape business.

and effort to give some special pres- 
ent. For instance, in admiring a 
marine scene in a friend’s office not 
long ago we were told that his 
sixteen-year-old had painted it. 
She had had to work in secret and 
for several months to complete the 
present as a surprise for her 
father’s Christmas. 

Also characteristic of children’s 
behavior after Santa Claus is their 
serious interest in the meanings be- 
hind Christmas. At first, this con- 
cern is mostly an emotional re- 
sponse to the beauty of a church 
pageant, a choir program, or Na- 
tivity art, but it soon develops into 
an intellectual searching as well. 
When this regard of something be- 
sides fun and gifts is expressed, 
most parents are pleased but vague- 
ly puzzled. They have their own 
beliefs to sort out. The difficulty of 
expressing them well enough for 
young minds to absorb is no simple 
task. But like many parental re- 
sponsibilities, it can’t be passed off. 
The children won’t let you. But 
where to turn for help is the prob- 
lem that plagues so many of us. 

One sound and tested approach 
to this question was offered by a 
New England-bred parent of strong 
faith and searching intellect. At the 
beginning of every holiday season 
she rereads the St. Mark version 
(her favorite) of the Christmas 
story to her three. Then to augment 
the Bible story she goes to her 
church library, the public library 
and her own collection of Christ- 
mas reading. She selects any num- 
ber of the many books on the sub- 
ject—its origin, significance, and 
variations. She also likes to refer 
to the “Light the Candle” list that 
is compiled each year by librarian 
Marcia Dolphin and printed in the 
Horn Book Magazine. Then in the 
vacation period before the 25th, 
everyone in the family takes a turn 
reading one story or excerpt a 
night. From this she hopes her 
children are beginning to form 
their own independent attitudes 
toward Christmas in a mature and 
thinking way. 

“What comes after Santa Claus?” 
Many things—and all of them good. 
With only a little help from you, 
your own children will discover the 
true spirit of Christmas, and ex- 
press it in their own way with 
imagination, joy, and devotion.

But you 
can make a most attractive tray 
with small containers that can be 
replaced by full ones, when they 
get down to an unattractive point. 

For the sake of entrancing our 
guests with something different 
well have cold roast pork and a 
beautiful roast of beef. Either a 
whole fillet of beef, or the “eye” of 
the rib roast, with some slices rare 
and some better done. Rib lamb 
chops, broiled, with the fat re- 
moved and red paper “panties” 
over the rib ends, make a colorful 
and different dish. 

And if you prevail upon Pa to 
become a chef for the evening and 
cook silver-dollar-size hamburgers 
served on dollar-size buns, the kids 
will go overboard for them as well 
as the other guests. Either broil 
them or grill them, and what fun it 
is to have bowls of mustard, relish, 
etc., at hand for the guests to sea- 
son their own. 

Instead of canapés, those time- 
consuming numbers, substitute 
something a little out of the ordi- 
nary. For instance, most breads sag 
and drag as time goes on, so why 
not use as a base something crispy, 
such as sliced pickles or raw zuc- 
chini squash. Colorwise they are 
perfect for Christmas, and that 
good old clam and cream cheese 
dunk is delicious on top of raw 
zucchini. A sandwich, two slices of 
S. & W. fresh cucumber pickles 
embracing seasoned cream cheese, 
is tasty and crispy. Dill pickles 
stuffed with cream cheese are 
another crispy item. Oh, you can 
go on for days dreaming up things 
like this! 

A bowl of hard-cooked eggs is 
fun to have. Around the bowl have 
dishes of various condiments, like 
a curry, so guests can season their 
eggs to their liking—genuine cre- 
ole seasoning or curry powder, or 
Chef Howald’s seasoning, or Spice 
Island’s Beau Monde. I get the tini- 
est eggs I can find for this. 

A bowl of baby beets that have 
been soaked in a tarragon salad 
dressing. with tarragon, chopped 
chives and parsley flung over them, 
makes a zesty and colorful item. 
Stuffed olives, stuffed with either 
pimientos or nuts and marinated in 
Widow’s Mite salad dressing, are 
also good. 

There are three excellent edi- 
ble items to use instead of tooth- 


picks to pick up the beets, or 
cheese balls, or whatever you are 
“Veri-Thin” pretzel 
sticks by National Biscuit Co., and 
two good larger sticks, ““Twiglets,” 
made in England and packed by 
Peek-Frean, and a tiny breadstick 
put out by A. Tonini, Rome, and 
distributed by Meyer Zausner, Inc., 
175 Franklin Street, New York 1, 
N. Y. Break these desired 
lengths, and stand them in cocktail 
glasses on the center of the tray.

They eat 
in relays, the two gals in the 
kitchen keep washing the soup 
cups or the plates, and our china 
never seems to run out. Although 
I have only 18 large soup cups, I 
have served soup to 84 people. 

Hot trays on the buffet table 
keep the hot foods going and I try 
to have viands that are good either 
hot or cold. I just tell my guests 
that the hot food is on, if they wish 
to eat now, or they can have it 
cold later—it. is up to them. 

Don’t try to count noses on this 
dinner party, for your friends who 
are coming might house 
guests, or your young who have 
gone to the cocktail parties have 
asked some of their friends. I usu- 


have 


ally try to keep my parties to 
thirty, and am lucky if only fifty 
arrive. But I love it. 

For our glamorous dinner, what 
shall we dream up? No one will 
think of serving halves of squab 
and Cornish game chickens during 
the holidays, for these are rather 
unusual items, and they will be a 
welcome change. A big friendly 
pot of soup is so good to start 
with, especially if it is cold out- 
I have evolved a “double 
boiler” out of two Descoware cas- 


side. 


seroles. One is simply huge, and I 
put the hot water in this, the next 
size smaller fits in perfectly, and 
in goes the soup to be kept hot 
for hours on end. 

The platter of birds, with either 


stuffing or wild rice, a mixed green 
salad with camembert cheese, and 
a platter of tiny éclairs on the 
coffee table for dessert will be 
ample. All these dishes are dra- 
matic presentations and this is 
part of the fun, to have the guests 
exclaim over each and every plat- 
ter.

One for the Road 


After any holiday wingding, 
when guests are ready to leave, I 
like to offer the revelers “one for 
the road,” but I make it a cup of 
soup, a husky, savory, good-looking 
soup, which you can gussy up in 
your grandest tureen and serve, 
say, in the front hall or the foyer. 

Onion soup is always enjoyed 
and it’s something you can flash 
together the afternoon of your 
party with canned bouillon, sau- 
téed onions, and Worcestershire 
sauce. But for a spectacular finale, 
plan a soup in the color of the sea- 
son—a rosy lobster bisque or stew, 
or a “Creole Quickie” is one I 
thought up myself and am very 
proud of—or a green pea potage 
sprinkled with pink ham.

They come in 
great variety, with leaves of all shapes 
and sizes.

Here are some favorites: The hollies, 
of course, especially English (lex 
aquifolium), Chinese (I. Cornuta), and 
Japanese (/. crenata). Rhododendron 
of all kinds, Oregon grape (Mahonia 
aquifolium) for its bronzy, shining 
leaves. Pieris (P. floribunda or P. 
japonicum) has handsome foliage and 
clusters of flower buds. Drooping leu- 
cothoe (L. catesbaei) has arching 
branches with leathery leaves of dark 
green shading to bronze. 

Evergreen conifers are the plants 
that truly stand for Christmas. There 
are many kinds, all of them attractive 
and appropriate. Pine, fir, and juniper 
are the three varieties that will hold 
their needles longest indoors. 


Vines and ground covers widen your 


choice of shapes and sizes for decora- 


larger pieces, and for trailing over a 
ledge or down a wall. These are among 
the best: English ivy (Hedera helix) 
yields long stems of glossy leaves. Japa- 
nese spurge (Pachysandra terminalis) 
has large handsome foliage on short 
stems. Winter Creeper (Euonymus for- 
tunei) has small rounded leaves. Bear- 
berry, or Kinnikinick (Arctostaphylos 
uva urst), is a strong woody creeper 
with branches of wonderfully useful 
form for arrangements. It has dark 
green leaves and, if you are lucky, 
bright glossy red berries. 

Some other plants that are worth 
seeking out are these: Heath (rica) 
in many varieties, for its stems of feath- 
ery foliage and clusters of winter flow- 
ers.

Here’s what you should know about the 


acid-alkali balance and how to control it 


By WILLIAM ALVADORE BUCK 


e Lime is necessary to life. To 
the least oyster, which would feel 
naked to its enemies without its 
shell, to man, who needs bones and 
teeth, to corn and tomatoes and 
pine trees lime is as necessary as 
air and water. I do not know 
whether the ancient Egyptians 
were aware of this, but they did 
know that lime sometimes would 
benefit their fields, and long before 
the Christian era lime was in the 
farmer’s store. | am sure, however, 
that nearly 40 centuries rolled by 
between the time when Queen 
Hatshepsut sent to the Land of 
Punt for incense trees to set in her 
great garden and the time when 
our chemists learned how to take 
the measure of hydroxyl ions and 
hydrogen ions and tell the score 
ae api ec 

The letters stand for “parts Hy- 
drogen,” and, with the number that 
accompanies the letters, show the 
intensity of the soil’s acid or al- 
kali reaction; pH 7 is neutral; 
downward on the scale measures 
intensity of acid and upward shows 
intensity of alkali. Acid or alkali, 
sour or sweet, the terms are used 
interchangeably in soil science. 
Acid and alkali are opposites, just 
as are sour and sweet. If you wish 
to change sour to sweet, you add 
sugar, for example, and 
want to change acid to alkali you 
add alkali which, in soil manage- 
ment, is lime. 

A pH of 6.5 is perfect for most 
general garden purposes. Most of 
our garden flowers and all of the 
vegetables commonly planted ex- 


if you 


cept potatoes and lima beans will 
do their best in a slightly acid soil, 
anywhere from pH 6.0 to 7.0. Po- 
tatoes and lima beans can take 
more acid, the former 
best in the New York area at pH 
4.8 to 6.5, and the latter at 5.5 to 
6.5. Most of the evergreens (though 
not all, as the traveler observes in

Why should soils and plants act 
this way? Well, what leads a man 
to become a baseball umpire? In 
this world there are many myster- 

At any rate, do not put lime 
on your soil merely out of a sense 
of generosity to the land and what 
can you lose? Better test it, if you 
do not know for sure. 

I test my garden every year, 
though once in three years is ordi- 
narily sufficient. I do so because I 
add new organic matter as well as 
commercial fertilizer to the soil 
every year, and because the local 
rain and tap water are faintly acid. 
I use a cheap test kit now, but for 
years [ sent a sample of my soil 
to the county agent, who tested it 
for fertility as well as acid, for 
75 cents. Most chemical fertilizers,

wood mould, cover crops, oak 


leaves, pine needles, some peat 
moss, natural peat, sulphur com- 
pounds, and the rain of well-pop- 
ulated regions all put acid into the 
earth, generally in trifling amounts. 
Bonemeal, marl, wood ashes and 


certain fertilizers are alkaline. 


IME has other functions besides 
sweetening the sour, more, no 
doubt, than we comprehend. It im- 
proves soil texture with a nice 
ambivalence, making sandy 
tighter and clay more loose. It per- 
forms mysteries in turning minerals 
into plant food, takes the villain 
out of certain harmful elements, 
and is itself, of course, a necessary 
plant food. We do not apply it as 
a fertilizer, however, because in 
some amount it exists everywhere. 
After the maples turn and before 
winter locks the year is now con- 


soil 


sidered the best time to spread 
lime. (Fashions change even in 
these things—while 
surpluses grow bigger and bigger.) 
Lime comes from the seedman 
either as calcium carbonate or as 
calcium hydroxide. Neither is caus- 
tic but, standing in the garage, 
either can get as cold as King 
Boreas’s curse. [ have come in 
from the garden in November, 
after spreading lime by hand, with 
my fingers aching so bitterly that 
I was in pain for ten minutes. This 
was excellent. You may have ob- 
served that gardeners often seem 
impervious to cold weather. There 
is no better way to winterize your 
gizzard, to condition yourself 
against the season’s ills and chills 
than by nearly freezing your hands 
with autumn garden chores. 
Calcium hydroxide is 75 per cent 
stronger in effect than calcium 
carbonate (powdered limestone), 
and it works faster. If mixed into 
the earth 
hydroxide’s action may be com- 
plete in a week or two; or if spread 
on the surface, as on a lawn, the 
action of the hydroxide may take 
many months. But powdered lime- 
stone does a better all-around job, 
without harm to plants or creatures. 
So the gardener who has his choice

nesium, which is necessary to living 
cells, but is hardly ever short in 
any soil. 

If the pH ranges between 5.5 and 


6.0, put in three pounds of calcium 
carbonate to each 100 square feet 
on sandy soils, five pounds on heavy 
soils. If you use the hydroxide, 
remember it is 4 stronger—and, 
perhaps you can do fractions better 
than I. Apply it either before or 
after spading. If the pH is between 
5.0 and 5.5. put in the same amount 
before spading and an_ equal 
amount after spading but before 
raking. [f it is below 5.0, double the 
latter dose. Unleached hardwood 
ashes contain six per cent potash. 
two per phosphorus, 
magnesium and 30 per cent lime, 
but no nitrogen. There is no evi- 
dence that lime benefits fruit trees. 
blackberries, raspberries, straw- 
berries, or currants, and it is very 
bad medicine for any of the heath 
family (Ericaceae).

If you must turn land sour and 
use aluminum sulphate on it, work 
with an angel’s caution. In_ big 
farming aluminum sulphate is often 
used at one dressing, a scant half- 
pound to the square yard, or five 
pounds to the hundred square feet. 
For backyard gardening it is better 
to dig in peat, oak, or pine leaf- 
mould, or pomace, which is the 
dried pulp from a cider mill. Apply 
this acid material as a mulch also. 
This is as safe as a pleasant dream. 
There are commercial fertilizers 
especially prepared for the acid- 
levying plants and these should also 
help with safety. A foundation 
planting of ericaceous plants may 
need a constant treatment with 
such materials, for the lime in the 
cement or mortar of the foundation 
will often turn the soil alkaline. 
Do not dig to put in the acid mate- 
rial, for you will disturb the shal- 
low roots. The best treatment is 
acid fertilizer and a permanent 
mulch of acid material like peat. 


T MAY be that this article tells 

all the ordinary gardener will 
ever need to know about acid and 
alkali. The whole may be 
summed up in this simple proce- 
dure: Dig about a cupful of repre- 
sentative soil from several parts of 
the garden, including underground 
to a depth of ten inches. Mix it and 
send it to the county agent with a 
note telling what you mean to 
plant. Then do what the man says.

only one district and bottled in 
one season. 

Calvados or fine apple brandies 
of this type are to be served in 
two ways, either neat in a tulip 
glass to be warmed in the hand or 
as an adjunct to coffee. Put a 
tablespoonful or two into a demi- 
tasse, add sugar if you like, and 
serve with a twist of orange peel. 
This apple-brandied coffee is called 
Blackjack. 


The Great White Spirits 


All brandies—all spirits, in fact 
—in their infancy are water-white. 
But most of the grape brandies 
are aged in wood so that they take 
on a pale or deeper topaz glow 
often enhanced, we must admit, by 
judicious additions of caramel. 

The old eaux de vie or fruit 
brandies, on the other hand, are 
aged in large glass containers and 
then go into long slim bottles of 
clear glass designed to show off 
their crystalline magnificence. 

The clear, distilled 
fruit brandies differ from popular 
grape brandies in many respects— 
in color, in flavor, in alcoholic 
strength. Most Cognacs and bran- 
dies are about 84 proof. Kirsch, 
mirabelle, and framboise are usu- 
ally 100 proof, like bonded bour- 
bon, equal to 50% alcohol. These 
eaux de vie are served in a different 
fashion, too. While grape brandies 
are always to be warmed by the 
heat of the hand, eaux de vie are 
generally served cold-as-c:!d_ in 
large glasses that have previously 
been well chilled. 

For their own use and for a few 
friends some of the distillers have 
fruits grown in the bottles which 
will later be filled with a matching 
spirit (see one in the photograph 
on page 156). This dramatic feat is 


non-sweet, 


accomplished by placing a_ bottle 
over the blossom on the bough. Sur- 
rounded by glass the fruit develops 
as in a private little hothouse. 
The best known of all the great 
white spirits is kirschwasser, the 
cherry alcool made in the Black 
Forest of Germany. It is widely 
(and in our opinion often too lav- 
ishly) used to flavor fruit cups and 
compotes, for sometimes it covers 
the fresh taste of the fruit. If left

ever, it adds an _ extraordinary 
piquance. Often you hear that 
kirschwasser is made from cherry 
pits. This is only a half or rather 
a third of the truth. It is true 
that some of the cherry stones are 
used. About a third are crushed 
with the fruit. In these seeds there 
appears to be some small amount 
of oil and flavoring which lends a 
wondrously interesting note. 

In the gay days of Edward the 
Seventh, epicures of New York, 
Boston, and San Francisco were 
sure to have in their private cellars 
some alcools blancs. They prized 
especially those that came from 
the Vosges Mountains in Alsace. 
But for some years America seemed 
to forget these treasures. Now little 
by little we are remembering again 
—even the wild ones. 

Occasionally now in someone’s 
home you will be served the spirit 
of wild strawberries, carrying an 
extraordinary memory of the ex- 
quisite berries. Sometimes you can 
taste a bit of the spirit of the 
Alsatian bilberries that grow as 
luxuriantly as wild heather in the 
forests of Haganeau. Once in a 
while someone will bring 
home a bottle of sorbe made from 
the fruit of the wild mountain ash. 
Or an eau de vie of gentian made 
not from the flower but from an 
extract of the hard root. This 
alcool has been described as having 
the bitter taste of natural forces, 
the flavor of forest earth. 

But none of these, as far as we 
know, is regularly brought to this 
country. However, the House of 
Garnier (distributed by Julius 
Wile) does send to the United 
States -a number of eaux de vie 
including quetsch made from the 
small purple plums and mirabelle 
made from the little yellow plums 
of mountain orchards. A few of 
the famous Dolfi fruit brandies and 
some of their liqueurs are also 
being imported. 

There is, too, a very small quan- 
tity (a few cases) of quetsch, mira- 
belle, kirsch, and framboise being 
imported from Alfred Hess, one of 
the distinguished small distillers of 
Alsace. The kirsch of this house

is quite extraordinary, for it is 
made only from the wild cherries 
gathered 1,000 feet or more above 
sea level. And framboise, which
